TH E following letters from a gentle- 
man in America to a member of the 
Britifl^ parliament, may be depended 
upon as authentic. 

" The proclamation forbidding the exportation 
of gunpowder and fire arms to America, feems in- 
tended to tajce away from the colonies the power 
of defending themfelves by force. I think it my 
duty to inform you, that the faid proclamation 
will be rendered ineffectual by a manufactory of 
gunpowder, which has lately been fet on foot in 
this province, the materials of which may be pro- 
cured in great perfection among ourfelves, and 
ax an eafier rate than they can be imported 
from Great Britain-- There are moreover gun^ 
fmiths enough in this province to make one nun* 
dred thousand ftand or arms in one year, at 28s. 
fterling a-piece, if they mould be wanted. It 
may not be amifs to make this intelligence as 
public as poffible, that our rulers may fee the 
'impoffibility of enforcing the late acts of parlia- 
ment by arms. Such is the wonderful martial 
fpirit wljich is enkindled among us, that we be- 
gin to think the whole force of Britain*could not 
fubdue us. We trull no lefs to the natural advan- 
tages 6f our country than to our numbers, and 
military preparations, in the confidence and fecu- 
rity of which we boaft. The four New-England 
colonies, together with Virginia and Maryland, 
are compleatly armed and disciplined. The pro- 
' vince of Pennfylvania will follow their example 
in a few weeks. Our militia will amount to not 
lefs thsn.60,000 men. Nothing but a total 
repeal of the acts of parliament of which we 
complain can prevent a civil war in America. Our 
oppofuion has now rtfento defperation. It would 
be as eafy to allay a ftorm in the ocean, by a 
Angle word, as to fubdue the free fpirit of Ame- 
ricans, wichout a total redrefs of their grievances. 
May a fpirit of wifdom defcend at laft upon our 



miniftry, and refcue the Britiji empire famAt- 
ftruetion ! We tremble at the thoughts of a ftpi- 
ration from Great Britain. Ail our glory and 
happinefs have been derived from yq$ r x B*t we 
are in danger of being {hipwrecked t*poii your 
rocks. To avoid thefe, we are willing to be 
toned, without a compais, or guide, for a while 
apon an ocean of blood. '« Wiping yau fucoefs 
in your difintereftcd labours to promote tljft hap- 
pinefs of this country. I am, Suywitb pitch 
efteem for your firmoefs, your moft obedient 
humble feevant."

" In a letter which I wrote to you a few,nights 
ago, I mentioned tnat the manufactories of gun- 
powder and fire arms, which were fetiing on foot 
in this country, would defeat the defigns of the 
miniftry in forbidding the cxportauon^of thefe 
articles from Great Britain. The only defign of 
this letter, is to re&ify fome miftake^ which have 
been tranfmitted to England respecting the con- 
duct of Gem Lee, who is now in America*

** Shorter parliaments, a more equitable repre- 
fentation, the abolition of. taxes and the payment 
of the debt, the reduction of placemen and pen- 
fioners, the annihilation of bribery and corruption, 
fiie reformatioB-of luxury, diflipation and effemi- 
nacy, the dinWding the army, are all neceflary 
to jeftore your-country to a free government, and 
to a fafe, honourable, and bappy life* But is 
this practicable, is there a refource in human na- 
ture for hope .of fuch a miraculous change? is 
there one example of it ixr hiftory or experience i 
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a nation is eafily corrupted, buif not fo ealily re- 
formed. The prefent reign may be that ot Au-" 
guttus, but upon my honour ! expect twelve 
Caifars will fuccced jt. What is to become of 
America if they ftidtfld? ought me not to think 
iri time, and prepare for the worft. 

"I have a great curroiity to know how the. 
proceedings of the Congrefs at Philadelphia are 
relifhed in London, at St. James's, and St. Ste- 
phens. I think it may be feen from them, that 
America is not infenfibleof her danger, nor inat- 
tentive -to the means of her fafety. [ 

"I am alfo very anxious to know what the 
friends Of liberty think of the hafly diflblution of 
parliament; for my own part, I have ever thought 
this the moll infidious and artful ftcp of the pre- 
fent reign, it feems to betray more contempt of 
the people, at the Tame time" that it betrays a 
dread' ot fflffte remaining fenTe and integrity a-' 
mong them, than any thing elfe which has been 
done. You will allow, Sir,that the broil with 
America is a very great national concern.: At a

The A N S W E R. , 
Dear Sir, Craven-Jlreet, Nov. 29, 1760. 

Being juft returned to town from a little excur- 
fion, I find yours of the 21ft, containing a num- 
ber of queries that would require. a pamphlet to, 
anfwer them fully. You, however, defire only 
brief anfwers, which I ftiall endeavour to give. 

Previous to your queries, you tell me, that " you 
apprehend his Majefty's fervants have now in con* 
tcinplation, ift. to relieve the colonifts from the 
taxes complained of; 2d. to preferve the honour, 
the dignity, and the fupremacy of the Britifh k- 
giflatureover all his Majefty's dominions." I hope 



^y'a fervants have now in contemplation, ift. Tq your information is good ; and that what yott 
Relieve the colonies from the taxes complained of; fuppofe to be in contemplation, will be carried 
which they certainly had no hand injmpoiing; into execution, by repealing all the law* that 

have 
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have been made for reifing a revenue in America 
by authority of parliament without the confent o 
the people there. The honour and dignity of the 
Britifti legislature will not be hurt, by fuch an aft 
of juirice and wifdom. The wifeft councils are 
liable to be mifled, efpecially in matters remote 
from their infpeftibn. It is the perfifting in an 
error, not the correcting it, that leilens the honour 
of any man or body of men. The fupremacy of 
that legiflature, J believe, will be beft pre- 
ferved by making a very fparing ufe of it ; never 
but for the evident good of the colonies them- 
felves, or for the whole Britim empire ; never for 
the partial advantage of B4fcin to their prejudice;. 
By fuch prudent conduct, I imagine that iupre-^ 
macy may be gradually flrengthened, and in time 
fully eftablilhed ; but othenvife, I apprehend it 
will be difputed, and loft in the difpute. At pre-* 
fent the colonies confent andfubmit to it, for the 
regulations of general commerce; but a fubmif- 
fion to afts of parliament was no part of their 
original conftitution. Our former "Kings governed 
their colonies as they had governed their domi- 
nions in France, without the participation of Bri* 
tifh Parliaments. The Parliament of England 
never prefumed to interfere in that prerogative 
till the time of the great rebellion, when they 
ufurped the government of all the King's other 
dominions, Ireland, Scotland, &c. The colonies 
that held for the King, they conquered by force 
of arms, and governed afterwards as conquered 
countries ; but" New England having notoppofed 
the Parliament, was confidered and treated as, a 
lifter kingdom in amity with England, as appears 
by the Journals, March 10, 1642. 

Your firft queftion is, 

lit. u Will not a repeal of all the duties (that 
on tea excepted, which was before paid here on 
exportation, and of'courfe no new impofitioh) 
fuHy farisfy the colonifh ?"

ad. " Your reafons for that opinion .?" 

A. Becaufe it is not the faro paid in that duty 
on tea that is complained on as a burthen, but the 
principle of the aft expreffed in the preamble, viz," 
that thofe duties were laid ** For the better fupport 
of government, and the adminiftration of Juftice 
in the colonies. 1 ' This the colonifts think unhe- 
ceffary, unjuft, and dangerous to their moft im- 
portant rights. Unneceflary, becaufe in ail the 
colonies (two or three new ones excepted) govern*, 
ment and the admini fixation of juftice were, and 
always had been, well fupported without any 
charge to Britain : Unjuft, as it made fuch co- 
lonies liable to pay fuch charges for others in 
which they had no concern or intereft'i dan^ 
gerous, as fuch mode of raifing money for thofe 
purpofes, tended to render their affemblies ufe^ 
lefs; tor if a revenue could be raifed in the 
colonies for all the purpofes of government by 
aft of parliament, without grants from ihe pea- 
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pie there, governors, who dd not generally love 
affemblies, would never call them ; they would 
be laid afide ; and when nothing mould de- 
pend on the people's goodwill to government, 
their rights would be trampled on ; they would 
. be treated with contempt. Another reafon why 
I think they would not be fatisfied with fuch a 
partial repeal, is, that their agreements not to 
import till the repeal takes place, include the 
whole, which thews' that they object to the 
whole ; and thofe agreements will coutinue bind* 
ing on them, if the whole is not repealed.

A. I think fo, . 

4th. *' Your reafons for that opinion ? " 

A. Other methods have been tried. They 
have been rebuked in angry letters, .Their pe- 
titions have been refufed or rejefted by par-*, 
liament. They have been threatened with the 
puniftiments of treafon by refplves of both houfes. 
Their affemblies have been diffolved, and troops 
have been fent among them : But all thefe ways 
have only exafperated their*mind$ and widened 
the breach. TUeir agreements tonfeno more Bri-; 
tifli manufacture* have been ftrengthened i and 
thefe meafures* inftead pf composing differences, 
and promoting a good correfpoftdence haveajignft 
annihilated your commerce with thofe poultries, . 
and greatly endangered the national peace an,d 
general welfare. 

5th, " If this laft method is deemed by the, 
Legiflature and,feMaje(ty*$ mufflers to be re- 
pugnant to their duty 4s guardians of the juft 
rights of the crown, and of t*beir felknv-fubjefts, 
can #e.u:ftggeft., any other, way of terminating 
thefe difputes, confiflent with the ideas of juftice 
and propriety conceived by the King's fubjefts 
on boiVfldes the Atlantic?" : - ■'' 

A. I do not fee how that method can be 
deemed repugnant to the rights of die crown. 
If the* Arftericans are piit into theiKfbrmer fitu- 
ation, it nrjft be by an aft of parliament, in the- 
paffin'g of which' bjr the King, the rjght3 of the 
crown are exercifed, not infringed. It is indif- 
ferent to the crown* whether the aids received 
from America are granted ,by parliament here* 
or by the affemblies there, provided the quantum 
be the fame; 'and it is my opinion, that. more 
will he generally grated there voluntarily, tljaa 
can ever be exafted or collected from thence by: 
authority of parliament. As to, the. jrights p£ 
fellow-fubjefts (I . fuppofe vou mean the people, 
of Britain) cannot conceive how thofe will be 
infringed by that method. They will {till en^ 
joy the right of granting their own money, and 
may ftill, if it plcafes them, keep up their claint 
to the right of granting ours j a right they can 
never * jexcrcife properly, for warn of a fufftjeient 

knowledge. 
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knowlege of us, ourcircuifcftances and abilities 
(to fay nothhsg of the little likelihood there is 
that we fhould ever fabmit to it) , therefore a 
right that can be of no good ufe to them ; and 
we (hall continue to enjoy in fact the right of 
granting our money, with the opinion now uni- 
verfaily prevailing among us, that we are free 
fubjects of the King, and that fellow fubjefts of 
one part of his dominions, are not fovereigns over 
fellow-fubjects in any other part. If the fubjects 
on the different fides of the Atlantic have diffe- 
rent and oppofite ideas of " juftice and propriety," 
no one " method" can poffibly'be confident with 
both. The beft will be to let each enjoy their 
own opinions, without difturbing them when they 
do not interfere with the common good. 

6th. " And if this method were actually fol- 
lowed, do you not think'it would encourage the 
violent and factious part of theColonifls to aim at 
ilill farther conceflions from the mother country?" 
; A. I do not think.it would. There may be a 
few among them that deferve the name of fa&ious 
and violent, as there ate in all countries; but 
thefe would have little influence, if the great ma- 
jority of fober reafouable people were fatisfied. 
If any colony fhould happen to think that fome 
of your regulations of trade are inconvenient to 
the general intereft of the Empire, or prejudical 
to them without being beneficial to you, they will 
ftate" theft matters to parliament in petitions as 
heretofore; but will, I believe, take no violent 
fleps to obtain what they mayhope for in time from 
the wifdom of government here. I know of no- 
thing elfe they can have in view ; the notion that 
prevails here of their being defirous to fet up a 
kingdom or commonwealth of their own, is to 
my certain knowledge entirely groundlefs. I there- 
fore think, that on a total repeal of all duties, 
laid exprefsly for the purpofe ofraifing a revenue 
on the people of America, without their confent, 
the prefertt uneafinefs would fubfide, the agree- 
ments not to import would be diflblved, and the 
commerce flourifn as heretofore : And I am con- 
firmed in this fentiment by all the letters I have 
received from America, and by the opinions of all 
the fenfible people who, have lately come from 
thence, crown officers excepted. 1 know indeed 
that the people of Bofton are grievoufly offended 
by the quartering of troops among them, as they 
think contrary to law ; and are very angry with 
the board of commiifioners who have calumniated 
them to government : But as I fuppofe the with- 
drawing of the troops may be a confequeuce of re- 
conciliating meafures taking place ; and that the 
commiflion alfo will be either diflbived if found 
ufelefs, ©r filled with more temperate and prudent 
men, if ftill deemed ufeful and neceffary, I do 
not imagine thefe particulars would prevent a re- 
turn of the harmony fo- much to be wifhed. 

7th. " If they are relieved in part only, what 
do .you, as a reafonable and difpaflionate man, 
i : 
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and ah equal frieiid.to both fides, imagine will be 
the probable confequence ? 

A. I imagine, that repealing the offensive 
duties in part willanfwer no end to this country ; 
the commerce will remain obftructed, and the 
Americans go on with their fchemes of frugality, 
induftry, and maoufaclures, to their own great 
advantage. How much that may tend to the pre- 
judice of Britain, I cannot fay: perhaps not fo 
much as fome apprehend, fince me may in time 
find new markets. But I think, if the union of 
the two countries continues to fubfift, it will not 
hurt the general intereft; for whatever wealth 
Britain lofes by the failing of its trade with the 
colonies, America will gain ; and the crown will 
receive equal aids; from its fubjects upon the 
whole, if not greater. 

. Aud now I have anfwered your queftions as to 
what may be, in my opinion, the confequences 
of this or that fuppofed meafure, I will go a little 
farther, and tell you what I fear is more likely to 
come to pafs in reality. I apprehend^ that the 
miniftry, at leail the American part of it, being- 
fully perfuaded of the right of parliament, think 
it ought to be enforced, whatever may be the 
confequences ; and at the fame time do not be- 
lieve, there is even now any abatement of the 
trade between the two countries on account of 
thefe difputes ; or that if there is, it is fniaU, 
and cannot long continue. They are nffured hy 

,the crown officers in America, that manufactures 
are impoffible there, that the difcontented arc 
few, and perfons of little confequence; that al- 
moft all the people of property and importance 
are fatisfied, and difpo fed to fubmit quietly ro the 
taxing power of parliament ; and that if the re- 
venue acls are continued, and thofe duties only 
that are called anti-commercial being repealed, 
and others perhaps laid in their ftead ; that power 
ere long will be patiently fubmitted to, and the 
agreements not to import be broken, when they 
are found to produce no' change of meafures here. 
From thefe and fimilar mifin formations, which 
feem to be credited,, I think it likely that no 
thorough redrefs of grievances will be afforded 
to America this feflion. This may inflame mat- 
ters (till more in that country ; farther rafti mea- 
fures there may create more refentment here, 

. that may produce not merely ill-advifed difTolu- 
tions of their affemblies as laft year, but attempt 
to diffolve their conftitutions ; more troops may 
be fent over, which will create more uneafinefs ; 
to jufiify the meafures of government, your writers 
will revile the Americans in your news-papers, as 
they have already begun to do; treating them as 
mifcreants, rogues, daftards, rebels, &c to alie- 
nate the minds of the people here from them. 
and which will tend farther to diminifh their 
affections to this country. Poflibly too, fome o 
their warm patriots may be di {traced enough t<> 
expofe themfelves by fonie mad action to be fen. 
• - * fo; 
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for hither; and government here be indifcreet 
enough to hang them, on the aft of Henry VIII. 
Mutual provocations will thus go on to cornpleat 
the reparation ; and inftead of that cordial affec- 
tion that once and fo long exifted, and that har- 
mony fo fuitable to the happinefs, ftren^th, 
fafety, and welfare of both countries ; an im- 
placable malice, mutual hatred, fuch as we now 
fee fubfifting between the Spaniards and Portu- 
guese, the Genoefe arid Corfieans, from the 
fame original mifconduft in the fuperior govern- 
ments, will take place: the fameneft of nation, 
the fimilarity of religion, manners, and language, 
not in the leaft preventing in our cafe, more than 
it did in theirs.

The Prefident then recommended it to the 
convention to proceed in the deliberation and 
difcuffion of the feveral important matters which 
ftould come before them, with that prudence, 
decency and order, which had diftmguiihed their 
conduct on all former occafions ; and laid before 
the convention the proceedings of the continental 
congrefs, together with a letter from Benjamin 
Franklin, William Bollan, and Arthur Lee, Efqrs. 
advifing, that the petition to his Majefly had been 
prefented, and gracioirfly received. 

Ordered, That the confideration of the pro- 
ceedings of the continental congrefs be poftponed 
till to-morrow. 

Refolved, That theRev. Mr. Selden be defired 
to read prayers to this convention every morning 
at nine o'clock. 

Refolved, That this convention will bbferve in 
their debates the fame rules and order* as are efta- 
blifhed in the Houfeof Burgefles in this colony. 

Adjourned till to-morrow ten o'clock. 
7uefday, March ai, 1775. 

A letter from the inhabitants of that part of 
Augufta county, which lies to the weftward of the 
Allegany Mountain, dcfiring that John Neviil 
and John Hervie, Efqrs. may be admitted into 
this convention, as their delegates, being read, 
upon* motion, 

Refolved, That the faid John Neviil and John 
Harvie be admitted as delegates for the county of 
Augufta* * 
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The convention then took into their coafidett- 
tioa the proceedings of the conttaental congrefs, 
agreeable to the order of yefterday ; but not fear- 
ing time to go through the fame,/ poftponed the 
further confidermion thereof till to-morrow. 

Adjourned till to-morrow ten o'clock, 
Wtdntfday^ March 22, 1775. 

The convention then, purfuaat to the order of 
yefterday, refumed the confideration of the pro- 
ceedings of the continental congrefs, and after 
the matured deliberation, came to the following 
refolutions :

Refoived, As the opinion of this convention, 
that on account of the unhappy difputes between 
Great Britain and the colonies, and the unfcttled 
ftate of this country, the lawyers, fuitors, and 
witneiles, ought not to attend the profecution or 
defence- of civil fuits at the next general court t 
and it is recommended to the feveral courts of 
juftice not to proceed to the hearing or determina- 
tion of fuits on their dockets, except attach* 
merits; nor to give judgment but in the cafe of 
meriffs of other collectors of money or tobacco 
received by them, in other cafes where fuch judg- 
ment mail be voluntarily confeffed, or upon fuch 
amicable proceedings as may become neceifary for 
the fettlement, divifion, or diftribation of eftatesr

** That taxing the colonies in parlimer^t for 
tlieir own defence againft the French, is not more 
juft, than it would be to oblige the cinque ports* 
and other coafls of Britain, to maintain a force 
againft France, and to tax them for this purpofe, 
Without allowing them reprefentatives in parlia- 
ment, 

r *\ That the colonifts hare always been Indi- 
rectly taxed by the mother country (befides paying 
the taxes neceflarily laid on by their own aflem- 
blies) in as much as they are obliged to purchafe 
the manufactures of Britain, charged with in- 
numerable heavy taxes ; fome of wbich manufac- 
tures they could make, and others could purchafe 
cheaper at other markets, 

" That the colonifts are befides taxed by the 
mother country, by being obliged to carry great 
part of their produce to Britain, and accept a 
lower price than they might have at other mar* 
Jcets* The difference is a tax paid to Britain. 

" That the whole wealth of the colonifts cen- 
ters at laft in the mother country, which enables 
her to pay her taxes* 

" That the colonies have, , at the hazard of 
their lives and fortunes, extended the dominions, 
and encreafed the commerce and riches of the mo- 
ther country, that therefore the colonifts do not 
deferveto be deprived of the native right of Bri- 
tons, the right of being taxe4*only by reprefen- 
tatives chofen by themfelves, 

u That an adequate reprefentation in parlia* 
ment would probably be acceptable to the colo- 
nifts, and would beft unite the views and interefts 
of the whole empire." 

The laft of thefe proportions feems not to 
nave been well confidered, becaufe an adequate 
reprefentation in parliament is totally impra£H- 
cable: but others haveexhaufted thefubject* 

Whether the miniftry at home or ihe junto 
here, were difcouraged by thefe mafterly re- 
marks, or by any other caufe, the project of tax- 
ln g the colonies was laid ajide, Mr. Shirely was 
removed from this government, and Mr. Fownall 
*as placed in hilftead- — 

Mr. Pownall was a friend to liberty and to our 
*°alfcitution, and feems to have had an averfion 
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to all plots againft. either, and confeqoently to 
have given his confidence to other perfons than 
Mutchinfon and Oliver, who* (lung with envy 
againft Mr. Pratt and others who had the lead in 
affairs, fet themfelves, by propagating flanders* 
againft the governor among the people, and efpe- 
cially among tbe clergy, to raife difcontents, and 
make him uneafy in his feat* Pownall, averfe to 
wrangling, foliated to be recalled, and after fome 
time Mr* Bernard was removed from New Jerley 
to the chair of this province. — 

Bernard was the man for the purpofe of the 
junto— educated in the higheft principles of mo- 
narchy, (killed enough in law and policy to do., 
mifchief* avaricious, and needy at the feme time, 
having a numerous family to provide for, -*~he Was 
an inltrument fuitable in every refpect. excepting 
pne^ for thiB junto to employ* The exception I 
mean was blunt franknefs, very oppofite to tljat 
cautious cunning, that deep dhfimulatioh to which 
they had by long praftice difciplined themfelves. 
However, they did not defpair of teaching him 
this neceffary artful quality by degrees j and the 
event ihewed they were not wholly unfuccefsful 
in their endeavours to do it* 

While the war lafted, thefe fimple provinces 
Were of too much importance in the conduit or* it 
to be^difgufted by any open attempt againft their 
liberties. The junto, therefore, contented them- 
felves with preparing their ground, by extending 
their connections and correspondencies in Eng* 
land, and by conciliating the friendship of' the 
crown officers occafionally here, and infinoating 
their defigns as neceffary to be undertaken in fome 
future favourable opportunity, for the good- of 
the empire* as well as of the colonies* 

The deiigns of Providence are infcrutable.^tt 
affords to bad men conjundu/es favourable for theiv 
deiign3, as well as to good.— The conclufibn of 
the peace was the moft critical opportunity for 
our junto that could have pretented. — A peace 
founded on the deitrucYion of' that fyftem of po- 
licy, the moft glorious for the nation that ever 
was formed, and which was never equalled in the 
conduct of the Englifh government, except in 
the interregnum, and perhaps in the reign of Eli- 
zabeth ; v;nich fyftem, however, by its being 
abruptly broken off, and its chief condu&or dif- 
c«»rJed before it was compleated, proved unfor- 
tunate to the nation, by leaving it finking in a 
bottomlefs gufph of debt, opprelTed ana* borne 
. down with taxes* 

At this lucky time, when the Britilh financier 
was driven out of his wits for ways and means to 
fupply the demands npon Kim, Bernard is em- 
ployed by the junto, to fuggeft to Jnm the project 
of taxing the colonies by aft of parliament. 

I do not advance this without evidence. * I ap- 
peal to a publication made by Sir Francis Bernard 
iimfelf, the laft year, of his own felect letters or 
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the trade and government of America* and the 
principles of law* and policy applied to the Ame- 
rican colonies. 

In the vear 1764, Mr. Bernard tranfmitted 
home to different noblemen and gentlemen, four 
copies of his principles oflaw and polity, with a 
preface, which proves inconteftibly* that the pro- 
ject of hew regulating the American colonies were 
not firft fuggetted to him py the miniftry, but by 
him to them.— The words of this preface are 
thefe^r-x The prefent expectation that a new 
regulation of the American gorernments will foon 
take place, probably arrfes more from the opinion 
the' public has of the abilities of the prefent m*H 
Ttiftry, than from any thing that has tranfpired 
from the cabinet ; it cannot be fuppofed that their 
penetration can overlook the neceffity of fuch a 
regulation, nor their public fpriit fail to carry it 
into execution. But it may be a queftion, whe- 
ther the prefent is a proper time for rtiisfworfe, 
more urgent bufinefs may ftand before it ; fome. 
preparatory fteps may be required to precede it ; 
but there will only ferve to poftpone. As we 
may exped that this reformation, like all others* 
will be oppofed by powerful prejudices, it may 
notbeamifs to reaibn with them at leifure, and 
endeavour to take off their force before they be- 
come oppofed to government. " 

Upori thefe words, it is rmpoffible not to ob- 
ferve, firft, That the miniftry had never fignified 
to him any intention of new regulating the colo- 
nies ; and therefore that it was he who offici- 
oufly .pot them upon the purfuit of this Will with 
a Whifp, which has led them into fb much mire. 
Second, The flattery with which he infinuates 
thefe projects' into the minds of the miniftry, as 
matters of abfolute neceffity, which their great 
penetration could not fail to difcover, nor their 
g«at regard to the public omit. Third, The 
imptfrruriity with which he urges a fpeedy ac- 
compriihme»r of his pretended reformation of the 
governments. Aod, fourth, His confcioufnefs 
that thefe fchemes would be oppofed, although 
he aire&s to expecl from powerful prejudices only, 
that opposition which all America fays has been 
dictated by found reafon, true pt4icy, and eternal 
juffice. The haft thing I ihall take notice of rs, 
the falfe infmuation that fuch new regulations 
were then generally expe&ed This is fa abfo- 
lutely falfr, that excepting Bernard bimfelf, aKd 
his junto, fcarcely any body an this fide the water 
had any fufpicipn of it,' — urfoaiucn, that if Ber- 
nard hadmade.public at that time his preface ami 
principles, as he fent them, to the miniftry, it is 
much to be doubted^ whether he could have lived 
in this country —^certain it is, he^woutd have had 
no friends in this province out of the junto* 

The intention of the j,unto, was, to procure- a 
revenue to be raifed in America by aft of parlia- 
ment. Nothing was further from their deiigns 
and wifhes, than, the drawing or fending this re> 
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venue into the. Exchequer in England to be fpent 
therein difchargingthe national debt, andleffen- 
ing the burdens of the people there.— They chofa 
to have the fingering of the money themfelves.*-* 
Their defign was, that the money fhould be : 
applied, firft in a large falary to the Governor. 
This would gratify Bernard, and render him 
and all other governors, not only independent of" 
the people, but ftill more abfolutely a flave to the 
will of the minifter. They intended likewife a 
falary for the Lieut. Governor. This would ap- 
peafe Mr. Hutchinfon. In the next place, they 
intended a falary to the judges of common law r 
as well as admiralty. And thus the whole govern-* 
mem, executive and judicial, was to be rendered 
wholly independent of the people, (and their re- 
prefentatives rendered ufelefs, infignificant and 
even burthenforoe) arid abfolutely dependent 
upon, and under the direction of the will of the 
minifter of ftate.— They intended further to new 
model the whole continent of North America, 
make an entire new divifion of it into diftinft, tho* 
mbre extenfive and lefs numerous' colonies, to 
fweep away all the charters upon the continent,' 
with the deftroying befom of an aft of parlia- 
ment, and reduce all the governments to the plan 
of the royal goverhrnents, with a nobility in each 
colony, not hereditary indeed, at firft, but for 
life.-^—They did indeed flatter the miniftry and 
people in England, with diftaht hopes of a re> 
venue from America, at fome future period, to> 
be appropriated to national ufes there. But thii 
was not to happen in their minds for fome time* 
'I'he governments muft be new modelled, new re- 
gulated, reformed firft, and then the government* 
here would be able and willing to carry into exe- 
cution any a&s of parliament or meafures of the? 
miniftry, for fleecing the people here to pay 
debts, or fupport pensioners, on the American 
eftablifhment, or bribe electors, or members oF 
parliament, or any other purpofe that a virtuous 
miniftry could defire. 

But as i)i-luck would have it, the Britift finan- 
cier, was as felfiih as themfelves, and inftead oF 
raifing money for them, chofe to raife it for him- 
felN-5ie chofe to get the revenue into the Ex- 
chequer, becaufe he had hungry cormorants 
enough about him in England, whofe eawinga 
were more troublefome to his ears, than chfc 
croaTdng of the ravens in America, And he 
thought if America could afford any revenue at 
air,, and he could get it by authority of Parlia- 
ment, he might have it himferf, to give to h» 
friends, ^ well as raife it for the junto here, tp> 
fpend themTKves, or give -to theirs.

Governor Bernard, in his letter July 1 1 , 1 764, 
fays, " that a general reformation of the Ame- 
rican governments would become not only a de- 
ferable but a neceffary meafure.— What his idea 
was, of a general reformation of the 'American 
governments, is to be learnt from his principles 
of Jaw and polity, which he fent to the miniftry 
in 1764. — I mall fele£t a few of them in his own 
words : 

His 19th proportion is^ iC The rule thataBri- 
tifli fubjeft mall not be bound by laws, or liable 
to taxes, but what he has confented to by his re- 
presentatives, mull be confined to the inhabitants 
of Great Britain only, and is not ftriclly trae 
even there. — 30. The parliament of Great Bri- 
tain, as well from its rights of fovereigmy, as 
from occafional exigences, has a right to make 
laws for, and impofe taxes upon itsfubjects in its 
external dominions, although they are not rfr- 
prefented in fucrf parliament. But 31. Taxes 
impofed upon the external dominions, ought to 
be applied to the ufe of the people from whom 
they are raifed. 32. The parliament of Great 
Britain has aright and duty to take care to pro- 
vide for- the defence of the American colonies, 
efpecially as fuch colonies are unable to defend 
themfelvcs. $$. The parliament of Great Bri- 
tain has a right and a duty to take care that pro- 
vifion be made for a fufScient fupport of the 
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fuch if care is not taken to prevent it, 83. The 
notion Which has heretofore prevailed* that the 
dividing America into many governments and 
different modes of government, will be the means 
to prevent their uniting to revolt is ill founded, 
fince if the governments were ever fo much con- 
folidated, it will be neceflary to have fo many 
diilinft ltate? as to make a union to revolt iroprac-t 
ticable.

the minifter and all his advocates will call refift r 
ance to afh of parliament, by the names of trea- 
fon and rebellion. But at the fame time they 
know, that in their own opinions, and in the 
opinions of all the colonies, parliament has no 
authority over them, excepting to regulate their 
{rade, and this not by any principle of common 
law, but merely by the confent of the colonies,, 
founded on the obvious necefiity of a cafe, which 
was never in contemplation of that law, nor prop 
vided for by it, that therefore they have as goo4 
a right to charge that minifter with treafon and 
rebellion. For if the parliament has not a legal 
authority to overturn their conftitution, and fub~ 
jett them to fuch acts as are lately pa{Ted, every 
man, who accepts of any commiilion and takes 
any Heps to carry* thofe a#s into execution, is 
guilty of overt acis of treafon and rebellion againft 
his majefty, as much as if he mould take arms 
againft his troops, or attempt his facred lif<?. 
They know that the reuftance againft the ftamp 
act, which was made through ' all America* 
was in the opinion of the minifter high treafon, 
and that Brigadier R uggles, and good Mr. Ogden, 
pretended at the Congrefs at New- York, to. be 0/ 
the fame mind, andiiave been held in utter con- 
tempt by the whole continent ever fince ; because 
in their own opinion, that refiftance was a noble 
ftand agairiit tyranny, and the only oppofition to 
it, which could have been effectual. That if the 
American refiftance to the aft for destroying your 
charter, and to the refolves for arrefting performs 
here and fending them to England for trial, is 
treafon, the lords and commons and the whole 
nation were traitors at the revolution. 

They know that all America is united in fentv- 
ment, and in the plan of oppofirion to the claims 
of adminiftration and parliament.* The junto in 
£ofton, with their Jittle flocks of adherents in the 
country, are not westh taking into the account ; 
and the army ana* nav>S though thefe are divided 
among themfelves, are 110 part . of Ajnerica j in 
order to judge of this unson, they began at the 
commencemenrofthedifpute, and run through Ihe 
whole courfe of it,— At the time of the ftamp a&, 
every colony exprefied its fen*>Jmeot« by refolves 
of their afTemblies, and every oiie agreed that par- 
liament had no right to tax th«$ colonies^ The 
houfe of reprefentatives of the NTafiachufetts-Bay, 
then conHtied of many perfpns, Vwho have fince 
figured as friends 'to government ; ' yet every mem- 
ber of that holrfe corniurred moft c^earfully in -the 
refolves then paffed. The Cong fefs which met 
that year- at New- York, expreffetv the fame opi- 
nion, w their refolves, after the paJbjt, paper and 
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T^e feveral aflfemblies ex- as well as of themfetves. Other colonies are only

prefled the fame fentiments, arid when your co- 
lony wrote the, famous circular letter, notwith- 
ganding all the mandates and threats, and ca- 
jolings of the minifter and tbe feveral governors, 
and all the. crown officers through the continent, 
the aflemblies with one voice echoed their en- 
tire approbation of that, letter, and their applaufe 
to your colony for fending it. — In the year 1768, 
when a non-importation wasfuggeftedand planned 
by a few gentlemen at a private club t in one 
of our large towns, as foon as it.was propofed 
£0 the public, did it not fpread through the 
ythole continent? — Was it not regarded, like 
ihe laws of the Medes and Perfians in all the 
xolonies.-r-When the paint and paper acl was 
repealed, the fouthern colonies agreed to depart 
from the aflbciation in all things, but the da- 
tied articles, but they have kept it richly to their 
agreement a gain ft importing them, fo that no 
tea has been imported into any of them from 
. jGreatrBritain to this day. — In the year 1770, 
when a number of perfons were flaughtered in 
JCing-ftreet, Boftop, fuch was the brotherly fym- 
pathy of all the colonies, fuch their refentmept 
againft an hoftiie adminiftration ; that the inno- 
ccnt blood then fpiU, has never heen forgotten, 
,nor the murderous minjfler and governors, who 
brought the troops here, forgiven, by any part 
of the continent, and peyer will be. — When a 
certain mafterly ftatefman, invented a committee 
of correspondence in Bpfton, did not every 
colony, nay cyery county, city, hundred and 
- town Upon the whole continent, adopt the mea- 
fure. I Jwd alraoft faid, as if it haa been a re- 
. velation from afeove, as the happieil means of 
cementing the union and a&ing in concert? 
What proofs of union have been given fince the 
. laft March [ look oyer the refolves of the feveral 
; colonies, and you will fee that one understand- 
ing governs, one heart animates (he whole body. 
Affemblies, conventions, congrejfes, towns, cities, 
■ and private flubs apd circles, have beep actuated 
* by one greaty wife, active and noble fpirit, one 
: masterly foul, animating one vigorous body. 

The congrefs at Philadelphia, have exprefled 
the feme fentiments with the people of New- 
f England, approved of the oppofition to the late 
innovations, unanimously advifed us to peife- 
vere in it, and aijured us that if force is attempted 
to carry thefe meafures againft us, all America 
ought jo fupport us. Marylapd and the lower 
•counties on Delaware, have already, to {hew to 
all the, world their approbation of the meafures 
of New -England, and their 4e$erminatiop to 
join in them, with a generofity, a wifdom and 
magnanimity; which ought $0 niake the tones 
confider, taken the power of th$ militia into 
the hands of the people, without the governor, 
or miniiter, arid eltablifhed it, by their own au- 
thority, for the defence 'of the Maifochufeu's, 



time. When we confider the variety 
of climates, foils, religions, civil governments, 
commercial interefts, &c. which were repre- 
fented at the congrefs, and the various occupa- 
tions, educations^ and characters of the gen- 
tlemen who compofed it, the harmony and una- 
nimity which prevailed in it, can fcarcely be 
parallelled in any aflembly that ever met. When 
we confider, that at the revolution, fuch mighty 
queftions, as whether the Throne was vacant or 
not, and whether the Prince of Orange mould 
be king or not, were determined in the conven- 
tion parliament by fmall majorities of two or 
three, and four or five only ; the great majo- 
rities, the almoit unanimity with which all 
great queftons have been decided in your houfe 
of representatives, and other aflemblies, and ef- 
pecially in the continental congrefs, cannot be 
confidered in any other light than as the happieft 
omens indeed, as providentiul difpenfations in 
our favour, as well as the cleared demontf rations 
of the cordial, firm, radical and indiflbluble 
union of the colonies. 

The grand aphorifm x>f the policy of the whigt 
has been to unite ^the people of America, and di- 
vide thofe of Great-Britain: The reverfe of this 
has been the maxim of the tories, viz. to unite 
tlic people of Great-Britain and divide thofe of 
America; All the movements, marches and coun- 
ter-marches of both parties, on both fides 6f the 
Atlantic, may be reduced to one or the other of 
thefe rules. — I have fhewn that the people of 
America are united more perfectly than the mod: 
fanguine whig could ever have hoped, or than 
the moil timid tory could have feared. Let u> 
now examine whether the people of Great-Bri- 
tain are equally united againft us. For if tbe 
contending countries were equally united, the 
profpeft of fuccefs in the quarrel would de- 
pend upon the comparative wifdom, firmnefc, 
ftrength ftnd other advantages of each other. And 
if fu<j}i a comparifon was made, it would not ap- 
pear 00 a demonftration {hat Great-Britain coul4 
fo eafUy fubdue and conquer, — It is not fo eafy 
a thing for the rooft powerful ftate to conquer a 
country a thoufund leagues off.— How many years 
time, how many millions of money did it take, 
wi}h live and thirty thoufand men to conquer the 
poor province of Canada ? Aud-after all the bat- 
tles and victories, it never would have fubmitted 
without a capitulation, which fecured to them 
their religion ana* properties. . 

But we know that the people of Great Britain 
are not united againft us.— We diftinguifh be- 
tween the minjjjiy, the houfe of commons, the 
ofiiceis of the army, navy, excife, cuftoms, &c. 
who are dependent on the tniniftry, aid tempted.

We 
know that millions in England and Scotland, 
will think it unrighteous, impolitic, and ruinous 
to make war upon us. We know that London 
and Briftol, the two greateft commercial cities in 
the empire, have declared themfelves in the moft 
dccifive manner, in favour of our caufe. So ex- 
plicitly, that the former has bound her members 
under their hands to aflift us, and the latter has 
chofen two known friends of America, one at- 
tached to us by principle, birth, and the moft ar ■ 
dent affection ; the other an able advocate for us 
on feveral great occafions. We know that many 
of the moft virtuous and independent of the no- 
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and the liament which had no authority bflycmd tie fe«* 
feast What religious, moral, or political obliga- 
tion then are we under, to fubntit to parliament a« 

a fupreme legislative ? None at til. — When it is 
faid, that if we are not fubjecl to the fupreme 
authority of parliament, Great Britain will make 
us fo, all other Jaws and obligations are given up, 
and recourfeis had to the rath ultima of Lewis 
XlVth, and the fvprema lex of the King of 
Sardinia, to the law of brickbats and cannon 
balls, which can be anfwered only by brickbat* 
and balls. ■ ' 

This language, ** the imperial crown of Great 
Britain," is not the ftile of the common law but 
of court fycophams. It was introduced in allu>- 
iion to the Roman empire, and intended to in- 
finuate, that the prerogative of the imperial 
crown of England, was like that of the Roman 
Emperor, after the maxim was eftabliihed, quod

infinuate that the crown was abfolute, and had no 
need of Lords or Commons to make or difpence 
with laws. — Yet even thefe court fycophants 
when driven to an explanation, never dared to 
put any other fenfe upon the words imperial 
crown, than this, that the crown of England was 
independent of France, Spain, and all other 
Kings and Hates in the world.— 

When minifterial writers fay, that the King's 
dominions moft- have an uncontrouldble power, 
co-extenfive with them. I aflt whether they have 
fuch a power or not? and utterly deny that they 
have by any law* but that of Lewis the XlVth, 
and the King -of Sardinia. — If they have not, 
and it is neceiTary that they mould have, it thtfa 
follows that there is a defect in what he calls the 
Britifh empire, — and how (hall this defeA be ftp- 
plied \ — It cannot be fupplied confidently with 
reafon, juftice, policy, morality, or humanity, 
without the con fen t of the colonies, and fome 
new plan of connection. But if Great Britain 
will fetall thefe at defiance, and - refoxt to the 
rati* ultima ) all Europe will pronounce her a, 



as the nation can boaft, and the greateft tfatef- 
man it ever faw. We know that the nation is 
loaded with debts and taxes by the folly and ini- 
quity of its minifters, and that without the trade 
of America, 1c can neither long fupport its fleet 
and army, nor pay the intereft of its debt. 

But we are told that the nation is now united 
againft us, that they hold they have a right to 
tax us, and legislate for us, as firmly as we deny 
it. That we are a part of the Britifh empire, that 
every ftate muil have an uncontroulable power 
co-extenfive with the empire, that there is little 
probability of fe.vingourfelves by ingenious dif- 
tinclions between external and internal taxes. If 
w* lire rot a part of the ftate, and fubject. to the 
fuprene authority of parliament, Greiit Britain 
will make us fo ; that if this opportunity of re- 
claiming the colonies is loft, they will be difmem- 
bered from the empire ; and although *hey may 
continue their allegiance to the King, they will 
own none to the imperial crown. 

To all this 1 anfwer. That the nation is pot fo 
united — that they do not fo univerfally hold they 
have fuch a right, and my reafons I have given 
before* That the terms M Britifh empire" are 
not the language of the common law, but the 
language of news papers and political pamphlets. 
That the dominions of the King of Great Britain 
has 'no uncontroulable power co T extenfive with 
them— I would aflc by what law the parliament 
has authority over America? By the }aw of God 
in the Old and New Teftamentit has none — rr 
By the law of natuie and nations ifrhas none—; 
By the common law of England it has none. For 
the common law, and the authority of parliament 
founded on it, never extended beyond the four 
feas.— By ftatate law it has none, for noftattfte 
was made before the fettlement of the colonies for 
this purpofe; and the declaratory a& made in 
Xj6b f was made without our conlent, by a par- 



tyrant, and America never will fubmit to her, 
be the danger of difobedience a.s great as it will. 

But there is no need of any other power than 
that of regulating trade, and this the colonies, 
ever have been, and will be ready and willing to 
concede to her. — >But (he will never obtain 
from America any further conceffioa wh,ile me 
exifls.

But I will 
not enlarge upon this fubjedt, becaufe I wifh the 
trade of this continent may be confined to Great 
Britain, at lead: as much of it as it can do her any

the ifland of Great Britain. Is it to befuppofed times, yet we know that thefe times are vet at a 
then, that the whole Britifli navy could prevent diftance, atprefent v/e hold the power of the Ca 
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Italians is nothing.-^-But we tcnoW their difpo- 
fitions arc not unfriendly to us. — The favages will 
be more likely to be our friends than our enemies : 
but if they fhould not, we know well enough how 
to deferid ourfelves againft them. 

Is the three- pence upon tea our only griev- 
ance ? — Are we not in this province deprived of 
the privilege of- paying our governors, judges, 
&c. — Are not trials by jury taken from us! Are 
we not'to be fent to England for trial ! Is not a 
military government put over us? Is not our 
confutation demolifhed to the foundation ? Have 
wot the miniftry fhewn by the Quebec bill, that 
we have no fecurity againft them for our religion 
any more than our property, if We once fubmit 
to the unlimited claims of parliament ! — This 
is fo grofs an attempt to impofe on the moll igno- 
rant of the people, that it is a fhame to an- 
swer it. 

Obfta pritttipiis-rl&ip the (hoots of arbitrary 
power in the bud, is the only maxim which can 
ever preferve the liberties of any people. When 
the people give way, their deceivers, betrayers, 
and deftroyers prefs upon them fo fa.it that there 
is no refitting afterwards. — The nature of the en- 
croachment upon American conftitution is fuch, 
as to grow every day more and more encroaching. 
Xike a cancer, it eats fafler and fafler every 
hour.— The revenue Creates penfioners, and the 
petitioners urge for more revenue. — The people 
grow lefs fteady fpirited and virtuous, and the 
feekers more numerous and more corrupt, and 
every day encreafes the circles of their dependants 
and expectants, until virtue, integrity, public 
-spirit, fimplicity, frugality, become the objects 
of ridicule and (corn, and vanity, luxury, fop- 
pery, felnfhnefs, meannefs, and downright vena- 
lity, fwallow up the whole fociety. 

The prefrnt calamity feems to be nothing more 
nor lefs, than levlving the plans of Mr. Bernard 
and the junto. — Surely this party are, and have 
been rather unpopular, — The popular party did 
> not write Bernard's letters, who fo long ago 
preffed for the demolition of all the charters upon 
the continent, and a parliamentary taxation to 
fupport government, -and the adminiftration of 
juftice in America. — The popular party did nof 
write Oliver's letters, who inforces Bernard'* 
plans, nor Hutchinfon's, who pleads with all his 
eloquence and pathos- for parliamentary penalties, 
minifterial vengeance, and an abridgement of 
Englifh liberties. 

There is not. in human nature a more wonder- 
ful phenomenon , nor in the whole theory of it a 
more intricate fpeculation, than the fhiftings, 
turnings, windings, and evafions of a guilty con- 
fcience. 

The ftill ridiculous attempts of the torie.s, to 
throw off the blame of our calamities from them- 
felves to the whigs, remind me of the Ircry in 
the old teilaroent. — \Vh£a Jo-lephV brethren- had 



fold hirn to the tfljmaelites for twenty pieces of 
filver, in order to conceal their own avarice, ma- 
lice and envy, they dip the coat of many colours 
in the blood of a kid, and fay that an evil beaft 
had rent him in pieces and devoured him. 

However, what the fons of Ifrael intended for 1 
ruin to Jofeph, proved thefalvation of the family ; 
and I hope and believe that the whigs, will have 
the magnanimity, like him, to fupprefs their re- 
fentment, and the felicity of faving their ungrate- 
ful brothers. 

There Was never any pretence of raifing a reve- 
nue in America before the clofe of the war, and 
when the claim was firft fet up, it gave an alarm* 
like a warlike expedition againft us. True it is 
that fome duties had been laid before by parlia- 
ment, under pretence of regulating our trade, 
and by a collufion and combination, between the 
Weft-India planters and the North-American go- 
vernors, fome years before duties had been laid 
upon molafTes, &c. under the fame pretence, but 
in reality merely to advance the value of the 
eftates of the planters in the Weft-India iflands, 
1 and to put fome plunder, under the name of thirds 
of feifures into the pockets of the governors.— 
But thefe duties though more had been collected 
in this province than in any other in proportion, 
were never regularly collected in any of the colo- 
nies. So that the idea of an American revenue^ 
for one purpofe or another had never, at this time, 
been formed in American minds. But tfcc mini- 
fterial writers fay, " She, Great Britain, thought 
it as reafonable that the colonies fhould bear *. 
part of the national burthen, as that they fhoukl 
tfure in the national benefit." 

Upon this fubjeft Americans have a great deal 
to fay. — The national debt before the laft war, 
was near an hundred millions. Surely America 
had no (hare in running into that debt. Where 
is the reafon then, that (he fhould pay it ?• — But a 
final 1 part of the fixty millions fpentin the laft war 
was for her benefit. Did not fhe bear her full 
'fhare of the burden of the laft war in America ? 
Did not this province pay twelve (hillings in the 
pound in taxes for the fupport of it : and fend a 
fixth or feventh part of her fons into aftual fervice ? 
and at the conclufion of the war, was fhe not left 
half a million flerling in debt? Did not all the 
reft of New-England exert itfelf in proportion? 
What is the reafon that the Maflachufetts has paid 
its debt, and the Britifh minifter in fourteen years 
of peace has paid fo little of his f — Much of It 
might have been paid in this time, had not fuch 
extravagance and peculation prevailed as ought to 
be an eternal warning to America, never to truft 
fuch a ininifter with her money. What is the 
reafon that the great and necefTary virtues of fim- 
plicity, frugality and oeconomy, cannot live in 
England, Scotland and Ireland, as well as America?

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lAt EM, April 25. 

LAST Wednefday, the 19th of April, the 
Troops of his Britamhk Majefty com- 
menced Hoftilities* upon the People of this 
Province, attended with CircUfmftances oT 
Cruelty not lefs brutal than what our vene- 
rable Anceftors received from the vileft Sa- 
vages Of the Wildernefs. The Particulars 
relative to* this interefting Event, by" which 
we are involved in all the Horrors of a civil 
War, we have endeavoured to colleft as wett 
as the prefent confufed State of Affairs will 
admit* 

On Tuefday Evening a Detachment frbtoi 
the Army, coiffifting, it irfaid, of 8 or 900 
Men, commanded by Lieut. Gol, Smith, 
embarked at the Bottom of the Common in 
Bofton, on board a Number of Boats, and 
landed at Phips's Farm, a little Way up 
Charles River, from whence they proceeded 
with-Silence and Expedition, on their Way 
to Concord, about -18 Miles from Bofton. 
The People were foon- alarmed, and began to 
affemble, in feveral Towns, before Day- 
' Light, in Order to watch the Motion of the 
Troops. At Lexington, 6 Miles below 
Concord, a Company of Militia, of about 
ioo Men, muftercd near the Meeting Houfe ; 
the Troops came in Sight of the*m juft-befote 
Sun-rife; and running within a few Rods of 
them, the Commanding Officer accoftetl the 
Militia in Words to this Effecl: : -" Dif- 
fer/* you Rebels — Damn you, throw down your 
Arms and dlfperfe :" Upon which the 
Troops huzza'd, and immediately one or 
two Officers difcharged their Piftols, which 
Were inftantaneoufly followed by the Firing 
of 4 or $ of the Soldiers, ana then there 
feemed to be a general Difcharge from the 
whole Body : Eight of our Men were killed, 
and nine wounded. In a few Minutes after 
this Aflion the Enemy renewed their March 
for Concord ; at which Place they deftroyed 
feveral Carriages, Carriage Wheels, and a- 
bout 20 Barrels of Flour, all belonging to the 
Province. Here about 150 Men going to- 
wards a Bridge, of which the Enemy were 
in Poffeffion, the latter fired, and killed 2 of 
our Men, who then returned the Fire, and 
obliged the Enemy to retreat back to Lexing- 



ton, where they met Lord Percy, with a 
large Reinforcement, with two Pieces of 
Cannon. The Enemy now having a Body 
of about 1800 Men, rhade a Halt., picked up 
many of their Dead, and took Care of their 
Wounded; At Menotomy, a few of our 
Men attacked a Party of twelve, of the Ene- 
my, (carrying Stores x and Provifions to the 
Troops) killed one of them, wounded feve- 
ral, made the Reft Prifoners, and took Pof- 
feffion of all their Arms, Stores, Provifions, 
&e. without any Loft on our Side»***The 
Enemy having halted one or two Hours at 
Lexington, found it rteceiTary to make a fe- 
cond Retreat, carrying with them many of 
their Dead and Wounded, who they put into 
Chaifes and on Horfes that they found (land- 
ing in the Road. They continued their Re- 
treat from Lexington to Charleftown with 
great Precipitation ; and notwithstanding 
their Field Pieces* our People continued the 
Purfuir, firing at them till they got to Charlef- 
town Neck, (which they reached a little af- 
ter Sunfet) over whith the tnemy paffed, 
proceeded up Bunker's Hill, and foon after- 
wards went into the Town, under the Pro- 
tection of the Somerfet Man of War of 64 
Guns. 

In Lexington the Enemy fet Fire to Dea- 
con Jofeph Loring's Houfe and Barn, My. 
Mulliken's Houfe and Shop, and Mr. Jcfhua 
Bond's Houfe and Shop, which were all con- 
fumed* They alio fet Fire to feveral other 
Houfes, but our People extinguished the 
Flames. They pillaged almoft every Houfe 
they pafTed by, breaking and deftroyingDoow, 
Windows, Glafles, &c. and carrying oft" 
Cloathing and other valuable Effects. It ap- 
peared to be their Defign to burn and deftroy 
all before (hem; and nothing but our vigo- 
rous Purfuit prevented their infernal Purpo- 
fes from being put in Execution. But the 
favage Barbarity exercifed upon the Bodies of 
our unfortunate Brethren who fell, is almoft 
incredible: Not content with (hooting down 
the unarmed, aged and infirm, they difre- 
garded the Cries of the wounded, killing them 
without Mercy, and mangling their Bodies 
in the mod fhocking Manner. 

We have the Pleafure to fay, that notwith- 
£ itanding 
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{landing the higheft Provocations given by We have feerl art Account of the Lofs of 
the Enemy, not one inftance of cruelty that the Enemy, faid to have come from an Officer 



tfe have heard of, tf as committed by out vic- 
torious Militia j but, liftening to the merci- 
ful Dictates of the Chriftian Religion, they 
"breathed higher Sentiments of Humanity. 
- The Confirmation of the People of Charles 
Town, when our Enemies were entering the 
Town, is inexpreflible ; the Troops however 
behaved tolerably civi^ and the People have 
fince nearly all left the town.

pears -that 63 of the Regulars, and 49 Marines 
were killed, and 103 of both wounded : In all 
215. : Lieut, Gould of the 4th regiment, who 
Is wounded, arid Lieut.

T.o give a particular account of the ravages of 
the troops, as they retreated from Concord to 
Charles Town, ivould' be very difficult, if not im- 
practicable; let it fufHce to fay, that a great num- 
a» would, disgrace the annaU \>f the molt uncivi- 
lized nations, 

Thefe, brethren, are- marks of minifterial ven- 
geance againft this colony, for refuting, with her 
filter colonies, a fubmiffion to flavcry ; but they 
have not yet detached us from oun Royal Sove- 
reign ; we profefs to be his loyal and dutiful fub- 
je&s; and to hardly dealt with as we have been, 
are ftill ready, with oar Hves and fortunes, to de- 
fend his perfori* family, crown and dignify ^ne- 
verthelef?, to the persecution and tyranny of his 
cruel Miniftry, we will not tamely fobmit ; ap- 
pealing to Heaven for the juftice of our caufe, 
" we determine to die or be free." 

We cannot think that the honour, wifdom, 
and valour of Britons will foffer them to be longer 
inactive fpeclators oT meafures, in which they 
themfelves are fo deeply interefted ; meafures pur- 
fired in oppefition to the folemn protefts of many 
noble Lords, and exprelted fehfe of confpicu-

of Lincoln, in the county of Middlefex, MafTa- 
chufets Bay, all of lawful age, do teftify and fay, 
that on Wednefdaylaftwe Were aflembled at Con- 
cord, in the morning of raid day, in fconfeqaence* 
of information receive*? , that a brigale of regular 
troops were on their march to the raid town of 
Concord, who had killed fix men at the town of 
Lexington ; about an, hour afterward wefaw them' 
appioaching, to the number as "we apprehended of 
about twelve hundred ; on which we retreated to 
a hill about eighty rods back ; and the faid troops 
then took pofleffion of the hill where we were firil 
polled. Prefently after this we faw the troops 
moving towards the north bridge, about one mile 
from the faid Concord Meeting-Houfe, We the** 
immediately went before them, and patted the 
bridge, jail before a party of them, to the num- 
ber of about two hundred, arrived. They there 
left about one half of their two hundred at the 
bridge, and proceeded with the reft towards Col. 
Barren's, about two miles from the faid bridge, 
We then, feeing feveral fires' in the town, thought 
the houfes in Concord were in , danger,, and 
marched towards the faid bridge; and the troopa 
who were Rationed there, obferving our approach, 
marched back over the bridge, and then vook up 
fome of the plank. We then haltered our march. 
towards the bridge ; and when we had got near 
the bridge, they fired on our men firil, threegups 
one after the other ; they alfo fired a confiderable 
number more ; and then, and not before, (having

General Gage having received intelligence of 



a large quantity of military ftores being collec*Wd 
at Concord, for the avowed purpofe or fupplying 
a body of troops to acYinoppoticion to his Majes- 
ty's government, detached, on the 18th, of April 
at night, the grenadiers of his army and the light 
infantry, under the command of Lieutenant Colo* 
nel Smith, of the 10th regiment, and Major Pk« 
cairneofthe marines, withordeTsto deftroy t»e 
faid ftores ; and the next morning eight compa- 
nies of the 4th, the fame number of thjp 23d, and 

49* 
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4$tb, and forte marine*, marched undfr the com- 
ifiand of Lord Percy to fopport the other detach- 
mm. 

Lieutenant<?bloirel*3mUh finding, after he had 
advanced Yonae miles on his march, that the 
country had beenalarmed by the firing of gnns 
and ringing of bells, difpatched fix companies of 
light infantry) in order to fecure two bridges on 
different roads beyond Concord, who upon their 
arrival at fceiingttfn, found a body of the coun- 
try people drawn up underarms on a green clofe 
to the rqad'i and upon the King's troops march- 
ing ujs tb rhem, in order to enquire the reafon of 
their being foaflembled, they went off in great" 
confufion, and feveral guns were fired upon the 
king's troops from behind a ftonc wall, and alfo 
from the^eeting-hpufe and other houies, by 
wSiich one man was wounded, and Major Pit- 
cairne's horfeihot in two places. In confequtnee' 
of this attack by the rebels, the troops returned 
the fire, and killed feveral of them ; after which 
the detachment marched on to Concord, without 
anything further happening, where they effefted 
the purpofe for which they were fent, having 
knocked offthe trunnions of three pieces of iron 
ordnance, burnt fpme new gun carriages, and a 
great numfcerof carriage Wheels, and throwh into 
Sic river a confide/able quantity of flour, gun- 
powder, mttlket balls, and other articles. Whilft 
this fervice wis rierfoftalng, great numbers of the 
rebels affembledintaany pairtd, and aconfidcrable 
body of them attacked the light infantry potted 
at one of the bridges, on which an aclion enfued, 
and fome few were killed and wounded. 

On the return of the troops from Concord, 
they were very much annoyed, and had feveral 
men killed and wounded ; by the rebels firing from 
behind walls, ditches, trees, and other am- 
bnUfetf j biA Ihe'brigade under the command of 
Lord Percy having joined them at Lexington, 
with two pieces'of cannon, the rebels were for a 
while difperfed : but as Toon as the troops refum- 
ed their march, they began' again to fire upon 
(hem from behind Hone walls and houfe?, and 
kept Up in that manner a flattering fire during 
tbewhple of their march of 15 miles, by which' 
means Kevcral were killed and wounded; andfuch 
was the cruelty and barbarity of the rebels, that 
they icalped and cut otf the ears of fome of the 
wounded men; who Yell into their hands. 

It Is not known what number of the rebels 
were killed and wounded ; but, it is fuppofed, 
that fterr lofs was Very confiderable»

Government received three letters by the 
Sukey, Capt. Brown, of the a$ion ai Concordi f 
F viz* 
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▼it. One from General Gage, another froinLord 
Percy, and the third from Colonel Smith, 

General Gage, in his letter, does not cull the 
Americans Rtbeis ; nor does Col. Smith, But 
Lord Percy does. The Minifters have adopted 
Lord Percy's term. Lord Percy is very forward 
in paying his Courts He will doubtlefs have a 
red ribband for this Butean complaifance. But- 
how can Lord Dartmouth give his fan ft ion to that 
mutilated publication of the letters in the Ga- 
zette ? If he is chief in his own department, he 
fhould not have permitted any publication of the 
papers to his office but the genuine one. Can he 
reconcile to his confcience tbis falfification? 
There is no hypocrite fo great as a religious hy- 
pocrite. Why not publifh the letters them felves, 
juft as they came? There is no part of them that 
is improper for the public eye. The people of 
the country were informed of General Gage's in- 
tention to (end out a detacbirient; and they had 
removed the principal part of their ftores from 
Concord to another place. They have informa- 
tion of all- his manoeuvres ; he has none of their?* 
As the troops went to Concord. 'they faw the 
houfes in tne towns', villages, and on the road, 
all empty ; the whole country feetned deserted 
and abandoned. As they came back, they found 
all the fame houfeafull of armed men ; who kept 
an inceftant fire upon their flanks, all the way. 
The troops were quite exhausted with the fatigue 
of fo long a march \ they had neither ftrength 
-nor fpirits left, when they came to Charles- 
Town. The Somerfet faved them frbA being 
cut off. The battle at Concord Bridge was a 
fair fight; and the Regulars had the worft of it. 
Lord Percy, with his detachment, did not fet out 
from Bofton till sine in the jaorning, and did 
rot join the firft detachment till two o'clock in 
the afternoon*. They came very opportunely to 
their relief, lor Colonel Smith's men, had ex* 
pended all their ammunition. 

If the Regulars were not defeated, how came 
they to leave the bridge, and fo many of them to 
fcc made prifoners ? Ncne ttf the Americans are 
prifoners. The American* call the Regulars 
Lord ^Butt's troops ; and their own, the Kings 
troops. The Americans do not want to change 
the Sovereign, as the Scotch did in 1745. Yet 
the Scotch are now called loyal fubjeds ; and the 
friends of good George the Second are called 
Rebels, 

A (hip arrived at Briftol on the 29th of May in 
thirty daysfrom Hampton in Virginia. She brings 
advices, jhat the people of Virginia had heard of 
the whole affair at Bofton ; that twenty four 
thoufand Provincial troops lay before it ; that 
General Gage had been requeued to let thofc 



tome: out who were inclined, which he had refu- 
fed ; that it was thought the Provincial troops, 
would fpeedily begin <o cannonade the town;' 
and that upon receiving thefe advices in Virgi- 
nia, General Wafhington immediately fet out to 
join the army before Bofton. 

Another Ihip is arrived at Briftol from New- 
York. She brings advices, that when the people 
of New York were informed of the, fcirmifli at 
Concord, they rofe in a body, went to tne Town- 
houfe where the arms of the troops were depo- 
sited, and directly feized them. In the harbour 
there were two (hips laden with (lores for Gene- 
ral Gage, which they feized and unloaded. The 
Provincial troops of New York immediately began 
their march for Bofton* 

General Gage's pre fen* force confifts of the 
37th, 35th, and 64th regiments of foot ; the re- 
inforcements fen t, are the 40th, 45tb> 49th, and 
63d regiments of foot, and General Pre (Ion's 
light horfe. 'Minifters i^y t His force when com- 
plete cannot be lefs than 10,000 men, and there- 
fore that he can be in no danger. But fuppofe 
the Provincials force Bofton Neck before* the re- 
inforcements arrive? The Court fay, they can- 
not. Americans in town fay, it is very probable. 

General Gage's troop? are very nxkly, info- 
much that all the hofpitals , in Bofton are full of 
them. Their ficknefs is faid to be owing to 
their drinking very freely of new rum, with 
which they have been fupplied by the inhabi- 
tants. 

The reafon that fo many more of the King's 
troops were wounded than killed in the late ac- 
tion in New England, is, the Americans ufe a 
fmall fhot called buckjbot, which is much Analler 
than the foldier's bullets. 

General Haldiman, arid not Lord Percy, is fe- 
cond in command at Bofton. 

All the inhabitants along the coaft of New 
England have quitted their habitations, fearing 
that the'fhips would foon deftroy them, and are 
£one up the country. This is a dreadful alter- 
native, and what no good Englifhman can think 
of without horror. . 

If the Provincials force Bofton* it is faid to be 
their fixed intention to burn the town. They 
confider it untenable to themfelves, and are re- 
solved, that it fhalj not be ufed as a fortrefa by 
this country againft them. Men muftbe in ear- 
neft, and quite determined, when they hum their 
own houfes and property. It is the ftrongeft 
mark of defperation that can be gieen. 

General Gage viewing the American *rmy 
with his telefcope, law General Pu'uaqi an it, 
which furprizedhim ; and he contrived to get a 
meifage delivered to him, that he wanted to fpeak 

to 
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to him. Putnam, without any hesitation, waited 
upon him. 'General Gage Ihewed him his forti- 
fications, and advifed him to lay down his arms* 
General Putnam replied, he could forte his foi- 
tifications in half an hour, aod advifed General 
Cage to go on board the (hips with his troops. 

Anecdutt of General Putnam. During. the late 
war, when General Am her ft was marching acrofs 
the country to Canada, the army coming to one 
of the Lakes, which they were obliged to pafs, 
found the French had an- armed veflel of twelve 
guns upon it.. He was in great diftrefs ; his 
boats were no match for her ; and fhe alone was 
capable of finking his whole army in that folia- 
tion. While he was pondering what fhould be 
done, Putnam comes to him, and fays, General, 
that Jbip mufi be taken. Aye, fays Amherft, I 
would give the world (he was taken.* I'll take her, 
fays Putnam. Amherft frriiied, and alked how } 
Give me fome wedges, a beetle, (a Urge wood 
hammer, or maul, ufed for driving wedges) and a 
few men of my own choice* Amherft could not 
conceive how an armed reiTel was to be taken by 
four or five men, a beetle, and wedges. How- 
ever he granted Putnam's requeft. When night 
came, Putnam, with his materials and men, went 
in a beat under the veflels flern, and in an inltant 
drove in the wedges behind the rudder, in the lit- 
tle cavity between the rudder and {hip ; and left 
her. In the morning, the fails were Teen flutter- 
ing about ; fhe was adrift in the middle of the 
Lake; and being prefemly blown a(horc, was 
ealily taken. 

The Rev* Mr* Payfon, of Chelfea, near Bolton, 
a gentleman of the mildeft manners, foundeft 
learning, and molt amiable character, who has 
ever been fo. warm on the fide of government, 
that parfon TjeadweU. and others, on the fide of 
the people, have repeatedly refufed to let him 
"preach in their pulpits ; being at Lexington, and 
with his own eyes, feeing that the King's troops 
had f redfirli and committed murder — and, being 
himfelf a witnefs of other of their barbarities, 
could not endure the fight without taking ven- 
geance ; he therefore put himfelf at the head of 
a party, and with his mufket, led them oh to 
the attack— engaged, and killed, or wounded, 
and took prifoners, the whole party mentioned 
in one pf the accounts, as going up with pro viri- 
ons and ammunition for the main body. - What 
will government fay to -this defertion of one 
among many of their warmeft friends :— It feems 
as ifthecaufe was fuch, that nohoneftman could 
appear in it ? 

The groundlefs and inhuman reflection caft 
»pon I. Gardiner, Efq; one of his Majefty'a 
Jufticea of the Peace, who is faid to have been 



killed fighting a^ainjt his Sovereign, and is 
held up as a fpecimen of New England Magi. 
Urates, ought, in juftice to the deceafed, as well 
as to truth, to be fet right; l*his unfortunate 
Gentleman was not in arms, but returning 
to his family from a long journey, and lodged 
at Lexington the night preceding the action^ 
early in the morning of which fatal day he 
fet out for home, and on the road, being un- 
armed, he was barbaroufly fhot, in cold blood 
by a Scotch grenadier of the King's own regi- 
ment, though he begged for mercy, and declared 
folemnly he had taken no part in that day's dif- 
tuibance. He has left a widow and large family 
of young children, who, it is hoped, his molt 
gracious Majefty will provide for. 

It irfaid, that fome private letters from New* 
York", brought by the Harriot packet, dated 
May 4, give an account, chat the inhabitant* 
there, having received an exprefg from Salem of 
the engagement between the Regulars and the Pro* 
vin rials, immediately took to their arms, and 
feized upon the garrifon and fortifications of that 
town, the arms and ammunition belonging to the 
King's troops, and that moll of the foldiers were 
made prifoners* The account further adds, that 
the whole Province Is in arms, to give all theaf- 
fiilance in their power to their diftrefled brethren 
at Bofton ; and that in every part of America the 
inhabitants were fully determined to defend their 
rights and liberties, at the hazard of their lives 
and fortunes. 

Another account mentions the New-Yorkers 
rifing and taking the government into their own 
hands, that the few troops that were there, the/ 
forced on board the King's (hips, and the other 
part taken prifoners. The arfenal is now in pof- 
fcflion of the leaders of this insurrection, and 
they have appointed a Provincial Committee, who 
are to take the reins of government directly, who 
are afte*/«rds to be directed by the grand Ame- 
rican Congrefs when they have far* 

Mr. Wactf, and Co], Morris, Members of the 
Council at New York, are arrived with accounts 
to the Miniltry of the moil alarming nature. It 
is certain, the people have taken the government 
there into their own hands; and di (milled every 
perfon who held any commifflon from the Crown, 
civil or military.

Another thing they both faw and felt* Every 
man of every character, who by voting, writ- 
ing, fpeaking, or otherwife, had favoured the 
ftamjr aft, the tea aft, and every other meafure' 
of a minifler or governor, who they knew was 
aiming at the destruction of their form of go- 
vernment, and introducing parliamentary taxa- 
tion, was uniformrly, in fome department or 
other promoted to fome place of hohouf and 
profit for ten years together; and on the other 
hand, every man who favoured the people in 
their oppofirion to thofe innovations, was de* 
prefled, degraded and perfecuted as far as it was 
in the power of the government to do it. 

This thev conridered as a fyftematical means 
of encouraging every man of abilities to efpoufe 
the caufe of parliamentary taxation, and the plan 
of deftroying their charter privileges, and to dif- 
courage all from exerting themfelves, in oppo- 
fttion to them. This they thought a plan to 
enflave them, for they uniformly think that the 
deitruftion of rheif charrer, making the council 
and judges wholly dependant on the crown, and 
the people fubjeft to the unlimited power of 
parliament as their fupreme legiflative, is fla- 
very. They were told that the miniftry and

but iarfc not bound to fubmit to one that aims

It is true that the people of this country in 
general, and of this province in fpecial, have 
an hereditary apprehenfion of, and averfion to 
lordfhips temporal and fpiritual.

As a charge againft the aflembly of Maflachu- 
fetts, it has been faid, that one fet of members, 
in committee, had always prepared the refolves, 
&c. This is not true ; but if it was, what would 
it prove? Only that this fet of men was thought 



rheir brethren for their private emolument, but by th<? houfe the tittelt for the purpofe. Can it 



ever 
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ever be otherwife? Will any popular 
chufe its worft members for the beft fervices ? 
Will an aflembly of patriots chufe courtiers to 
prepare votes againft the court? No refolves 
againft the claims of parliament or a dm ini ft ration, 
or the meafures of the governor (excepting thofe 
againft die ftamp aft, and perhaps the anfwers to 
Governor Hutchinfon's fpeeches upon the fupre- 
xnacy of parliament) ever pafled through the 
houfe, without meeting an obftacle. The go- 
vernor had, to the laft hour of the houfe's exift. 
a nee, always fome feekers and expectants in the 
houfe, who never failed to oppofe, and offer the 
beft arguments they could, and were always pa- 
tiently heard. That the lips of the diflentients 
were fealed up : that they fat in filence, and be- 
held with regret, meafures they dared not oppofe, 
are groundlefs fuggeftions, and grofa refle&ions 
upon the honour or courage of thofe members. — 
The debates of this houfe were public, and every 
man who has attended the gallery knows there 
never was more freedom of debate in any af* 
fembly. 

The treatment this province has received re- 
fpefting the agency, fince Mr. Hutchinfon's ad- 
miniftration commenced, is a flagrant example 
of injuftice. There is no law which requires the 
province to maintain any agent in England, much 
Jefs is there any reafon which necefTanly requires, 
that the three trances (hould join in the appoint- 
ment. In ordinary times, indeed, when a har- 
jnony prevails among the branches, it is well 
enough to have an agent conftituted by all : but 
in times when the foundations of the conftitution 
aVe disputed, and certainly attacked by one 
branch or the other, to pretend that the houfe 
pught to join the governor in the choice, is a 
palpable abfurdity. - It is equivalent to faying 
that the people mail have no agent at all : that all 
communication between them and their fovereign 
{hall be cut off; and that there fhall be n orphan nel 
through which complaints and petitions may be 
conveyed to the^ royal ear ; becaufe a governor 
will not concur in an agent, whofe fentiments are 
pot like his ; nor will an agent of the governor's 
appointment be likely to urge accufations againft 
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aflembly foon fent, and no agent for the board or houfe 
ha3 received a farthing for fervices fmce that rime, 
although Dr. Franklin and Mr. Bollan have taken 
much pains, and one of them expended consider- 
able fums of money. — There is a meannefs in this 
play that would difgrace a gambler. — A manifeft 
fear that the truth ihould be known to the fo- 
vereign or the people.-*— Many perfons have 
thought, that the province ought to have dif- 
miffed all agents from that time as ufelefs and nu- 
gatory, this behaviour amounting to a declara- 
tion, that we had no chance or hopes of juftice 
from fuch a minifter. 

But this province, at leaft as meritorious as 
any, has been lontjaccuftomed to indignities and 
injuftice, and to bear both with unparallelled pa- 
tience : others-have purfued the fame method be- 
fore and fince, but we have never heard that their 
agents are unpaid. They would fcarcely have 
borne it with fo much reiignation. 

Nero murdered Seneca, that he migh pull up 
virtue by the roots; and the fame maxim governs 
the fcribblers* and fpeechifyers on the fide of the 
minifter. It is fufficient to difcover, that if any man 
has abilities and integrity, a love of virtue and 
liberty, hemuft be run down at all events. Wit- 
nefsPitt, Franklin, and too many others. 

From the date of our charter, to the time of 
the ftamp a&, and indeed fince that time (not- 
withftanding the mifreprefentations of our charter- 
conftitution, as too popular and republican) the 
council of this province hare been generally on 
the fide of the governor and the prerogative. For 
the truth of this, I appeal to our whole hiftory 
and experience. The art and power of governors, 
and efpecially the negative, have been a ftro^er 
motive on the one hand, than the annual elec- 
tion of the two houfes on the other.' — la disputes 
between the governor and the houfe, the council 
have generally adhered to the former, and in 
many cafes have complied with his humour, when 
fcarcely any council by mandamus upon this con- 
tinent would have done it. 

But in the time of the ftamp aft, it was found 
productive of many mifchiefs and dangers, to 
have officers of the crown, who were dependant 



on the miniftry, and judges of the fuperior court, 
whofe offices were thought incompatible with a 
voice in the legiflature, members of council. 

In May 176$, Lieutenant Governor Hutchin* 
fon, Secretary Oliver, and Mr. Belcher, were 
officers of the crown, the judges of the fuperior 
court, and fome other gentlemen who held com- 



fcim with, any diligence or zeal, if the people 
have occafion to complain againft him. 

Every private citizen, much more every repre * 
Tentative body, have an undoubted right to pe- 
tition the King ; to convey fuch petitions by any 
agent, and to pay him for his fervice. Mr. Ber- 
nard, to do himjuftice, had fo much regard to , 

thefe principles, as to confent to the payment of miffions under the governor, were members of 
thepeople's agents while he ftaid. ButMr.Hutchin- council. Mr. Hutch in fon was chief juftice and 
fon was fcarcely feated in the' chair as Lieut. Go- a judge of probate for the firft county, as well as 
vernor, before we had intelligence from England, Lieutenant Governor and a counfellor, too many 
that Lord Hillborough told Dr. Frankland, he officers for the greateft and beft man in the world 
had a letterfrom Governor Hutchinfon, foliciting to hold, too much bufinefs for any man to do; 
an inftruclioa againft confenting to the falary of befides, that thefe offices were frequently claftiing 
the agent. Such an inftruction was accordingly and interfering with each other.— Two other ju f- 
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ticcs of the fuperior court were counfellors, and 
nearly and safely connected with him by family 
alliances. — Ouc other juftice was judge of Admi- 
ralty during pleafure. — Such a jumble of offices 
never got together before in any Englifh govern- 
ment. 'It was found, in fhort, that the famous 
triumvirate, Bernard, Hutchinfon, and Oliver, 
the ever memorable, fecret, confidental letter- 
writers, had by degrees, and before the people 
were aware of it, erecled a tyranny in the pro- 
vince. Bernard/ had all the executive, and a ne- 
gative in the legiflative; Hutchinfon and Oliver 
had elevated to the board fuch a collection of 
crown officers, and their own relations, as to 
have too much influence there: and they had 
three of a family on the fuperior bench, which is 
the fupreme tribunal in all caufes civil and cri- 
minal, vefted with all the powers of the King's 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer, which 
gave them power over every aft of this court.— 
This junto, therefore, had the legiilative and 
executive in their controul, and more natural in- 
fluence over the judicial, than is ever to be trufted 
in any fet of men in the world. The public ac- 
cordingly found all thefe fprings and wheels in 
the conftitution fet in motion to promote fubmif- 
fion to the ftamp aft, and to difcountenance re- 
finance to it ; and they thought they had a vio- 
lent prefumptiou, that they would for ever be 
employed to encouragea compliance with all mi- 
nifterial meafures, and parliamentary claims, of 
whatever character they might be. 

The defigns of the junto, however, were con- 
cealed as carefully as poifible. Moft perfons were 
jealous; few were certain. — When the aflembly 
met in May 1766, after the ftamp ael was repealed, 
the whigs flattered rhemfelves with hopes of peace 
and liberty for the future, — Mr. Otis, whofc abi- 
lities and integrity, whofe great exertions, and 
moft exemplary facrificcs of his private intereft to 
the public fervice, had inritled him to all the 
promotion which the people could beftow, was 
chofen fpeaker of the houfe. Bernard negatived 
the choicer — It can fcarcely be conceived by a 
flranger, what an alarm this manoeuvre gave to 
the public. — It was thought equivalent to a decla- 
ration, that although the people had been fo fuc- 
cefsful as to obtain a repeal of the tamp act, yet 
they muft not hope to be quiet long, for par- 
liament, by the declaratory aft, had afteried its 
fupreme authority, and new taxations and regu- 
lations ihould be made ; and every man who 
Jhould dare to oppofe fuch projefts, let his powers 
or virtues, his family or fortune be what they 
*vould, fhould be furcly cut off from all hopes of 
advancement. The electors thought it high time 
to be upon their guard.' — All the foregoing Vea- 
fons and motives prevailed with the electors ; 
and the crown officers, and juftices of the fuperior 
court, weie left out of council in tire new choice. 
—Thole who were elected in their places were all 



negatived by Bernard, which was confidered as % 
frefh proof, that the junto ftill perfevered in their 
dertgns of obtaining a revenue. 

" The governor," fays minifterial writers, 
" could do little or nothing without the council 
by the charter." — " If he called upon a military 
officer to raife the militia, he was anfwered, they 
were there already," &c. — -The council by the 
charter had nothing to do with the militia. The 
governor alone had all authority oyer them. The. 
council, therefore, are not to blame for their 
conduct. — If the militia refufed obedience to the 
captain general, or his fubordinate" officers, when 
commanded to aflMt in carrying into execution the 
ftampact, orin difperfing thofe who wcreoppofing 
it, does not this prove the univerfal fenfe and refo-* 
lution of the people not to fubmit to it ?- Did not a 
regular army do more to James the Second ? If 
thofe over whom the governor had the moft abfo- 
lute authority and decifive influence, refufec^ 
obedience, does not this fhew how deeply rooted it\ 
all mens minds were the abhorrence of that power 
which was ufurping over them ? — " If he called 
upou the council for their affiftance, they mutt 
fifft enquire into the caufe." An unpardonable, 
crime, no doubt 1 But is it the duty of a middle 
branch of legiflature, to do as the firft fhall com- 
mand them implicitly, or to judge for them- 
felves? Is it the duty of a privy council, to un- 
derfland the fubjeft before they give advice, Or T 
only to lend their names to any edict, in order to 
make it lefs unpopular ? It would be a fhame to 
anfwer fuchobfervations as thefe, if it was not for" 
their wickednefs. — -Our council, all along, how- 
ever, did as much as any council could have 
done. Was the Mandamus coancil at New- 
York ablfe*to do more, to influence die people to 
a fubmiffion to the ftamp aft ? Was the chair,* 
the board, the feptennial houfe, with the afliftance, 
of General Gage and his troops, able to do more 
in that^city, than our branches did in this pro- 
vince? Not one iota. Nor could Bernard, his 
council, and houfe, if they had been iwunimous, 
have induced fubmiffion. The people would 
have fpurned them all, for they are not to be 
wheedled out of their liberties by their own re^ 
prefentatives, any more than by ftran^ers. " If. 
he wrote to government at home to ftrengthen his 
hands, fome officious perfon procured and fent 
back his letters " At laft it feems to be acknow- 
ledged, that the governor did write for a military 
force, to ftrengthen government.— For what? 
To enable it to enforce ftamp acts, tea acts, and 
other internal regulations, the authority of which' 
the people were determined never to acknow- 
ledge.'" 

But what a pity it was that thefe worthy gentle- 
men could not be allowed, from the deareft af*' 
fection to their native country, to which they had 
every poffible attachment, to go oh in profound 
confidential fecrecy, procuring troops to cut otir 
■•■■-■■ , , * - ' ' . throats* 
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throats, a&s of parfiamfent to drain our purfes, 
deftroy our charters and aflembtfes, getting 
eftates and dignities for themfelves and their own 
families, and all the while moft devoutly profeff- 
ing to be friends to our charter, enemies to parl- 
iamentary taxation, and to all perfons, without 
"being detected? How happy] if they could 
have annihilated all our charters, and yet have 
been beloved, nay deified by the people, as friends 
and advocates for their charters ? what maflerly 

f>oliticians 1 to have made themfelves nobles for 
ife, and yet have been thought very forry that 
the two houfes were deprived of the privilege of 
chufing the council? How fagacious, to get 
large penfions for themfelves, and yet be thought 
to mourn, that penfions and venality were intro- 
duced into the country? How fweet and plea- 
fant ! to have been the moft popular men in the 
Community, for being ftaunch and zealous dif? 
fenters, true-blue Calvinifts, and able advocates 
for public virtue and popular government, after 
they had introduced an American Epifcopate, uni- 
yerfal corruption among the leading men, and 
deprived the people of all ftiare in their fupreme 
legiflative council ?— I mention an Epifcopate ; 
for altho' I do not know that Governors Hutchin- 
fon and Oliver ever directly folicited for Bifhops, 
yet theymuft have feen, that thefe would have 
one effect very foon of eftabiifhing the unlimited 
authority of parliament J 

I agree, that it was not the perfons of Bernard, 
Hutchinfon, or Oliver, that made them obnoxi- 
ous, but their principles and practices. And I \\ ill 
agree, that if Chatham, Cam3en, and St. Afaph, 
|f beg pardon for introducing thefe revered names ' 
into fuch company, and for making a fuppofition 
\vhich is abfurd) had been here, and profecuted 
fuch fchemes, they would have met with con- 
tempt and execration from this people. But 
when it is faid, " That had the intimations in 
thofe letters been attended to, we had now been 
as happy a people as good government could 
make us/* it is toogrofs to make us angry. We 
can do nothing bur fmile. — Have not thefe inti- 
mations been attended to? Have not fleets and 
armies been fent here, whenever they requeHed ? 
Have not governors, lieutenant governors, fecre- 
taries, judges, attorney generals, and folicitor 
generals falaries been paid out of the revenues as 
they folicited ? Have not taxes been laid and con- 
tinued ? Have not Englifh liberties been abridged 
as Hutchinfon defired ? Have not *'. penalties of 
another kind" been inflicted, as he defired ? Has 
hot our charter been deftroyed, and the council 
put into the King's hands, as Bernard requeued ? 
j— In fhort, almott all the wild pranks of this 
defperate triumvirate have been attended to and 
adopted, anS we are now as miserable as tyranny 
can make us,

emplary in others, is a certain truth: otherwife 
he never would have retained fo much popularity 
on the one hand, nor .made fo pernicious a ufe 
of it on the other. His behaviour, in feveral im- 
portant departments, was with ability and inte- 
grity,' in cafes which did not aftect his political 
fyftem, but he bent all his offices to that. Had 
he continued ftedfaft to thofe principles in reli- 
gion and government, which in his former life rte 
profefTed, and which alone had procured him the 
confidence of the people and all his importance, 
he would have lived and died refpected and be- 
loved, . and have done honour to his native coun- 
try ; but by renouncing thefe principles, and that 
conduct which had made him and all his anceftora 
refpectable, his character is now confxdered by all 
America, and the beft part of the three kingdoms, 
notwithftanding the countenance he receives from 
the miniftry, as a reproach to the province that 
gave him birth, as a man who by all his actions 
aimed at making himfelf great, at the expence of 
the liberties of his native country. — This gentle- 
man was open to flattery in fo remarkable a de- 
gree, that any man who would flatter him was 
lure of his friendfhip, and every one who would 
nor, was fure of his enmity.— He ivas credulous 
in a ridiculous degree, of every thing that fa- 
voured his own plans, and equally incredulous of 
every thing which made againft them. His na- 
tural abilities, which have been greatly exagge- 
rated by perfons whom he had advanced to power, 
were far from being of the firfl rate.; His induf- 
try was prodigious. — His knowledge lay chiefly 
in the laws, and politics, and hiftory of this pro- 
vince, in which he had a long experience. Yet 
with all his advantages, he never was mafterof. 
the true character of his native country, not even. 

of New England and the Maflachufetts Bay. 

Through the whole troublefome period fince the 
laft war, he manifeflly miitook the temper, prin- 
ciples, and opinions of this people, He had re- 
folved upon a fyftem, and never could or would 
fee the impracticability of it. 

It is very true that all his abilities, virtues, in- 
terefts, and connections, were fufficient ; but 
for what? To prevail on the people to acquiefcer 
in the mighty claim of parliamentary authority. 
The conftitution was not gone.— -The fuggeftioti 
that it was, is a vile (lander. It had as much vi- 
gour as ever, and even the governor had as much 
power as ever, excepting in cafes which affected 
that* claim. — ** The fpirit," fay the minifterial 
writers, " was truly republican.** It was not fo 
in any one cafe whatever, any further than the 
fpiritof the BritifK conftitution is republican.— 
Even in the grand fund mental difpute, the 
people arranged themfelves under their tioufe of 
reprefentatives and council, with as much order 
as ever, and conducted their oppoikion as much 
by the conftitution as ever. It is true, their con- 
ftitution was employed againft the meafures of 
'■'**'* „ the 
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tiie junto, which created their enmity to itl 
However, I have not fuch an horror of a re- 
publican fpirit, which is a fpirit of true virtue, 
and hOneft independence, I do not mean on the 
King, but on men in power. This fpirit is fo 
far from being incompatible with the Britifh rori- 
ititution, that it is the greateit glory of it, and 
the nation has always been raoft profperous wbjen 
it has moft prevailed, and been molt encouraged 
by the crown.* I wi(h it increafed in every part 
of the world, efpecially in America ; and I think 
the meafures the tories are now purfuing, will en- 
creafe it to a degree that will infure us in the end 
redrefs of grievances, and an happy reconcilia- 
tion with great Britain* 

11 Governor Ilutchinfon," we are told, " ftrove 
to convince us, by the principles of government, 
our charters and acknowledgments, that our 
claims were inconfiftent with the fubordination 
due to Great Britain.'* 

Suffer me to introduce here a Utile hiftory. In 
1764, when the fyftem of taxing and new mo- 
delling the colonies was firft apprehended, lieute- 
nant governor Hutchinfon's friends iiruggled in 
fever al fuccefiive feflions of the general court, to 
get him chofen agent for the province at the court 
of Great Britain. At this time he declared freely, 
*' That he wa9 of the fame fentiment with the 
«< people, that parliament had no right to tax 
*' them ; but differed from the country party only 
*< in his opinion of the policy of denying that 
* l right in their petitions, &c." — I would not in- 
jure him, I was told this by three gentlemen 
who were of the committee of both houfes, to pre- 
pare that petition, that he made this declaration 
explicitly before that committee. I have been 
told by other gentlemen, that he made the fame 
declaration to them. It is poflible {hat he* might 
make ufe of expreflions ftudied for the purpofe, 
which would not ftricily bear this conftrudtion. 
But it is certain, that they underftood him fo, 
and that this was the general opinion of his fen- 
tiir.ents until he came to the chair^ 

The country party faw, that this afpir'ng ge- 
nius aimed at keeping fair with the miniftry, by 
fupporting their meafures, and with the people, 
by pretending to be of our principles, and be- 
tween both to trim himfelf up to the chair. The 
only reafon why he did not obtain an election at 
one time, and wasexcufed from the fervice at an- 
other, after he had been chofen by a fmall majo- 
rity, was, becaufe the member* knew he would 
not openly deny the right, and allure his Ma- 
jefty, the parliament, and miniftry, that the 
people never would fubmit to it. For the fame 
reafon he was left out of council. But he conti- 
- nued to cultivate his popularity, and to maintain 
a general opinion among the people, that he de-; 
nied the right in ;his private judgment, and this 
idea preferved moil of thofe who continued their 
cfleem for him* 
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But upon Bernard's removal, and hw taking 
the chair as lieutenant governor, he had no fur- 
ther expectations from the people, norcomplaif- 
ance for their opinions. In one of his firft fpeeches 
he took care to advance the fupreme authority of 
parliament. This aftonifhed many of his friends. 
They were heard to fay, we have been deceived. 
We thought he ,had been abufed, but we now 
find what has been faid of him is true. He is de* 
termined to join in the deigns againfl this coun- 
try,-*— After his promotion to the government, 
finding that the people had little confidence in 
him, and (hewing that he had no intereft at home 
to fupport him, out what he had acquired by 
joining with Bernard, he determined to ftrike a 
bold flroke, and in a formal fpeech to both houfes, 
became a champion for the unbounded authority 
of parliament over the colonies. This he thought 
would lay the miniftry under an obligation to 
fupport him in the government, or elfe to provide 
for him out of it, not confidering, that itarting 
that queftion before that aflembfy, and calling 
upon them as he did tp difpute with him upqn 
it, was Scattering firebrands, arrows, and, death 
in fport. 

The houfe thus called upon, either to acknow- 
ledge the unlimited authority of parliament, or 
confute his arguments, were boifnd by their duty 
to God, theircountry and pofterity, to give hira. 
a full and explicit anfwer.— They proved incon- 
teftibly that he was out in his fa£ts, inconfiftent 
with himfelf, ^and in every principle of his law 
he had committed a blunder. And although this 
country has fuffered {evere calamities in confe- 
quence of this fpeech, vet I hope they will not 
be durable; but his ruin was certainly in part 
owing to it. — Nothing ever opened^ the eyes of 
the people fq much tp his, de/igns, excepting his 
letters, If it was out of his power to do us any 
more injuries, I fhould wifh to forget the part ; 
but as there is reafon to fear he is Hill to continue 
his labours agajnft this country, although he is 
out of our fight, he ought not to be out of our 
minds.*— This country has every thing to fear, 
in the prefent ftate of the Britifh court, while 
the Lords Bute, Mansfield arid North have the 
principal conduct of affairs, from the intrigues 
of that man. 

, We are then tott " that difaflfeftiop to Great* 
.Britain wa9 infufed into the body of the people." 
The leading whigs have ever fyftematically, and 
upon principle, endeavoured to preferve the peo- 
ple from all difaffeclion to the King on the one 
hand, and the body of the people on the other, 
but to lay the blame where i$ isjuftjydue on the

E muft give the miniftry credit, for the 
little cunning of putting General Gage's 
name to the end of the whole account, when in 
truth it was to the return only. This is a trick, 
or as Lord Sandwich would fay, a " take-in," 
and fuits at once their genius and their capacity. 
The truth is, that the whole was culled out of ft 
variety of letters by two fecretaries, their fubv 
fecrefaries, and office clerks. Though I do* not 
conceive General Gage to be a Caefar, or a 
Wolfe, yet I know him incapable of writing fuch 
fluff as is here indirectly imputed to him- 

The miniftry were exceedingly puzzled, be- 
tween the (hame of being themfelves obliged to 
refute the charge of cowardice, which they have 
been fo forward to urge againft the Americans, 
and the reproach of having commenced a civil 
war, by a wanton and unprovoked murder of the 
people. Of two evils, miniftry chofe the leaft ; 
and, as men who have neither wifdom nor vera- 
city, generally corrcft one cxttavagance by ano* 
a tker> 
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flier, a fmall body of tnofe cowardly jpoltroon 
Americans, millions of whom were to fly before 
the face of the regulars, are reprefented as daring 
enough to attack, the flo^r of General Gage's 
.army. 

The Gazette tells us, " That Genera^ Gage 
detached in the night the grenadiers and light in- 
fantry of his army, to deftroy fome ftores at Con- 
cord." * ' 

Every one knows, that this defcription compre- 
Bends the beft and moil active troops of the whole 
body. They have the advantage too of ftealing a 
march upon the people. We might have expected 
"fome enterprise and exploit of moment and mag- 
nitude^ equal to the preparation, the fecrecy, and 
confidence of this expedition. But, alas ! the 
trunnions of three old iron ordnance are the vaft 
object of this mighty atchievement 1 Some flower, 
mu fleet balls, and gunpowder, was alfo thrown 
into the river. I mould be glad to know, what 
motive could induce the King's troops to throw 
away articles fo ufeful to themfelves, but the dif- 
trefs occafioned by — a orectpitate retreat ? 

However, the miniftry go on to inform us, 
** That whilft this prodigious fervice was per- 
forming, the rebels affembled,- and — a confider- 
able body of them attacked the light infantry 
polled at one of the bridges, on which an action 
enfued.'* — Well, and who were defeated ? — Not 
a word of that but — " A few were killed and 
wounded." Thefe daftardly Americans march 
up, and attack the belt of the regulars, advan- 
tageoufly polled; and we are left to conclude, 
from their continuing to annoy, kill, and wound 
the troops on their return, as it is generally 
termed, from Concord, that the light infantry 
were driven from their poft and defeated. All 
this weWhould/ readily admit on the credit of the 
Gazette, had not the former affurances of the mi- 
niftry, that the Americans were too cowardly 
ever to face the regulars, rendered it utterly in- 
credible. 

But let us accompany the army in its return, 
and we find them met by Lord Percy, at Lexing- 
ton, uith fixteen companies and the marines, 
amounting iu all to about 1200 men, with two 
pieces of cannon.* We have now almort the 
whole army that was collected at Boftoa, under 
fo aftive a leader as Lord Percy, with the aflift- 
ance of Colonel Smith and Major Pitcairn, " Do* 
ing every thing (fo fays tl\e Gazette) that men 
could do," and two pieces of cannon ; we may 
now expect that not a man of the unheaded pol- 
troon provincials will be left alive. Not quite fo 
bad— the Gazette tells us drily, that " The re- 
* bels were for a while difperfed." 

They ' were fo difperfed, however, that *< As 
foon as the* troops refijmed their march," (not 
their flight) they began again to fire upon them, 
and continued iteming the whole of firteen mile* 
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march, " by which meafures feveral were killed 
and wounded." 

If this was not a flight, and if Lord Percy's 
activity was not in running away, I fhould be 
glad to know where were the flanking parties of 
this army, on its march, with all this light in- 
fantry? Would any commanding officer fuffer 
fuch anr enemy to continue killing and wounding 
his troops, from (tone walls and houfes ? If it was 
not a defeat and flight, would they have left fo 
many of their wounded to fall into the enemy's 
hands? I feel for the honour of the Briufh troops, 
tho' the miniftry do not. This Gazette will pro- 
claim their difgrace throughoutallEurope ; and yet 
I think, that when the military lend themfelves to 
fight again it the freedom of their fellow-fubjects, 
they deferve to be both difgraced and defeated. 

Take then the whole of this account as it 
Hands, and to what does it amount? but that 
General Gage's army having marched out of Bof- 
ton in the night, was attacked by the militia 
haftily affembled, without a leader, and was dri- 
ven back with the Jofsof65 killed, t8o wounded, 
and 28 taken prifoners, making in all 273. 

In the mean time the minifters, who have thus 
involved us in difgrace and blood, are perfectly 
unconcerned : they comfort themfelves with ~ 
throwing out fome (hameful reflections on the 
Americans, and boaft of the activity of their offi- 
cers, and the intrepidity of their troops : they 
have not fenfe to perceive, that the more tjiey 
exaggerate the bravery and conduct of the regu- 
lars, the more they extol their opponents, whom 
they and their Scotch tools have been traducing, 
both publickly and privately, as the moft abject 
cowards. What muft the refolution of that militia 
be, which could drive thefe aftive and intrepid 
regulars, with lofs and confufion, back iuto their 
entrenchments ? In fact, this fuperiority does not 
arifefrom any difference between the Englifti and 
the Americans, but from the one contending in 
the caufe of tyranny, and the other in that of li- 
berty. It never has entered into the hearts of 
thefe wretched minifters and their tools, to feel or 
conceive the enthufiafm and valour which fo good 
and noble a caufe infpires; is it not therefore ' 
wonderful that they mould not forefee its effects. 

The charge of fcalping is of the fame com- 
plexion with thofe which they have conftantly 
made, and which we have as conftantly found to 
be falfe. It is like thofe of Bernard and Hutchin- 
fon, made in fuch general terms, that it cannot 
have a particular refutation. Had they mentioned 
the names of thofe men who were thus treated, 
we might then have fought them out to refute the 
falfehood-r-but no, they content themfelves with 
faying, the provincials " fcalped and cut off the 
ears of fome of the wounded," which I very fin- 
cerely believe to be an infamous falfehood, be- 
cause we have had affidavits from feveral of the 
Hi. wounded 
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wounded prifoners* acknowledging the kindeft 
treatment ; and it is moll certain, that General 
Ward fent word to General Gage, that " his 
furgeons were at liberty to come into the provin- 
cial camp, and attend the wounded prifoners, if 
General Gage had more confidence in them than 
in the provincial furgeons/' The public will 
hardly believe, that fo fair and generous an ene- 
my could be guilty of barbarity and cruelty, be- 
caufe an unfair and ungenerous ministry are their 
accufers. 

The Gazette tells us '* That the troops, on 
feeing fome provincials drawn up at Lexington, 
marched up to them/' — For what purpofe do you 
think, geotle reader? — to afk the civileft queftion 
in the world, *' the reafon of their being fo af- 
fembled ;" but the militia not being apprifed of 
their very civil intentions, " went off in great 
confufion;" and yet, to our utter altonifhment* 
we are in the next line told, that this confounded 
and flying enemy immediately began an attack 
upon the victorious regulars, wounding one man ; 
and, what was an inexpiable offence, fhoot a 
Scots officer's Scots poney ! It is, I believe, the 
firft time in the world that one army marched up 
to another to— »■" afk queftions." We have heard 
of Parthians wounding as they fled, but I did not 
know this was the American method. Surely 
they might have told a more .plaulible ftory, to 
make us believe the Americans were* the aggrelT- 
ors ; but mini (try have fo often, impofed on our 
credulity, that they think any thing will fuffice. 
The preemption arifing from this very detail, 
compared with that of Lieutenant Gould's affida- 
vit, and the pofjtive oaths of a variety of wit- 
Defies, render it unqueflionable, that the King's 
troops began the fire, and that too upon a finall 
body of provincials, who were difpernng. 

The whole of this bufmefs is fhoeking 3n, it- 
felf, dangerous in its' confequences j nor can any 
thing comfort us under the evils attending it, 
bur a trull that the wicked authors of it will foon 
be brought to condign punimmenr. 

I am of opinion, that children unbqrn will not 
alone haveoccafion to lament the bloody and In- 
human carnage of Lexington. Some men, whofe 
advice -has tended to produce fo unhappy a fcene, 
and whofe abilities have fince been proftituted in 
jnifreprefenting and reviling their countrymen, 
may have 'caufc to join in the general lamenta- 
tion. The hypocritical eye of Mr. H, may once 
more weep ; and even Corlolanqs* may fh,ed a tear 
from a different caufc than that of virtuous com- 
punction. Coriolanus's friend and advifer, the 
later Major of Brigade, will meet with a reception 
Worthy of his treachery; and the npble Lord 
who has been his dupe, will find, that he has be- 
^owed rewards on a perfon unworthy of his con- 
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fidence. His engagements to bribe the members 
of the continental congrefs, and to raife ten thou- 
sand men to join the parliamentary army, fhewed 
the extremity of impudence. He mud have 
known, that he was deceiving the Secretary of 
State, arid his Lordfhip ought to be afliamed of 
his own puerile credulity. The Solicitations of 
modeft, virtuous merit, have by him been often 
rejected, and the molt forward and wicked incen- 
diaries countenanced and promoted. Coriolanus 
has been extremely liberal in charging his coun- 
trymen with treafon and rebellion. I fhall not 
lofe fo much time as todifcufs this queftion with 
him. It would neeefiarily lead me to the exa* 
mination of the right of taxation. 

All the diforders of America have arifen from 
fource, and I defy him to derive them from any 
other. If the parliament have not a right to 
m tax America, they have no right to fend troops 
to compel fubmiffion. If compulfion be attempted, 
refinance is juftifiable. The greateft authorities 
that ever this country produced, might be cited 
to prove this. I forbear mentioning the names of 
Sydney and Locke, of Chatham and Camden.-—. 
Their doclrines are obfolete, and too uncourtly 
for the ear of a young divine, newly flattered with 
the pomp of a profefibrfhip in divinity, and gra- 
tified with the more fubftantial acquifition of two 
hundred pounds a year. I appeal to Judge Black- 
flone ; he cannot be fufpecled of partiality in fa- 
vour of the people, in opposition to fovereign 
power. In his feventh chapter, which treats of 
the rights of perfons, he fays, ** All oppreflions 
which may happen to fpring from any brajichof 
the fovereign power, mull necefTarily be out of 
the reach of any ftated rule, or exprefs legal pro- 
viso n ; but if ever they unfortunately happen, 
the prudence of the times mult provide new re-j 
medies. upon new emergencies." — And again, 
" It is found by experience, that whenever the 
unconftitutional oppreflions even of the fovereign 
power advance with gigantic ftrides, and threaten 
defolation to aftate, mankind will not be reafoned 
out of the feelings of humanity ; nor will facrifice 
thair liberty by a fcrupulous adherence to thofe 
political maxims which were origmally eilablifixed 

to jjrefervc it." r>" Whenever neceiTity, and 

the lafety of the whole fhall require it, they wiU 
exert thofe inherent, though' latent powers of 
fociety, which no climate, no time, no confti- 
tution, no contract can ever deftroy or diminiuV* 
A fuller and plaineJ jurtification of refifhince on 
certain occafions cannot be penned ; and. that the 
occallons have offered which call forth the exertion 
of thofe " inherent, though latent powers of fo- 
ciety," is very evident from the convulfions into 
which all America is thrown. 

The American gentlemen, in their petition ta 
parliament laft year, which has done them in-: 
finite honour, and which he ought to remember 
with flidme, very' iuftl^obferve^ that " no hif 7 
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tory can flTetv, nor will human nature admit of 
an inftance of general difcontent, but from a ge- 
neral fenfe of oppreflion," As there is now n6 
legal provision againft fuch oppreflion left untried, 
every province having in vain, firft feparately, 
'and then unitedly, petitioned, and remonftrated, 
they are compelled into a coriteft the melt (hock- 
ing and unnatural, with a parent ftate, which has 
ever been the object qj" their veneration and their 
love."* 

The prefent adminiftratlon, and the reft of the 
friends of arbitrary power and non-refiftance, have 
been premature in declaring this conteft rebellion. 
The event muft prove whether it may not be called 
the neceflary ftep- to a revolution. J hope that 
this nation may have wifdom and virtue enough 
to prevent it, by a total and immediate re- 
peal of all the offenfive acts, and by refting fatif- 
Hed with the monopoly of the" American trade, 
which is all that the one ought to require, or the 
other fubmit to. But it feems the honour of par- 
liament muft not be hurt. They have declared, 
that thefe are terms they will not be fatisfied 
with. This is a difficulty that Lord North will 
be fo good as to obviate for me. The neceflliy of 
'the cafe has always been thought a fufticient juf- 
tification for a departure from fuch refolutions, 
which, if not impracticable, never can compen- 
fate fof the miferies and calamities which muft be 
the confequence of an attempt to carry them into 
execution. " If," fays Lord North' in his 
' fpeech on what he called his Conciliatory Mo- 
tion, " it mould feem to be abandoning the 
high ground faken in the addrefs, or to be contrary 
to the atfurances fo frequently given, that no 
terms fhould be held put to America previous to 
her fubmiflion, this *i9 nothing but what is com- 
mon. The greateft powers have done it. In the war 
of the fucceflion, it was a fundamental point, that 
no Prince of the houfe of Bourbon fhould ever fit 
on the throne of Spain. This was feveral times 
repeated, and in the/ molt foleinn manner. Such 
politics are neceflary to gain, or to animate 
allies.+ Yet all the powers which compofed this 
confederacy yielded ; and a Prince of the houfe 
of Bourborrdid fit, and one of the fame houfe does 
pow fit on the throne of Spain. In the Spapifh 
war of 1739, we declared, that we could never 
treat with Spain, until fhe had given up the 
point of fearch. Yet peace was made without 
' her giving up the point, and the fearch conti- 
nued." Lord North added to thefe, many other 
in fiances in which great powers had abandoned 
their pretentions. His Lord mi p will, I hope, 
for the fake of flopping the farther efFufion of 
blood, and for the fake of making us a happy, 
powerful, and united people, add another exam,

WE have a general, a.vague idea, that our com- 
merce and manufactures muftfuffer greatly 
by the prefent difpute with America; but when 
we come to an accurate calculation on this head, 
it will be found that the inevitable injury muft: 
far exceed our^apprehenfions. To prove this, I 
will ftate the lofs we mall fuftain upon the fingle 
article of tobacco. 

In doing this I fhall eftimate the whole of the 
tobacco imported at 100,000 hogfheads : the pro- 
fit made by the merchant upon his import and 
export commilfions at forty fhillings ]>er hogfhead, 
the purchafer who is to refell it at" half as much-*- 
the tradefman and ftiopkeepers who furnifh the 
goods for export the fame — the original manu- 
facturer the fame. The freight of the tobacco is 
eight pounds per ton ; of the goods fent in re- 
turn, at, two one half per cent, twenty thoufand 
pounds. All this contributes to the fupport of 
our (hipping, and the nuifery of our feamen. 
We muft next confider the revenue. The durv 
upon tobacco is 400,000!. per annum ; the taxes 
upon the goods exported, according to the com- 
mon eftimate, amount to 2C0,oool. per annum ; 
and, finally, the fix pounds per hogihead, .which 
the planter neats, and ufed to la/ out in manu- 
factures, will leave a ftoppage in the confumptibn 
of them to the amount 'of 6oo,oool. per annum. 

I omit to eftimate the numberlefs little articles 
of wharfage, lighterage, and which merchants 
know amount in the whole to a confiderable fum, 
that I may not fwell the whole to an amount ap- 
parently incredible* but eftimating it as I have 
done, the lofs will ftand thus ;

This is but a very fmallpart of the lofTes we 
muft fuftain, from purfuing this coercive plan 
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againfl: the liberties Off our feHow-fuDJefts in Ame- 
rica. When I comedo eftimate the whole, which 
we muft facrifice to the eftabliftiment of a right to 
raife a revenue, where it is acknowledged no re- 
venue can, in facl, be raifed, it muft appear that 
nothing but a total want ofpolicy and wifdom cart 
induce us to perfevere.

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A correfpondent taking notice of the account!

orr account of the want of corn, remarks, that 
had it not been for Governor Pownall's bill, regu* 
laring the importation and exportation of corn, 
we fhould have been nearly in the like diftrefles 
and difficulties. If the importation had, as it 
ufed to do, depended upon the will and act of 
government, the Minifter would not have ven^ 
tured to open the ports until the diftrefs was felt, 
and until the clamour of the people demanded it 
by their petitions ; that would have been too late, 
inftead of preceding muft have always come after 
the want, and never have completely remedied it, 
while the price muft in the mean time have always 
kept up at an unreafonabie height. But as that 
law allows the importation to take place accord- 
ing to the prices, the merchant fpeculates on the 
approaching^ event of a fcarcity, and fupplies it: 
long before it is felt, and before the price is run 
up. We find accordingly, fays oar correfpondent, 
that as the merchant round tjiat the crops of laft 
year were deficient, and the fupply defective in 
Englilh corn, he took early care to procure foreign 
corn ; and we find by the Cuftom-Houfe accounts, 
that there was imported before Chriftmas laft.

The confumption of oats in London is reckoned 
at about 7000 quarters a week, of which at an 
average about 5000 quarters per week have been 
imported.

The fcarcity would, before the harveft 
could come about, have become a want ; but the 
import being permanent, that want is provided 
againft berbre-hand by the filling the warehouses 
every where.

hereditary enemies of his country, would have 
made him reject with terror the hangman's office, 
•which others who are not endowed with conquer- 
ing attributes, will with readinefs accept. 

It is notorious,, that Mr. Wolfe was not only 
the ftiftof foldiers, but that he was a moll liberal 
-virtuous citizen, that he was paflionately attached 
to the liberties of his country, and of mankind ; 
and that he was particularly an enemy to large 
Itahding armies in -time of peace. It is on the 
other hand remarkable, that all the advocates for 
Handing armies, all thofe who are the 'fondeft of 
the faddling and parade of war, are the mod ac- 
tive in avoiding real fervice. 

This tremendous foothfayer, on the fuppofition 
that fo great a miracle (hould happen in our fa- 
vour, as that the trifling body of five hundred 
•thoufand men, though firmly united (for dvery 
'man in America, firmly united, would not amount 

• to ■ lefs) (hould be able to withftand this feven 

* thoufand, goes- on to rattfe in our*eafs, armies of 
'Heffi;ms and Hanoverians. I' wWh to Heaven he 

- had for once deviated into probability and trurh. I 
wHh ten- thoufand of them could pollibly he .tran- 
sported to-morrow. ' The pu't-pofe they would an- 
fver » a purpofe devoutly' to toe wiflied for; they 
would be art addition txvthis continent y>f juft.io 
many ttfeful and excellent citiaens ; for X will 
vcnfcire to affirm (affirming is infectious) that in 



lefs than four months not two of thefe ten thou- 
fand would remain with their colours. But does 
not this reverend gentleman know, that in the 
year 1764, a convention was formed by moil of 
the Princes of the empire, at'the head of which 
convention were the Emperor himfelf and the 
King of Pruflia, to prevent the alarming emigra- 
tions which threatened depopulation to Germany ? 
Does he not know, that no troops can march out 
of the empire without the confent of the empire * 
Does he not know that the elector of Hanover and 
the Emperor are upon exceedingly ill terms ? 
Does he not know that the Elector of Hanover 
and the King of Pruflia are flill upon worfe ? Is 
he fure, that the Landgrave of Heffe would fell 
his troops (for as not one man would return back 
to their country, he muft confider them as for 
ever fold ?) Is he fure that as the finances of Great 
Britain (land, the vaft fum neceflary for this pur- 
chafe would be conveniently found ? Is he fure 
that the ftate of Hanover would confent to fuck i 
a draining of their country ? I know not how it I 
is, but his Moft Excellent Majefty George the 
Third, who in England is juftly efteemed the 
mod gracious of Sovereigns, the wifeft, greatefl, 
and beft of Kings, is not very popular in the 
Electorate of Hanover. Thefe people feem to 
think it hard, that two hundred and twenty thou- i 
fand pounds (hould annually be drawn from thera 
for the parpofes (as they conceive it) of corrupt- 
ing the members of St. Stephen's Chapel, in or- 
der to fupport the power and authority of a fet of 
men, who from the beginning have been enemies 
to the fucceflion of the Hanoverian line, and who 
(hewed a particular animofity to their laft and fa- 
vourite Prince, George the Second; but thefe 
difficulties (great and unfurmountable as to a com- 
mon mortal they appear) our divine exorcift has 
in an inftant conjured down,. -and' by^a fingle mo- 
tion of his enchanted want, has tranfported whole 
armies, in fpite of their refpective Princes, and 
without the confent of their refpective dates, from 
the interior parts or Germany, acrofs the Atlan- 
tic into the plains of New England and Pennfyl- 
vania. But he does not confine himfelf to the 
introduction of his Germans. He proceeds next 
to erect the royal ftandard, to which he tells us, 
that all who have the courage to declare them-

Whither, therefore, the prefent machinations 
of arbitrary power infallibly tend, you may eafily 
judge ; if unremittedly purfued, as they were in- 
humanly devifed, they will, by*a fatal neceffity, 
terminate in a total difjblunon of the empire. 

The fubjecls of this country will not, we fruft, 
be deceived by any meafures conciliatory in ap- 
pearance, while it is evident that the Minifter 
aims at a folid revenue to be raifed by grievous 
and oppreffive acts of parliament, and by fleets 
and armies employed to enforce the execution. 
They never will, we believe, fubmit to an auc- 
tion on the colonies for the more effectual aug- 
mentation of the revenue, by holding it up as a 
temptation to them, that the higheft bidder ihall 



enjoy the greateft (hate of government favour. 
This plan, as it would tend to fow the feeds of 
difcord, would be far more dangerous than hoftije 
force, in which we hope the King's troops will 
ever be, as they have already been; unfuccefsful.

Cambridge* May 25. About half pad eight 
o'clock on YTednefday evening left week a Ire 
broke oat in a barrack, on Treat's Wharf, in 
Bofton. It was occasioned by the foldiers receiv- 
ing a number of cartridges, one of which took 
fire and communicated U to many more, which 
immediately fet fire to the room, and foon catched 
die adjoining buildings. All the ftores on the 
tooth fide of the Dock are deftroyed, except that 
at the head of the Wharf, occupied by Mr. S. 
fclliott. All the ftores from Mr. Elliott's to Mr. 
fclfis Gray's, which makes the North corner of 
Spear's Wharf, except that occupied by the Com- 
tniffary's Office, are alfo deftroyed. The Ere 
raged with great fury all nieht.

CamtriJgt, Jt£» 18, 1775. Yefterday Colonel 
EaOon arrived at the Provincial Congrefs in Wa- 
tertown from Tieoaderoga, and brings the glo- 
rious news of the taking that place by the Ame- 
rican foneB, without the lofs of a man, of which 
isKereftiug event we have collected the following 
particulars, vit. Laft Tuefday foVnight about 
240 men from Conncaicot and this Province, 
under C&loncl Alien and Colonel Eafton, arrived 
«t the Lake near Ticonderoga. Eighty of them 
croffcd it, and came to the fort about the dawn 
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of day. tTiecentry was much furprHed at fee- 
ing htch a body of tnen^ and fnapped his piece 
at them. Oar men, however, immediately ruined 
forward, fenced and Confined the centry, puroed 
through the covered Way, and all got fare upoai 
4he parade, while the girrifon were keeping in. 
their beds. They immediately formed a hollow 
square, and £ave three huzzas, which brought 
out the garnfen. An inconfiderable fen-mife* 
With cutlaftcs or bayonets,' eofutd, in whkh si 
fmaU n umber of the enemy received forae wound*; 

She commanding officer foon eamc fctth ; Cc* 
aei Eafton clapped him upon the (ftoalder, told 
him he was his prifoner, and demanded, IN THR 
NAME OF AMERICA, an inftant farrender of 
the fort, with all its contents, to the American 
forces. The officer was in great confufion, and 
exprefled himfelf to this effipel, •« Dam* yod 
*wbai—<tvba4^4Hs ill this mtan." Colonel Eaftoa 1 
again told him, that he and tih garrKoa were 

Srifoners. The officer faid, that he hoped he 
lould be treated with honour. Colonel Eafton 
replied, he mould be treated with much mot* 
honour than our people had met with free* tbe> 
Britifti troops. The officer then faid he wis all 
lubroiffion, and immediately ordered his foldiers 
to deliver up all the arms, in number about 100 
ftands. M they gate up their arms, the prifoner* 
were fecttred in the hollow fquare. The Ameri- 
can forces having thus providentially got poflefi 
fion of this important fortrefs, found in it up- 



wards of one hundred pieces of cannon, f;veral 
mortars, and a confiderable quantity of mot, 
ftores, and fome powder. After this acquifickm, 
a detachment of our troope were difpatched to 
take poffeffion of Crown Point* where there is * 
considerable number of cannon* Another de- 
tachment was fent to Sfcenefborough, where they 
took Major Skene and his family, with a n am- 
ber of foldiers, and ftveral fmall pieces of cannon.

The 
Coops hoi (led fail with all poffible expedition, 
whilft our people fet fire to the barn, and burnt 
Seventy or eighty tons of hay; then fired feveral 
tons which had been pulled down to the water fide, 
And brought off the cattle. As the veflels paired 
H$rfe*Neck> a fort of promontory, which extends 
from German Town, they fired their fwivels and 
fmall arms At our people pretty brifkly, though 
without effeel ; though one of the bullets from 
their fmall arms, which pafiTed over our people, 
ftruck againft a ftone with fuch force, as to take 
off a large part of the ballet. Whether any of 
the enemy is wounded is uncertain, though it is 
reported tfcree of them were. It is thought they 
did not' parry off more than one or two tons of

rived ftbBofton on the 2 5 th of -May. 

Colonel Eaflon met feveral hundred men from 
tie Weftern parts of this Province, on their way 
to Ticonderoga. • They were on the fame expedi- 
tion, not knowing the fort was taken till they 
met Colonel Eaflon.

" I propofe to give you a circumftantial ac- 
count of the fire, previous po which pleafe to ob- 
ferve, that for ten days pad a report had been 
propagated that the liberty party .intended to fee 
fire to the town in different places, as. Coon as 
the greater part of them had got ouu The Ge- 
neral took the alarm, and took the engines under 
guard, and appointed new Captains ; the late 
engine-man took umbrage at it. Bat to the 
point— I being informed the barrack was on fire* 
ran through the ftreer, crying fire i (as no bells 
rang) but was flopped by a man who told me it 
was the officers order not to cry fire, one hav- 
ing threatened to beat out the man's brains oat 
that did. The drums all this time beatingto arms, 
when I came to the fire I found no engine there. 
Applying to one of, the late engine men to know 
the reafon, wa> informed he had applied for the 
engine, but; the bayonet was presented at him, 
and he, was told) fee muft apply to, fome officer be* 
fo/e Jie could have it. Alter this fatal delay, the

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•nglpes appeared, with the new appointed Cap. 
tains and military firewards, and a miferable fir 
gure they cut, the former not knowing how to 
obey, if the latter had known how to, command. 
Upon the whole it appears to me, as plain 
as the meridian fun, had the engines been 
pn the old footing, the fire wQuld have been put 
our, and twenty thoufand pound* ftexling Jofs 
prevented.

SIR, Etated Hartford, April 28, 1775. 

THE alarming fituation of public affairs iti 
this country, and the late unfortunate transac- 
tions in the province of Maffachufetts Bay 
have induced the General Affembly of this c6lony, 
bow fitting in this place, to appoint a Commit- 
tee of their body to wait upon your Excellency, 
and to defire me, in their name, to write to you 
relative to thefe very interefting matters* 

The inhabitant* of this colony are intimately 
conneaed with the people of your province, 
and efteem themfelvea bound by the ftrongeft ties 
of friendfhip, as well as of common intereft, to 
regard ^vith attention whatever concerns theim 
Vou will not therefore be furprifed that your firll 
arrival at Bofton, with a body of his Majefty's 
troops, for the declared purpofe of carrying into 
execution certain afts of parliament, which^ in 
their apprehenfton, were unconftitutional and op. 
preffive, fhould have given the good people of 
this colony a very juft and general alarm ; your 
fubfequenf proceedings in fortifying the town Of 
Bofton, and other military preparations, greatly 
increafed their apprehenfions for the fafety of their 
friendsand brethren; they couidnotbe unconcerned 
fpeaators. of their fufferings in that which they 
etteemed the common caufeof this«ountrVj butthe 
late hoftile and fecret inroad's of fome of the troops 
nnder, your command into the heart of the coun- 
ty, and the violences they have committed, have 
dnven them almoll into a ftate of defperation* 
They feel now not only for their friends, bat for 
themfelves, and their deareft interefts and connec- 
tions. We wifli not to exaggerate, we are not 
lu-'J"* P a ' tof our information ; but, by 
the belt intelligence that we have yet been able 
to obtain, the late tranfaction was a moft unpro- 
voked attack upon the lives and property of his 
JWajejtys fubjecls ; and it is represented to us, 
that fuch outrages have been committed as would 
flifgme even Barbarians; and much more Britons, 
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fo highly famed for humanity as well as bravery: 
It is feare^ therefore that we are devoted todeitrgc- 
tion ; and that you have it in command and intent 
tion, to ravage and defola^the country. If this is 
not the cafe, permit us to ajk, why have theft 
outrages been committed I Why is the town of 
?ofton now fl*ut up ? And to what end are ail the 
hoftil? preparations that are daily making, and 
why do we continually hearof frefh deftinauon of 
troops for his country? The people of this colojjy. 
you may rely upon it, abhor thei4eaof taking arms 
agamft the troops of their Sovereign, and dread 
nothing fo much as the horrors, of Civi] War ? but 
at the fame time we beg leave to auVeyour Excel. 
llency,thatastheyapprehendthemfelvesiuftifiedby 
the principle of fclf defence, fo they are moft 
firmly refolved todefend their rights and privilege* 
to the laft extremity; nor will they be refrained 
from gwmg aid to their brethren, if any unjufti, 
fiable attack is made upon them. Bpfoeood, 
therefore, as to explain yourfelf upon this mofi 
important fubjeft, as farasisconfiftentwith your 
duty to our common Sovereign. Is there no 
way to prevent this unhappy difpute from comin* 
to extremities? Is there no alternative but abfo* 
lute fubmiffion, or the deflations of war? By 
that humanity which cbnftitues fo amiable a 
part of your character; for the honour of our SoZ 
yereijgn, and by the glory of the Britifh Empire, 
we intreat you to prevent it, if it be poffible; 
furely it is to be hoped, that the temperate wif- 
e-cm of the empire might, even yet, find expedi^ 
ents toreftore peace, that fo all parts of the em- 
pire may enjoy their particular rights, honours, 
and immunities: Certainly this is an event moit 
devoutly to be wifted for; and will it not be 
confiftent with your duty to fufpend the opera- 
tion of war on your part, and enable us on ours 
W' *■»"«*• of the people, atieait, till the 
reful t of fome further deliberations maybe known? 
The importance of the occafion will, we doubt 
not, fufficiently apologize for the earnertnefs with 
which we addrefs you, and any feeming impro- 
priety which may attend it, a S well as induce you 
to give us the moft explicit and favourable anfwer

That troops mould be employed for the 
purpose of protecting the magi ft rates in the exe* 
cotion of their duty, when oppofed with violence, 
ji not a new thing in the Englkh or any other go- 
vernment : that any acts of the Britifh parna- 
snent are unconftitutional or oppreffive* I am not 
to fuppofe ; if any fuch there are, in the appre* 
hcn&on of the people of this province* it had 
Men happy for them if they ha4 fought relief, 
only in; fte way whicr^ the conftitntion, £heir 
reason, and their intereft pointed out. 

You cannot wonder at my fortifying the town 
of Bofton, or making any other military prepare, 
tions, when you are allured, that previous to my 
taking thefe Heps, fuch were the open threats, and 
fuch the warlike preparations throughout this pro* 
vince, as rendered it my indifpenfibie duty to 
take every precaution in my power, for the pro- 
tection of his Majefty's troops under my com- 
mand, againftail hoftile attempts. The intelli- 
gence you feem to have received, relative to the 
fateexcurfion of a body of troops into the country, 
)s altogether injurious and contrary to the true 
slate of fads ; the troops difclaim, with indigna- 
tion, the barbarous outrages of which they arc 
ace u fed, fo contrary to their known, humanity. 
| have taken thegreateft pains to difcover if any 
were committed, and have found examples of 
;hejr tenderpefs both to the, young and the, old, 
>ut no veftige of cruelty or barbarity : It is very 
poflible that in firing into houfes, from whence 
:hey were fired upon, that old people, women, or 
'children, may have fuffered, but if any fuch thin^ 
has happened, it was in their defence, and unde* 
JGgned. I have no command to ravage and defo- 
Jate the country, and were it my intention I have 
had pretence to begin it upon the fea ports, 
who ar* at the mercy of the fleei. For your bet- 
ter information, 1 indofe you a narrative of that 



nour and veracity, who were eye-witnefles of alf 
the tranfa&ions of that day/ The leaders here 
have taken pains to prevent any account of thie 
affair getting abroad, but fuch as they have thought 
proper to publifh themfelves ; and to that end the 
poft has been flopped, the mails broke open, and 
letters taken out ; and by thefe means the moft 
injurious and inflammatory accounts have been 
fpread throughout the continent, which has;

The SPEECH of his Excellency JOSIAH 
MARTIN, Efq; his Majeflfs Captain-

We contemplate with a degree of horror the 
unhappy (late of America, involved in the moft 
cmbarraffrng^diflicuhies and diftreiTcs, by a num- 
ber of unconilitutional invafions of their juft rights 
and privileges; by which the inhabitants of the 
continent in general, and of this province in par- 
ticular, have been precipitated into meafures, 
extraordinary perhaps in their nature, but war- 
ranted by neceflrry, from whence, among many 
other meafures, the appointment of Committees 
in the ifeveral towns and counties took its birth, 
to prevent, as much as in them lay, the operations 
of fuch unconilitutional enchroachments ; And the 
Aflembly remain unconvinced of any Heps taken 
by thofe Committee?, but fuch as they were com- 
pelled to take for that falutary purpofe.- 

It is not to be controverted that his Majefty's 
fubjefts have a right to petition for a redrefs of 
•grievances, or to reinonftrate againft them; and 
as it is only in a meeting of the people that 
their fenfe, refpetfing fuch petition and remon- 
flrance, can be obtained, that the right of afl'em- 
bling is as undoubted.

Far.be it from us then,' Sir, even to wifh to 
preventtheoperations of the Convention now held 
at Newbern, or to agree with your Excellency in 
be flowing upon them the injurious epithet of an 
illegal meeting. They are, Sir, the refpectable 
Reprefentatives ©f^the people, appointed for a 
fpecial and important purpoie, to which, chough 
our conftituents might have thought us adequate, 
yet-as. our meeting depended upon the pleafure 
of the Crown, they would have been unwife to 



have trufled to fo precarious a eontiogence, efjpe- 
cially as the frequent and unexpected proroga- 
tions of the Aflembly, One of them, in particular, 
as if all refpeel and attention to the' convenience 
of their Representatives hath been loft, was pro- 
claimed but two or three days- before the tirqe 
which had been appointed for the meetings, gave 
the people not the leaft reafon to expect that their 
AfTeti.bly Would have been permitted to fit till it 
was too late to appoint Delegates to attend the 
Continental^Congrefs at Philadelphia; a meafure 
which theyjOined the reft of America in thinking 
efTential to its interelft.

ftock on Noddle's lfland was owned by Mr* Wil- 
liams, of Bofton, who hires the Ifland, 

About eleven o'clock, A f M. between ao and 
30 men belonging to the proprietors of the cattle, 
were fen r from Chelfea to Hogg lfland, and from 
thence to Noddle's lfland, to drive off the flock 
which was there, but were interrupted by a 
febooner and a floop, (difpalched from the fleet 
in Bofton harbour) and abont 40 marines, who 
bad been flattened there to protect the ftock* 
However, they drove off two fine Eoglift ft alii- 
ons,' two colts, and three cows, killed fifteen 
horfes, two colts and three cows, burnt a large 
barn full of fait, bay, and an old' farm-houfe. 
By this time they were fired on by the fchooner 
and floop, and a large number of marines in 
boats, fent from the feveral ihips of war ; upon 
whicj. they retreated to a ditch on the mar (h, and 
kept themielves undifcovered tiil they had an op- 
portunity to fire on the marines, when they (hot 
two dead, and wounded two more, one of whom 
died foon after. They then retreated to Hogg 
lfland, where they were joined by the remainder 
of their party from Chelfea, and drove off all the 
{lock thereon, viz. between three a,id four hun- 
dred tbeep and lambs, fome cows, horfes, &c. 

During the driving off the cattle, there were 
continual firings between the provincials, and 
the fchooner, flopp, boats and marines on the 
Other, ifland. 

Having cleared Hogg lfland, the provincials 
drew op on Chelfea Neck, and fent for a rcin-r 
forcement of 300 men and two pieces of cannon 
(four pounders) which arrived about nine o'clock 
in the evening, foon after which General Put- 
nam went down and hailed the fchooner, and 
fold the people, that if they would fubmit, they 
ihould have good quarters, which the fchooner 
feturned with two cannon ihot ; this was immc* 
diately anfwered with two cannon from the pro* 
yincials. 

Upon this a very heavy fire enfued from both 
fide*, which laftcd till eleven at night, at which 
time the fire from the fchooner ecafed, the fire 
from the foore being fo hot, that her people were 
obliged to quit ber, and take to the boats, a great 
number of which had been fent from the fit 3' 
to their afuftance, and alfo a large reinforcement 
of marines feat to Noddle's lfland with two 
twelve pounders. 

The fchooner being thus left drove a fib ore, 
about break of day the Provincials carried fome 



bay under her (tern, fet fire fo "it, and burnt be^ 
to aihes ; the floop keeping up a finall fire upon 
them. 

At this time a heavy caiaopading began at 
Noddle's lfland Hill, with the twelve pounders, 
upon the Provincials, and General Putnam kept 
up a heavy fire on the floop, difabled her much, 
and killed many of her men, fo that the waa 
obliged to be towed off by the boats, when the 
firing ceafed, excepting a few ihot which were 
exchanged between the party at Chelfea, and the 
marines op Noddla's lfland. 

Thus ended this long a&ion, without the loft 
of one Provincial, and only four wounded, one 
of whom was wounded by the burfting of his own 
gun, and another only loft his little finger. 

The lofs of the- enemy amounted to at lead 
twenty killed and fifty wounded. The Provin- 
cials took out of the fchooner four double forti- 
fied four pounders, twelve fwivels, tbe chief of 
her rigging and fails, which the failors and ma* 
brines left behind, with many cloaths, fome mo* 
ney, Sec* they having quitted in her great hafte.

' melafles, or fait. Upon which they informed 
him, if they were not releafed in two days, they 
would burn his fhip. That the Governor had ap- 
plied to the committee, to prevent their threats 
being put in execution, till. he applied htmfelf to 
Che Captain, the tefult of which was not known 
when he failed. That twelve boats were allowed 
by the General and Admiral, to carry people 
who .had paries from Bolton to Salem, which 
Were fearched by one of the committee upon 
their return, to fee that no provifions mould be 
carried there ; that one of the boatmen told him,

RULES and REGULATIONS for the 

MASSACHUSETTS ARMY. Pub- 

lijhed by order of the CONGRESS. 

In PROVINCIAL CONGRESS* 

Concord, April 5, 1755. 

WHEREAS the lull of power, which of old 
oppreffed, perfecutcd, and exiled our pious and 
virtuous anceftors, from their fair poffeffions in 
Britain, now purfues, with tenfold feverity, us, 
their guiitlefs children, who are unjuftly and 
wickedly charged with liccntioufnefs, fedirton, 



treafon, and rebellion ; and being deeply im* 
prefled with a fenfe of the' almoft incredible fa- 
tigues and hardships our venerable progenitors 
encountered, who £ed from oppref&on for the 
fake of civil and religious liberty for theipfelves 
and their offspring, and began a fettle men t here, 
en lart cr tat ion, at their own cxpence ; and hav- 
ing ferioufly confidered the duty we owe to God, 
to the memory of fuch invincible worthies, to the 
King, to Great-Britain, our country, ourfelvei 
and pofterity, do think it an indifpenfible duty, 
by all lawful ways and means in our power, to re- 
cover, maintain, defend, and prefenre, the free 
exercifeof all thofe civil and religious rights and 
liberties for which many of our forefathers fought, 
bled, and died ; and to hand them down entire 
for the free enjoyment of- the lateft pofterity t 
And whereas the keeping a ftanding army in any 
of thefe Colonies in times of peace, without the 
confent of the legislature of that Colony in which 
fuch an army is kept, is againft law: And 
whereas fuch an army, with a large naval force, 
is now placed in the harbour of Bofton, tor the 
purpofe of fubjecling us to tKe power of the Bri- 
tifli Parliament: And whereas w% ate frequently 
told. by the tools of adminiftration^ dupes to mi* 
nifterial ufurpation, that Great-Britain will not, 
in any degree, relax in her meafures, until we 
acknowledge her " right to make laws binding 
" upon ub in all cafes whatsoever ;" anoj that if 
we refufe to be Haves, if we. perfift in our denial 
Of her claim, the difpute mufti be decided by arms, 
in which, h\s faid by our enemies, *« We fball 
" have no chance, being undifciplined, cowards, 
41 difobedient, impatient of command, and pof- 
" fefted of that fpirit of levelling which admits 
" of no order, fubordination, rule, or gpvern- 
" ment." — And whereas, from the ministerial 
army and fleet now at Bofton, the large rein- 
forcement of troops expected, the late circular 
, letters to the Governors upon the continent, the 
general tenor of intelligence from Great Britain, 
and the hoftile preparations making here, as alfo 
from the threats and frequent infults of our ene- 
mies in the capital town, we have reafon to ap- 
prehend that the fudden deftruftion of this Co- 
lony is in contemplation, if not determined upon : 
And whereas the great law of felf-prefervation 
may fuddenly require oar raifing and keeping an 
armyofobfervation and defence, in order to pre- 
vent, or repel, any farther attempts to enforce 
the late cruel and oppreffive acts of the Britifli 
Parliament, which are evidently defigned to fub- 
jeft ua and the whole continent to the inoft igno- 
minious flavery : And whereas, in cafe of raifing 
and keeping fuch an army, it will be ncccfTary 

that 
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that the officers and«foldiera inahe fame be fully 
acquainted with their duty ; and that the arti- 
cles, rules, and regulations thereof, be made as 
plain as poffible y and having great confidence in ' 
the honour and'pubJic virtue of the inhabitants 
of this Colony, that they will readily obey the 
officers chofen by themfejvea, and will chearfnfly 
do their duty, when, known, without any fuch 
fevere articles and rules (except in capital cafes) 
and cruel puniihments as are ufaally pra£Ufcd in 
flatting armies, and will fubmit to ell fuch rules 
and regulations as are founded in reafon, honour, 
. and virtue : 

It is therefore refolved, that the following ar 
tides, rules, and regulations for the army, that 
may be raifed for the defence and fecurity of our 
lives, liberties, and eflates, be, and hereby are 
earnefily recommended, to be flriclly adhered to 
by all officers, foldiers, and others concerned, as 
they regard their own honour and the public 
good* 

Article i. All oncers and foldiers, not having 
juft impediment, (hall diligently frequent divine 
fervica and fermon in the places appointed for 
the aflembling of the regiment, troop, or com- 
pany, lo which they belong; and fuch as wil- 
fully abfent themfelves, or being p;efent, behave 
indecently or irreverently, fhall, if commiffioned 
officers, be brought before a regimental court- 
martial, there to be publicly -and feverely repri-" 
manded by the Prefident ; if non-commiflioned* 
officers or foldiers, every perfon fo offending fhall 
for h*w>n>ft offence forfeit one {hilling, to be de- 
dueled out of his wages ; for the fecond offence 
hfljftull npt only forfeit one (hilling, but be con- 
fined, not exceeding twenty- four hours; and for 
every like offence fhall fuffer and pay in like man- 
ner, which money, fo forfeited, fhall be applied 
to.the ufe of the fick foldiers of the troop or com- 
pany to which the offender belongs. 

Art, 2. Whatever non-commiflioned officer or 
foldier fhall ufe any unlawful oath or execration, 
(hall incur the penalties exprefled in the firil ar- 
ticle; and if a commiffioned officer be thus guilty 
of profane, curfing or fwearing, he fEall forfeit 
.ant) pay for each and every fuch offence the fum 
of four.ihillpgs, lawful money. 

Art. 3^, Any officer or foldier, who (hall be- 
have, himfeif with, contempt or difrefpecl towards 
the General oj Generals, or Commanders in Chief 
of {he Maflachufetts forces, or fhall fpeak words 
tending to his or their hurt or dishonour, '(hall be 
punifhed according to the nature of his offence, by 
the judgment of a general court martial. 

Art. 4. Any officer or foldier, who (hall be- 
gin, exctte, caufe, or join in any mutiny or fe- 
ditidp,. injhe regiment, troop, or company to

which he belongs, or in any other regiment, troop, 
or company of the MafTachufetts forces, either by 
land or fea, or in any party, pod,' detachment, 
or guard, on any pretence whatfoever, fhall fuffer 
fuch punifhment as by a general court-martial 
(hall be ordered. ■* 

Art. 5. Any officer, non-commiffioned officer, 
or foldier, who being prefent at any mutiny or 
fedition, does not ufe his utmoft endeavours to 
fupprefs the fame, or coming to the knowledge of 
any mutiny, or intended mutiny, does not, with- 
out delay, give information thereof to the com- 
manding officer, (hall be punifhed by order of a 
general court-martial according to the nature &f 
his offence. 

Art. 6. Any officer or foldier, who (hall flxifce 
his fuperior officer, or draw, or offer to draw, 
or fhall lift up~any weapon, or offer any violence 
again ft him, being in the execution of his office, 
on any pretence whatfoever, or (hall difbbey arty 
lawful commands of his fuperior officer, fhall fuf- 
fer fuch punifhment as fhall, according to therra- 
ture of his offence, be ordered by thefentenceof 
a general court-martial. 

" Art. 7. Any non-commiffioncd officer or fol- 
dier, who fhall defert, or without leave of hit 
commanding officer, abfent himfclf from the troop 
or company to which be belongs, or from any de- 
tachment of the Tame, fhall, upon being convicled 
thereof, be punifhed according to the nature of 
his offence, at the difcretion of a general c&urt- 
martial. 

Art. 8. Whatfoever officer or foldier fhall be 
convi£led of having advifed or perfuaded any 
other officer or foldier to defert, (hall fuffer futh 
puniihmentas fhall be ordered by the fentence of 
a general court-martial.

(hall have power to part and quell all quarrels, 
frays, and diforders, tho* the perfons concerned 
mould belong to another regiment, troop, or com- 
pany^; and either order officers tof be arretted, or 
non-commiffioned officers or foldier* to-be con- 
fined and imprifoned, till their proper fuperior of- 
ficers lhall be" acquainted therewith; and who- 
ever fhall rcfufe to obey fuch officer (tho* of- an 
inferior rank) or (hall draw his fword upon him-, 
fhall be punifhed at the difcretion of a general 
court-martial.

May it pleafe your Excellency, 

WE, hia Majefty's loyal and dutiful fubje&s, 
the reprefentatives of the colony of New- 
Jerfey, in General Affembly convened, have taken 
under our confederation your Excellency's fpeech 
At the opening of the feifion, together with the 
refolutionof theHoufe of Commons accompany- 
ing the fame, containing a proportion for accom- 
modating of the unhappy differences at prefent 
fubfifHng between our parent country and the co- 
lonies. 

As the Continental Congrefs is now fitting to 
confider of the prefent critical fituation of Ameri- 
can affairs, and as this Houfp has already appoint- 
ed Delegates for that purpofe, we mould have 
been glad that your Excellency had poftponed the 
prefent meeting, until their opinion could be had 
upon the refolution now offered for our confidera- 
tion, and to which we have no doubt that a proper 
attention will be paid ; more efpecially as we can- 
not fuppofe you to entertain a fufpicion that the 
prefent Houfe has the leaft defign to defert the 
common caufe, in which all America appears to 
be both deeply interefted and firmly united, fo far 
as feparately, and without the advice of a body 
in which all are reprefented, to adopt a ineafure 
of fo much importance. — Until this opinion is 
known, we can only give your Excellency our 
prefent fentiments, being fully of opinion that we 
ftiall pay aU proper refpect to, and abide by, the 
united voice of tfife Congrefs on the prefent occa- 
fion. 

Your- Excellency is pleafed to tell us, that this 
Tefojution " has ha4 a variety of interpretations 
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to put on it"— u that fcarcely any have feen it in its 
proper light" — and you proceed to give us that 
explanation of the defign and occafion, which you 
apprehend will enable us and bur conftituents to 
judge how far the plan it contains ought to be ac- 
quiefced in, and what fteps it may be prudent to 
take ift the prefent fituation. We confefs that 
your Excellency has put a construction on the 
propofition which appears to us to be new, and if 
we could be of the opinion that the refolution 
" holds no propofition beyond the avowal of the 
juftice, the equity, and the propriety of fubjecls 
of the fame flate, contributing according to their 
abilities and fituation to the public bilrden," and 
did not convey to us the idea of fubmitting the 
difpofal of all our property to pthers in whom wo 
have no choice, it is more than probable that we 
fhould gladly embrace the opportunity of fettling 
this unhappy difpure. - 

Moft affemblles on the continent have, at vari- 
ous times, acknowledged and declared to the 
world their willingnefs* not only to defray the 
charge of the adminiftration of juftice and the 
fupport of the civil government, but alfo to con- 
tribute, as they have hitherto done, when confti- 
tutionally called upon, to every reafonable and 
neceffary expence, for-t he defence, protection, and 
fecurity of the whole Britifh empire; and this co* 
lony in particular bath always complied with his 
Majefty's requifitions for thofe purpofes: and wc 
do now affure your Excellency, that wc fhall al- 
ways be ready, according to bur abilities, and to 
the utmoft of our power, to maintain the iiueVefts 
of his Majefty and of our parent ftate. If then 
your Excellency's conftruction be right, and if a 
propofal " of this nature" will, as you are pleafed 
to inform us, be received by his Majefty with every

IH A V E ordered the Secretary to lay before 
you a- refolution entered into by the Britifh 
"TTfoufe of Commons, the 20th of February lalt, 
relative to the unhappy differences fubfifting be- 
tween our mother country and her American co- 
lonies. You will perceive by this refolve, not 
- only a ftrong difpofuion manifefted by that auguft 
body to remove the caufes, which have given rife 
to the difcontents and complaints of his Majefly's 
fubjefts in the colonies, and the dreadful impend- 
ing evils likely to enfue from them, but that they 
" have pointed out the terms, on which they think 
it juft and reafonable a final accommodation fhould 
be grounded. 

Let me earneftly entreat you, gentlemen^ to 
weigh and confider this plan of reconciliation, 
held forth and offered by the parent to her chil- 
dren, with that temper, calmnefs and delibera- 
tion that the importance of the fubjeft, and the 
prefent critical fituation of affairs demand. Give 
me leave to obferve, that the colonies, amidft all 
thofe complaints, which a jealoufy of their liber- 
ties has occafioned, have never denied the juftice 
or equity of their contributing towards the bur- 
thens of the mother country, to whofe protection 
and care they owe not only their rrefent opulence, 
but even their very exiftence. On the contrary, 
every ftate and reprefentation of their fuppofed 
grievances, that I have Teen, avows the propriety 
of fuch a meafure* and their willingnefs to com- 
ply with it. 

The difpute then appears to me to be brought 
to this point;— Whether the redrefs of any griev- 
ances the colonics have reafon to complain of 
fcall precede, or be poftponed to the fettlement of 
that juft proportion, which America mould bear

You have, in the refolution of the Houfe of 
Commons, which I have authority to tell you is 
entirely approved by his Majefty, a fo\emn de- 
claration that an exemption from any duty, tax or 
afleflment, prefent or future, except fuch duties.

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merce, fhall be the immediate confequenee of 
proposals on the part of any of the colony iegifla- 
tures, accepted by his Majefty and the two Houfes 
of Parliament, to make provifion according to 
their refpe£tive circumftances, for contributing 
their proportion to the common defence, and 
the fupport of the civil government of each 
colony. ■ 1 . • . 

I will not do to you'fo much injuftice, gentle- 
men, as to fuppofe you can defire a better fecuriry 
for the inviolable performance of this engage- 
ment, than the refolve itfelf, and his Majefly** 
approbation, of it gives you, 

As you are the nrft aflembly on the continent to 
whom this refolution has been communicated, 
much depends on the moderation and wifdom of 
your councils, and you will be; defervedly revered 
to the lateft pofterity, if, by any poffible means, 
you can be inftrumental in reftoring the public 
tranquility, and refcuing both countries from the 
dreadful calamities of a civil war.

hall afTembled, humbly beg leave to reprefent to 
your Excellency, that the inhabitants of this city 
were ri>is morning exceedingly alarmed by a re- 
port, that a large quantity of gunpowder was in 
the preceding night, while they were fleeping in 
their beds, removed from the public magazine in, 
this city, and conveyed under an efcort of marines 
on board one of his Majefty's armed vefiels, lying 
at a ferry on James river. 

" We beg leave to reprefent to your Excellency, 
that as this magazine was erected at the public ex- 
pence of this colony, and appropriated to the fafe 
keeping of fuch ammunition as mould be there 
lodged from time to time, for the protection and 
fecurity of the country, by arming thereout fuch 
of the militia as bight be neceflary in cafes of 
invafions and infurreclions, they humbly conceive 
it to be the only proper repofitory to be reforted 
to in times of imminent danger, 

u We .farther beg leave to inform your Excel- 
lency, that, from various reports at prefent pre- 
vailing in different parts of the country, we have 
too much reafon to believe, that fome wicked and 
defigningperfons have inftilled the mofl; diabolical 
notions into the minds of our Haves, and that 
therefore the utmoft attention to our internal fe- 
curity is become the more neceflary, 

" The circumftances of this city, my Lord, we 
confider as peculiar and critical. The inhabi- 
tants, from the fituation of the magazine in the 
xnidft of their city, have, for a longtradl of time, 
been expofed to all thofe dangers which have hap- 
pened in many countries, irom explofions and 
other accidents/ They have, from time to time, 
thought it incumbent on them to guard their ma- 
gazine. For their fecurity they have, for fome 
time pafl, judged it neceflary to keep ftrong 
patroleson foot; in .their prefent circumftances 
then, to have the chief and neceflary means cf 
their defence removed, cannot but be extremely 
alarming. Confidering ourfelves as guardians of 
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the city, we there fare humbly deflre to be ia- 
formed by your excellency, upon what motives, 
and for what particular purpofe, the powder has 
been carried off in fuch a maimer; and we 
earneflly intreat your Excellency to order it to bo 
immediately returned to the magazine." 

To which his Excellency returned this verbal anfwtr^ 
, *' THAT hearing of an infurreclion in a 
neighbouring county, he had removed the pow- 
der from the magazine, where he did not think 
it fecure, to a place of perfect fecurity ; and that* 
upon his word and honour, whenever It was 
wanted on any infurreclion, it fhould be delivered 
in half an hour $ that ( be had removed it t in the 
night time to prevent any alarm, and that Capu.

At a meeting of the committee of Weftmore- 
land county, at the court-houfe, the 23d day of 
May, 1775, prefent the Reverend Thomas Smith, 
chairman, and fifteen other members of the faid 
committee* 

This committee haVing taken into confideration 
the addrefs of the citizens of Williamfburgh, pre- 
fented to his Excellency the Governor, on the 21ft 
day of April Iaft part, and his Excellency's ver- 
bal anfwer thereto, as alfo his Lordfhip's fpeeck 
to the council the 2d of May* and the procfamar 
tion iflued on the next day, in confequence of the 
advice given him by a majority of the faid council, 
look upon themfelves as indifpenfably bound to' 
declare their fentiments thereon, as well to expofb 
the inimical meafures of men in high office, for a 
longtime fteadily purfued againft the juft rights of 
a loyal people, as to take off the odium they have 
endeavoured, by fome late proceedings, to' fix 
upon this colony. 

The feizing the powder, cpnfefledly placed In 
the magazine for the defence and protection of this 
colony, by order of his Excellency the Governor, 
was a ftep by no means to be jufFified, even upon 
the fuppofuion of i;s being lodged there from on 
board a man of war, as Jiis Lordfhip has in his 
proclamation aflerted; although, in his verbal 
aufwer to the addrefs of the citizens of Williamf- 
burgh, he has tacitly acknowledged the powder to 
JMcng Jo the coumry, by agreeing to dejivcr it 
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up, that is, the fame powder they demand as the 
country's ; and we' have been informed, that the 
country had powder in the magazine, which can- 
not now be found there. We therefore confider 
•the removing the powder privately, and when 
that part of the country was, as his Lordfhip con- 
fcfles, in a very critical fituation, to be a part of 
that cruel and determined plan of a wicked admi- 
niftration to enflave the colonies, by firft depriv- 
ing them of the means of refinance ; and do 
refolve, 

1. That the diflatrsfac*r.ion difcovered by the 
people of this country, and late commotions raifed 
in fome parts thereof, proceeded, not as his Lord- 
fhip, in his proclamation, has injurioufly and ini- 
mically charged, from a difafFedlion to his Majef- 
ty's government, or to a defign of changing the 
form thereof, but from a well-grounded alarm occa- 
fioned altogether by the Governor's late conduct, 
which clearly evinced his fteady purfuit of the 
before- mentioned minifterialplan to enflave us. 

2. That fo much of his Excellency's procla- 
mation which declares, " the real grievances of 
the colony can be only obtained by loyal and con- 
ftitutiona] applications," is an infult to- the un- 
derstanding of mankind, inafmuch as it is noto-^ 
rious, that this, and the other colonies upon this 
continent, have repeatedly heretofore made thofe 
applications, which have ever been treated with 
contumely ; and as his Lordfhip, lince the lare 
unhappy differences between Great Britain and 
the colonies have fubfifted, hath deprived us of 
the conftitutional mode of application, by refuf- 
ing to have an aflembly. 

3. That fo far from endeavouring or defiring to 
fubvert our ancient, and to ere£fc a new form of 
government, we will, at the rifque of our lives 
and fortunes, fupport and defend it as it exiiled, 
and was exercifed, until the year 1763 ; and that 
his Lordfhip, by mifreprefenting the good people 
of this colony, as weU in his letter to the Britifh 
rninifter as in his late proclamation, hath juftly 
forfeited their confidence. 

4. That his Majesty's council, who advifed the 
proclamation before-mentioned, have not acled as 
they were bound to do from their ftation in go- 
vernment; which ought to have led them 'to be 
mediators between the firft magi Urate and the 
the people, rather than to join in fixing an unjuffc 
and cruel ttigma on their fellow fubje&s.

Laft Tuefday evening the Hon. Peyton Ran* 
dolph, Efq. efcorted all the way from Ruffin's 
ferry by a troop of 36 of the Willliamfburgh vo- 
lunteers, and rhet* a litttle way out of town by 
the reft of thecompany^ arrived fafe at his houfe 
in this city, amidft the acclamations of the inha- 
bitants, from the general congrefs at Philadel- 
phia ; and next morning they prefented him with 
the following addrefs, as a tender of their belt 
fei vices at this dangerous and alarming period J 

To the Hon. Psyton Randolph, Efq* 

" Sir, 

" We the members of the volunteer company 
in Williamfburgh, embodied to fupport the con# 
flitutional rights and liberties of America, are ex- 
ceedingly alarmed to hear, from report, that the 
fame malevolent daemons, from whom have ori- 
ginated all the evils .of America, are now exert- 
ing their utmoft treachery, to enfnare your life 
and fafety. The friends of liberty, and man* 
kind, have never efcaped the fury of arbitrary 
defpots. No wonder then that you fbould be 
felected, as a proper victim to be facrificed to th§ 
malice of the prefent adminiftration. 

" Permit us, therefore, attached to you by 
the noble ties of gratitude and fellow citizens* 
to entreat you in the warmer!: manner, to be 
particularly attentive to your own fafety, as you 
regard the interefts of this country. We now 
proffer to you our fervices, to be exerted at the 
expence of every thing a free man ought to hold 
dear, as you may think mod expedient, in defence 
of your perfon, arid conftkutional liberty, and 
will mod chearfully hazard our lives, in the pro- 
tection of one who has fo often encountered every 
danger and difficulty in thefervice of his country- 
men. May heaven graut you long to live, the

Early yefterday morning the Right Hon. the 
Earl or Dunmore, with his lady and family, Capt. 
Edward Foy« and fome of his Lordihip's domef, 
ties, left this city, and are gone on board the 
Fowey man of war, lying at York town. His 
Lordfhip's reafons for this precipitate retreat are 
contained in the following Meflage, which he left 
behind him, and was the fame day communicated 
to the Hon, the Houfe of BurgefTes. 

Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the Houfe of 
BurgefTes : 

Being now fully perfuaded that my perfon, and 
thofe of my family likewife, are in conftant dan- 
ger of falling facrifices to the blind and uninea- 
iurable fury which has fo unaccountably feized 
upon the minds and understanding of great num- 
bers of the people ; and apprehending that at 
length fome of them may work themfelves up to 
that pitch of daringnefi and attrocioufnefs as to 
fall upon- me in the defencelefs ftate in which they 
know I am in the city of Williamfburgh, and per- 
petrate acts that would plunge this country into 
the moft horrid calamities, and render the breach 
with the mother-country irreparable ; I have 
thought it prudent for myfelf, and ferviceable for 
the country, that I remove to a place of fafety ; 
conformable to which I have fixed niv refidence, 
for the prefent, on board his Majefty's fhip the 
Fowey, lying at York. It is not my intention to 
give the leaft interruption to the fitting of the A{- 
lembly, but I hope they will proceed in the great 
buiinefs which they have before them with dilU 
gence and effect. I mall take care to make the 
accefs to me fo eafy and fafe, that the neceflary 
communication between me and the Houfe may be 
attended with the leaft inconvenience poffible ; 
and I thought it would be more agreeable to the 
Houfe to fend to me, from time to timej fome of 
their Members, as occafion (hall require, than to 
be all put to the trouble of moving to be nearer 
me. 

I hope the Houfe will fee my proceedings cm 
this occafion as they were really meant, and I beg 
them to be afTured, that I mall now be as ready to 
attend to all the duties of my office as I was before ; 
and that 1 am perfectly difpofed to contribute all 
in my power, if opportunity be given me, to re- 
ftorethat harmony, the interruption of which is 
likely to coft fo dear to the repqfe, as well as to the 
comfort, of every individual. 

PUNMORE. 

The Governor's MefTage being read, trie whole 
Houfe immediately refolved themfelves into a Qom- 
mittee, to take the fame under, their confi deration ; 
and, after fome time fpent therein, a number of 
the Members were appointed to draw up an Ad- 
drefs to his Excellency^ in anfvver to his MefTage, 
Which being pre Dared, readj and approved by the 
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Houfe, as alio concurred in by his Majefty's Coun- 
cil, a deputation of two of that honourable Board, 
and four gentlemen of the Houfe of -BurgefTes, 
were directed to wait upon his Excellency with the 
fame this morning at York, of which the follow* 
ing is a-copy; 

To his Excellency the Right Hon. John Earl of 
Dunmore, his Majefty's Lieutenant, Governor- 
General, and Commander in Chief of the Co- 
lony and Dominion of Virginia. 

The joint Addrefs of the Council and Houfe of 
BurgefTes, 

My Lord, 

We, his Majefty's dutiful and loyal fubjeel*, 
the Council and the BurgefTes of Virginia, aflure 
your Excellency, that it is with the greateft concern 
we find, by your mefTage to us, that your Lord- 
fhip entertains any fufpicions of the perfonal fe- 
curity of yourfelf or family, as we can by no means 
fuppofe any of his Majefty's fubjecls in this colony 
would meditate a crime fo horrid and attrocjous as 
you feem to apprehend, 

We are fearful the ftep your Lordihip hatK 
taken, in removing from the feat of government, 
may conduce to a continuance of that great un- 
eafinefs which hath of late fo unhappily prevailed 
in this country. We cannot but exprefs ourcon- 
cern, that your. Lordlhip did not think proper to. 
communicate the ground of your uneafinds to us* 
as, from our zeal ana* attachment to the preferva- 
tion of order and good government, we fhould 
have judged it oar indifpenfable duty to have en- 
deavoured to remove every caufe or- difquietude* 
In proof of the great refpeel we lhall ever pay to 
the reprefentative of our moft gracious Sovercign t 
and to remove, to the utmoft of our power, your 
Lordfhip's apprehenfions, we afTure your Lordfhip 
that we will chearfully concur in any meafure that 
may be propofed proper to the fecurity of yourfelf 
and family. It is with much anxiety we co ifider 
the very difagreeable fituation of your Lordfhip's, 
moft amiable lady and family, and fhould think 
ourfelves happy in being able to reftyre their per-.. 
fe<5t tranquillity, by removing all their fears. We 
cannot, my Lord, but approve your intention of 
not giving the leaft interruption to the important 
affairs on which we are now afTembied, and it is 
with pleafure we receive your Lordfhip's aflurance 
of your difpofition to eftablifh that harmony foef-, 
fentfal to the repofe and comfort of every indi- 
vidual i but we muft beg leave to obferve to your 
Lordfhip, how impracticable-it w.ill be to cany oit 
the bufinefa of this feflion with any tolerable de- 
gree of propriety^ or with that difpatch the ad- 
vanced feafon of the year requires* whilft your 
Lordfhip is fo far removed from us, and fo incon* 
veniently fituated. We therefore earneitly entreat 
your Lordfhip that yoji will be- pleafed to return* 
vyith your lady and family, to the palace $ which 
P 3 W* 
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we are perfuaded will give the greateft fatisfaclion, 
and be the moll likely means of quieting the 
minds of. the people. 

The gentleman appointed to wait on the Go- 
vernor arrived at^he capital between one and two 
o'clock) and delivered this verbal mefTage from his 
Excellency, ** That, as the fubjeft of their ad- 
drefswas of the utmoft concern to himfelf and fa- 
mily, he would take time to confider, and return 
an anfwer in writing, after he had maturely deli- 
berated upon its contents.'* His Lordfhip be- 
haved with the utmoft politenefs, and held a very 
friendly conference with the Deputies. 

The Governor's Aftfwer to the joint Addrefs of 
the Hdn. the Council and the Houfe of Bur- 
gefles, in confequence of the Meflage which his 
Excellency left hehind him, upon his retreat on 
board the Fowey Man of War. 
Gentlemen of the Council, Mr, Speaker, and 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of BurgefTes. 
Jn anfwer to -your joint Addrefs, prefented by 
your Deputies yefterday, I acquaint you, that it 
appears to me the commotions among the people, 
"" and their menaces and threats (anenumeration of 
which I forbear, out of tendernefs) have been of 
fuch public notoriety, that you muftfuppofe many 
of his Majefty's fubjecls in this colony, whether 
they meditated or not, have at leaft manifefted, 
fuch an inveteracy as juftifies my fufpicion that 
they would not hefitate to commit a crime, which, 
horrid and attrocious as it is, I had juft ground to 
apprehend. And when the-difpofition which the 
Houfe of BurgefTes have fhewn towards me, the 
returns they have made to the refpect and civility , 
which I have been forward to offer to them, the 
countenance they have given to the violent and 
diforderly proceedings of the people, his Majefty's 
magazine having been forced and rifled in the 
prefence of fome of the Members of the Houfe of 
BurgefTes, and, by the information cf the Com- 
mittee the Houfe appointed to infpec*t the maga- 
zine, no other endeavours have been ufed than to 
prevail on the people to return the arms taken 
out, but net to commit the parfons in vvhofe pof- 
frflion they were found, in order that they might 
be brought to the punifhment due to fo heinous an 
offence, no lefs againft the peace and good order 
of the country, than the dignity and authority <jf 
the Xing; when a body of men aftembled in the 
city of Williamfburoh, not only to the knowledge 
but with the approbation of every body, for the 
avowed purpofe of attacking a party of the King's 
forces, which, without the leaft foundation, it 
was reported were marching to my protection, and 
, which, if tiue, ought to. have been approved and 
aided, not oppofed and infulted, by all good and 
Joyal fubjecls j when efpecially the Houfe of Bur- 
gefies, era committee of the Houfe (which is the 
i;ime) has ventured upon a ftep fraught with the 
moft alarming confluences, in oidering and ap- 
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pointing guards, without ever consulting me, fo 
mount in the city of Williamfburgh, as is pre- 
tended, to protect the magazine, but which may 
well be doubted, as there then remained nothing 
therein which required being guarded; but if 
otherwife, this ftep neverthelefs fhews a defign to 
ufurp the executive power, which, if it be per* 
lifted in, fubverts the conftitution : I fay, when 
thefe circumftances are duly confidered, I may 
fubmit it to your own judgment whether I could 
reafonably expect any good effeft from communi* 
eating the ground of my uneafinefs to you. 

But^as you are pleafedj gentlemen, now to af* 
Aire me, that you will chearfully concur in any 
meafure that may be propofed proper for the fecu- 
rity of myfelf and family," I leave to your own 
confideration whether that can be effe&ed any 
otherwife than by reinftating me in the full powers 
of my office, as his Majeity's reprefentative, by 
opening % the courts of JuiHee, and reftoring the 
energy of the laws, which is all the fecurity re- 
quifite for all parties ; by difarming all independ* 
ent companies, or other bodies of men railed and 
acting in defiance of lawful authority, and by 
obliging thofe who have taken any of his Ma- 
jelly's public ftore of arms to deliver them up im- 
mediately ; and, what is not lefs eflential than 
any thing, by your own example, and every means 
in your power, abolifhing that fpirit of perfec- 
tion, which, to the difgrace of humanity, now 
reigns, and purfues with menaces and acts of op- 
preffion, all perfons who differ from the multitude 
in political opinion, or are attached from prin- 
ciples and duty to the fervice of their King and 
government; by which means, the deluded people 
never hearing but the disfigured fide of a ftory, 
their minds are continually kept in that ferment 
which fubjetts them for ever tp be impofed upon, 
and leads to the commiflion of any defperate act, 
and endangers the general fafety. For the more 
fpeedy accomplifhment of thefe ends, and the 

freat object and necefTary bufinefs of the feflions, 
(hall have no objection to your adjourning tp the 
town of York ; where I will meet you, and remain 
vijith you till your bufinefs be finifhed. 

With refpect to your entreaty that I fhould re- 
turn to the palace, as the moit likely means of 
quieting the minds of the people, I mufl reprefenfe 
to you, that, unlefs there be among you a fincefe 
and active defire to feize this opportunity, cow 
offered to you, by Parliament, of eftablilhing the 
freedom of your country upon a fixed and known 
foundation, and of uniting yourfelves with your 
fellow-fubjects of Great Britain .in one common 
bond of interefl and mutual alTiftance, my re- 
turn to Williamfburgh would be as frultlefs ta 
the people, as poflibly it might be dangerous 
to myfelf. But if your proceedings manifeft 
that happy difpofition, which is to be defired 
ardently by evwy good friend to this, as well as 
-the mother country* I a flu re you, in the warmth 
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of my liearr, that I will return, with the greateft 
joy, and ftiall con rider it as the moft fortunate 
event of my life, if you give me an opportunity to 
be an inftrument of promoting your happinefs, 
and a mediator between you and the fupreme au- 
thority, to obtain for you every explanation of 
your doubts, and the fulleft conviction of the fin- 
cerity of their defire to confirm to you the undif- 
turbed enjoyment of your rights and liberty ; and 
I ftiall be well pfeafed, by brining my family 
back again, that you fhould have iuch a pledge of 
my attachment to this country, and of tny wifhes 
to cultivate a clofe and lafting intimacy with the 
inhabitants.

To his Excellency the Right Hon* John Earl of 
Dunmore, Governor of Virginia, &c. &c. 

My Lord, 
We his*Majefty's dutiful and loyal fubjects> 
the Burgeffes of Virginia, now met in Ge- 
neral Aflembly, have taken into our con fide rati on' 
the joint Addrefs of the two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, his Majefty's Anfwer, and the Refolution 
-of the Commons, which your Lordfhip has been 
pleafed to lay before us. Wiftiing nothing fo 
fincerely as the perpetual continuance of that bro-, 
therly love which we bear to our fel low- fubj eels 
of Great Britain, and ftill continuing to hope and 
believe that they do not approve the ineafures 
which have fo long opprefted their brethren' in 
America, we were pleafed to receive your Lord- 
fhip's notification, that a benevolent tender had 
at length been made by the Britifh Houfe of 
Commons, towards bringing to a good end our 
unhappy difputes with the Mother Country. Next 
to the poffeftion of liberty, my Lord, we Ihould 
confider fuch a reconciliation as the greateft of all 
human bleffings. With thefe difpofitions, we en- 
tered into canfideration of that Refolution; we 
examined it minutely ; we viewed it in every 
point of light in which we were able to place it, 
and, with pain and difappointment, we muft ulti* 
mately declare, it only changes the form of op- 
preffion, without lightening its burthen. We 
cannot, my L,ord, clofe with the terms of that 
Refolution, for thefe reafons : 

Becaufe the Britifh Parliament has no right to 
intermeddle with the fupport of Civil Govern- 
ment in the Colonies. For Us, not for them, has 
Government been inftituted here. Agreeable to 
our ideas, provifion has been 1 made for fuch Offi- 
cers as we think neceffary for the admirtiftration 
of public affairs ; and we cannot conceive that 
any other Legiflature has a right to prefcribe ei- 
ther the number or pecuniary appointments of our 
Officers. As a proof that the claim of Parlia- 
ment, to interfere in the neceflary provisions for 
fupport of Civil Government, is novel, ancl of a 
Jate date, we take leave to refer to an Act of our 
Aflembly, pafled fo long lince as the 3 2d year of 



the reign of King Charles II. entituled, <( An 
act for raifing a public revenue, and for the 
better fupport of the government of this his 
Majefty's colony of Virginia." — This aft was 
brought over by Lord Culpeper, then Governor, 
under the Great Seal of England, and was en- 
acted in the name of the King's moft excellent 
Majefty, by and with the confent of the general 
afTembly. 

Becaufe, to render perpetual our exemption 
from an unjuft taxation, we muft faddle ourfelves 
with a perpetual tax, adequate to the expecta- 
tions, and fubject to the difpofal of parliament 
alone ; whereas, we have a right to give our 
money, as the parliament do theirs, without 
coercion, from time to time, as public exigencies 
may require. We conceive, that we alone are the 
judges of the condition, ci re um (lances, and Ctua- 
tion, of our people, as the parliament are of 
theirs. It is not merely the mode of raifing, but 
the freedom of granting our money, for which 
we have contended. Without this, we poflefc'no 
check on the royal prerogative ; and, what muft' 
be lamented by dutiful and loyal fubjects, we* 
ffiould be itripped of the only means, as well of 
recommending this country to the favours of our 
moft gracious fovereign, as of ftrengthening thofe 
bands of amity with our fel low* fubject s, which 
we would wifh to remain indiflbluble. 

Becaufe, on our undertaking to grant money, 
as is propofed, the commons only refolve to for- 
bear levying pecuniary taxes on us; £11 1 1 leaving 
unrepealed their feveral acts patted for the pur- 
rjofes of reftraining the trade, and altering the 
form of government of the eaftern colonies ; ex* 
tending the boundaries and changing the go- 
vernment and religion of Quebec, enlarging the 
jurifdiction of the courts of admiralty, taking 
from us the right of trial by jury, and tranfport- 
ing us into other countries, to be tried for criminal 
offences. Standing armies too are ftill to be kept 
among us ; and the other; numerous grievances, 
of which ourfelves, andfifter colonies > feparately, 
and by our reprefentatives, in general congrefs, 
have fo often complained, are ftill to continue 
without redrefs. 

Becaufe, at the very time of requiring from us 
grants of monies, they are making difpofition to 
invade us with large armaments, by fea and land ; 
which is a ftyle of aflcing gifts not reconcileable 
to our freedom. They are alfo proceedings to .a 
repetition of injury, by paffingacts for reftraining 
the commerce ana fifheries of the provinces of 
New England, and for prohibiting the trade of 
the other colonies with all parts of the world, ex- 
cept the iflands of Great Britain, Ireland, and the 
Weft Indies, This feems to befpeak no intention 
to discontinue the exercife of this ufurped power, 
over us in future. 

Becaufe, on our agreeing to contribute our pro- 
portion towards the common defence, they do not 

propofe 
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propofe to lay open to us a free trade with all the 
world ; whereas, to us, it appears jult that thofe 
who bear equally the burthens or" government, 
fhould equally participate of its benefits. Either 
be contented with the monopoly of our trade, 
which brings greater lofs to us, and benefit to 
them, than the amount of our proportional contri- 
butions to the common defence ; or, if the latter 
be preferred, relinquifh the former; and do hot 
propofe, by holding both, to exaft from us double 
contributions. Yet we would remind government, 
that on former emergencies, when called npon as 
a free people, however cramped by this monopoly, 
in our resources of wealth, we have liberally con- 
tributed to the common defence. Be aflured, 
then, that we mall be generous in future as in paft 
times, difdaining the fhackles or proportion, when 
called to our free ftation in the general fyftem of 
the empire. 

Becaufe, the propofition now made to us in- 
volves the intereft of all the other colonies. We 
are now t reprefented in general congrefs, by mem- 
bers approved by this houfe, where our former 
union, it is hoped, will be fo ftrongly cemented, 
that no partial applications can produce the ilighteft 
departure from the common caufe. We confider 
ourfelves as bound in honour, as well as interelt, 
to mare one general fate with our lifter colonies , 
and fhould hold ourfelves bafe deferters of that 
union to which we have acceded, were we to 
agree on any meafures diftinft and apart from 
them. 

There was, indeed, a plan of accommodation 
offered in Parliament; which, though not entirely 
equal to, the tenns we had a right to afk, yet dif- 
fered but in few points from what the general 
congrefs had held out. Had parliament been 
difpofed fincerely, as we are, to bring about a 
reconciliation, reafpnable men had hoped, that by 
meeting us on this ground, fomething might have 
been done. Lord Chatham's bill, on the report, 
and the terms of the congrefs on the other, would 
have formed a bafis for negotiation ; which a fpi- 
rit of accommodation, on both fides, might per- 
haps have reconciled. It came recommended, too, 
from one whole fuccefsful experience in the art of 
government mould have enfured to it fome atten- 
tion from thofe to whom it was rendered. He had 
(hewn to the world, that Great Britain, with her 
colonies, united firmly under a juftand honeft go* 
vernment, formed a power which might bid defii 
ance to the moil potent enemies. With a change 
ofminifters, however, a total change of meafures 
took place: the component parts of the empire 
have, from that moment, been falling afunder; 
and a total annihilation of its weight, in the poli- 
tical fcale of the world, feems juitiy to be appre- 
hended. m ... 

Thefe, my Lord", are our fentiments on this im- 
portant fubject ; which we offer, only, as an in- 
dividual part of the \vh,ole emolre. Final deter- 
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mmation we leave to the general congrefs, now 
fitting, before whom* we {hall lay the papers your 
Lordftiip has communicated to us. To their wif- 
dom we commit the improvement of this impor- 
tant advance. If it can be wrought into any good 
we are allured they will do it. To them aho we 
refer the difcovery of that proper metHod of re- 
prefenting our well-founded grievances, which, 
your Lordfhip allures us, will meet with the at- 
tention and regard fo juftly due to them. For 
ourfelves we have exhaufted every mode of appli- 
cation which our invention could fuggeft, as pro- 
per and promifing. We have, decently remon- 
strated with Parliament ; they have added new 
injuries to the old. We have wearied our Kin» 
with Amplications ; he has not deigned to'anfwer 
us. . We have appealed to the native honour and 
juftice of the Britifh nation ; their, efforts in our 
favour have been hitherto ineffectual. What then 
remains to be done? That we commit our injuries 
to the even-handed juftice of that Being who doth 
no wrong ; earneftly befeeching him to illuminate 
the councils, and profper the endeavours, of thofe 
to whom America hath confided her hopes ; that, 
through their wife direeYton, we may again fee, 
reunited, the bleffings of liberty and property, 
and the moft permanent harmony with Great 
Britain.

May it pteafe your Excellency, 
WE his Majefty's loyal fubjeas, the reprefen-. 
taiives of the oeoole of thjs colonv, in congrefs 
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aflembled, beg leave to difclofe to your Excel- 
Jency the true caufe of our prefent proceedings; 
not only that upon your arrival among us, you 
may receive no unfavourable impreffion of our con- 
duit, but that we may (land juliified to the world. 

When the ordinary modes of application for re- 
drefs of grievances, and the ufual means of de- 
fence againft „arbitary impofitious have* failed, 
mankind generally have had recourfe to thofe 
that are extraordinary. — Hence the origin of the 
continental congrefs — and hence the prefent re- 
prefentation of the^people in this colony. 

It is unneceflary to enumerate the grievances of 
America — they have been fo often reprefented,that 
your Excellency cannot be a firanger to them. — 
Let it therefore fufiice to fay, that the hands of 
his Majefly's miniiters having long lain heavy — 
new prefs with intolerable weight. Wc declare 
that no love of innovation — no defire of altering 
the conititution of government — no lufl of inde- 
pendancehas hadtheleait influence upon our coun- 
fels : but alarmed and roufed by a long fucceflion 
of arbitrary proceedings by wicked adminiftra- 
tions — imprefied with the greateft apprehenfion 
of inftigatedinfurreclions — and deeply affeeled by 
the commencement of hoftilities by the Britilh 
troops againft this continent,— folely for the pre- 
fervation and defence of our lives, liberties, and 
properties, we have been impelled to aflbciate 
and to take up arms. 

We fincerely deplore thofe flanderous informa- 
tions, and wicked councils, by which his Ma- 
jefty has been led into meafures, which, if per- 
fifted in, mufl inevitably have involved America 
in all the calamities of a civil war, and rend the 
Britim empire. We only defire the fecure en- 
joyment of our invaluable rights, and we wifh 
for nothing more ardently, than a fpeedy recon- 
ciliation with our mother country upon condi- 
tional principles. 

Confcious of the jufHce of our caufe, and the 
integrity of our views, we readily profefs our 
loyal attachment to our Sovereign, his crown, 
and dignity ; and, trufling the event to Provi- 
dence, we prefer death Co flavery. — Thefe things 
we have thought it our duty to declare, that your 
Excellency, and through you our auguft So- 
vereign — our fellow-fubje&s — and the whole 
world — 'may clearly underftand, that our taking 
up arms, is the refult of dire neceffity, and in 
compliance with the iiritiaw of nature. 

We entreat and trull, that your Excellency will 
make fuch a reprefentation of theflate of this co- 
lony, and of our true motives, as to aflure his Ma- 
jefty, that in the midft of all our complicated d\{- 
trefles, he has no iubjecls in his wide dominions, 
who more fmccreJy defire to teftify their loyally 
and affection, or who would be more .willing to 
devote their lives and fortunes to his real fervtce.

Philadelphia, June 14* 

In Congrefs, May, 26, 177; 

To the opprerTed inhabitants of Canada. 

" Friends and countrymen, 

" A L * RMED by tfie defigns of an arbitrary 

i\ m^uftry to extirpate the rights and liberties 
ofall America, a fenfe of common danger confpirei 
with the dictates of humanity in urging us to call 
your attention by our late addrefs to this very im- 
portant object, 

" Since the conclufion of the late war, we have 
been happy in considering you as fellow fufterera" 
with us. As we were both entitled, by the bounty 
of an iudulgent Creator, to freedom, and being 
both devoted by the cruel edicls of a defpotic ad- 
ministration to common ruin, we perceived the 
fate of the Protectant and Catholic colonies to be 
ftrongly linked together, -and therefore invited 
you to join with us in rejecting with difdain the 
fetters of flavery, however artfully polimed. 

" We mod fincerely condole with you on the 
arrival of that day, in the courfe of which the 
fun could not mine on a fingle freeman in all your 
extenfive dominion. Be aflured that your un- 
merited degradation, has engaged the raoft un- 
feigned pity of your fitter colonies : and we flat- 
ter ourfelves yoo will not, by tamely bearing the 
yoke, fuffer that pity to be fupplanted by contempt. 

" When hardy attempts are made to deprive 
men of rights bellowed by the Almighty, when 
avenues are cut through the moftYolemn com- 
pacts, for the admiffion of defpotifm ; when the 
plighted faith of government ceafcs- to give fc- 
curity to loyal and dutiful fubjecls ; and when the 
iniidious ilrawgems and maueuvres of peace- be- 
come

" 1 he principle of independence is increafing 
every day. — I dare fay next election there will not 
be feven counsellors, perhaps not one chofe, who 
are of a different principle. The fame principle 
is fpread Among the people, and will influence the 
executive powers of government, and in a fhort 
time no juries will be formed, but fuch as will be 
governed by it in all their jverdicts. It is not 
much better in the royal governments. One of 
the council of New-York writes by the lail poft 
that nothing can reftore America but a Lord Lieu- 
tenant and an American Parliament ; and however 
jealous they may be of it in England, yet they 
s will find the fpirit of democracy to be fo perfevere- 
ing, that they will be obliged at lafl to come into 
it. Things appear to me necefTary, in the firft 
place, that each colony fhould be made fenfihlf of 
the obligation tofubmit to the fupreme legiflative 
authority. In what way parliament will do this, 
I cannot tell. I know it would have been lefs 
difficult to have done it lafl year than it is this ; 
and I think it will be in proportion more difficult 
if it be delayed another year. Could any thing 
'be thought of which would anfwer the pur- 
pofe of a teft or explicit owning the power of 
parliament without limitation ? What if upon the 
repeal of the late aft called the revenue act, an- 
other ova s to be made (in fhort hand) providing 
. that all the members of the council and of the 



houfe, in each colony, at trie fame time they tak e 
the oaths of allegiance, &c. fhould take the fam c 
oath that the governors of the feveral colonies are 
required to take, before they enter upon their ad- 
miniftration, that they will conform to ails of 
trade and: endeavour the' execution of them. I 
fuggeft this as matter for confideration, and what 
is lefs likely to make a general convulfion in the 
colonies, and yet may tend to eftablifh parliamen- 
tary authority in general in the colonies. (From 
the fhort hand to the end of this paragraph, the 
vowels are all left out, and dots ufed for vowel* 
in the beginning and ending of words, as in fome

u I cannot help thinking that this authority 
might have been preferved intire, if more atten-. 
tion had been given- to the colonies. They ought 
to have been ufed to acts of parliament every feff 
fion, fome to refpect the colonies in general, otheri 
particular colonies. The aft relative to wills ex- 
tended to America in general. The land bank 
acl to this colony only. The a£t retraining paper 
currency I think extended to the New-England 
colonies only ; but fuch afts have been rare. Per- 
haps it is not too late to recover what has been loft 
by going into this praclice now ; and if at the 
beginning of every feffion a committee was ap- 
painted for America, at the fame time the com-* 
mittees for grievances, &c. ufed to be appointed, 
it would have a good efFeil. The New- York 
fcheme of a general government, I gave you my 
opinion upon in a former letter. Befidcs the ob- 
jection then made, the vaft extent of country from 
fouth to north, makes the fcheme of one govern- 
ment impracticable. If any thing of this nature 
mould ever be thought advifeable, three diftintt 
governments would "be the leaf} which could be 
erected. Canada, Nova-Scotia, and New-England 
for one; New- York to Virginia inclufive, an- 
other; and the Caroliuas and the reft of the con* 
tinent fouthward, a third. PofTibly fuch provifion. 
might be made in an a& of parliament which fhall 
conititute thefe governments, for fecuring parlia- 
mentary authority, (and indeed a fubmiffion to 
the acl would be the ftiongeft acknowlegement of 
that authority) as might countervail all the dif- 
advantages ariling from the union of the feveral 
governments comprehended in each general go- 
vernment ; and by having a nobleman with talents 
for it, for each of the general governors never to 
remain above three years, as I think is the cafe 
in New -Spain, in a fhort time a good part of the 
nobility would have a perfect acquaintance with 
America, and parliament be better able from 
time to time to make fuch provifion as fhall be 
necefTary.

fcven old mufltets, the barrels very rufty, and the locks 
almoft ufelefs, twelve hundred cartouch boxes, fifteen 
hundred cudaffeswithfcabbards^pJie hundred andfeven- 
ty piftol holfters, and one hundred and fifty old piftols, 
or thereabouts, with and without locks, fifty mallets, 
two bundles of match rope, two hundred cantines, 
thirty-five fmall frwords in bad order, one tent and ten 
poles, one hogfhead of powder. horns, cne hundred ami 
twenty-feven bayonets, and one hundred knapfacks in 
the fmtth's ftiop, and that part of the magazine called 
the armory ; alio one half barrel of duft and rotten 
powder, one half barrel and a quarter of unfifted pow- 
der, tolerable good in the powder room, that has no 
communication with the armory ; alfo five half barrels 
of loofe powder buried in a hole in the magazine yard, 
the top of which (in quantity about two half ban-els) 
was totally deftroyed by the late rains, the refl; very 
damp, but quite found j this, his Excellency acknow- 
leged to your committee, was buried there by his orders. 
The deficiency, this committee fuppofe, is owing to 
the fifteen halt barrels which capt. Collins moved from 
the magazine, as acknowledged in the Governor^ mef- 
fage to this Houfe. 

And your committee farther report, that the morn- 
ing before they entered upon thkbufmefs., fome per- 
sons, unknown, had broke into the magazine and taken 
cut arras, part .of which, upon the application of ibine 
of the members of this Houfe, ana" other gentlemen, 
were reftored ; and finding the pefpect paid by the peo- 
ple to the members of this Houfe, you* comiruttee 
thought it moft likely, to prevent farther depredations, 
to -requeft fome gentleman of the town to guard the 
magazine, till application could be made to his 'Excel- 
lency for leave of accefs thereto, which your committee 
-immediately did, informing his Lordmip of the fteps 
-they had taken therein, which he did not object to. 

That the doors and windows of the magazine now 
want repairs, which being done, your committee are 
of opinion that it will befufficiently fecure, it never 
having proved other-wife fince its firft erection, now 
■Cixty years pad, until fince &e powder was taken by 
order of the Governor afore-mentioned. 

Your committee alfo proceeded to enquire what 
■arms and ammunition had been, from time to time,

One or both of the following conclufions mufl. 
be drawn from this narration. The Americans 
are either the clevereft fellows in the world at 
snaking flrong lines in three or four hours, or the 
moft defperate enemy in defending them ; for by 
Mr. Gage's account. they killed and wounded 
near half his army in marching up about three 
hundred yards under a com pleat train of artillery, 
and all the fire of the navy to cover them, which, 
by this account, is a new in&ance of fuccefsful 
defence, from, one night's labour. Ha, Gad ! by 
this rule the Americans will put our whole army 
into the grave or hofpitals, in twee or four nights 
worfe and an hour's fire in each morning. I do 
not remember precifely, but am apt to believe, 
that there were not fo many officers killed and 
wounded at the battle of Minden, though the 
Englifh regiments fuftained the force of the whole 
French army for aconuderable time. A fix-gun 
battery, the production of a night's digging, had 
there been ten»thoofaod men to protect it, could 
never have made fuch haveck again ft a vaft train 
of artillery, and the inrefiftible fire of our (hips, 
which would fweep all before, them, fiom every 
acre of that peninlula. But the true ftory is not 
told,-p-A Methodift Secretary and a Scotch Prin- 
ter, can do more than other people— -~t~they can 
pay off the fins of omiffion andcommiflion of the 
day, by a long prayer at night, and thus fettle 
accounts between God and the people in an 
hour's devotion.

The 
number of Provincial was only 1500, who, it is 
fuppofed, would foon have gained a compleat 
viclory, had it not been for the unhappy miifrke 
already mentioned. The regulars were after- 
wards reinforced with 1000 men. It is uncer- 
tain how great a number of the enemy were kil- 
led or wounded ; but it was fuppofed by fpcclators 
who fawthe whole adlion, that there could not be 
Jefs than 4 or 500 killed, Mr. Gardner, who 
got out of Bofton on Sunday evening, fays, that 
there were 5©o wounded men brought into that 
place the morning before he came out.

WHEREAS a rebellion prevails in many of 
his Majefty's colonies in America, and par- 
ticularly in fomft of the neighbouring ones ; and 
whereas many of the faid rebels have with an ai m* 
ed force madeincurfionsof late in to this province, 
attackingandcarryingawayfrom thence a party of 
his Majefty's troops, together with a parcel of fto;es 
and a veflel belonging to his Majefty, and are at 



prefent actually invading this province with arms in 
a traitorous and hoftile manner, to the great ter- 
ror' of his Majefty'6 fubjeifts, and in open defiance 
of his laws and government, falfly and malici- 
oufly giving out, by themfelves and their abet- 
tors, that the motives for To doing, are to prevent 
the inhabitants of this Province from being taxed 
and opprefTeJ by government, togetliv j r with di- 
vers other falfe and feditious reports, tending to 
inflame the minds of the people and alienate them 
from his Majeily: To the end,- therefore, that fo 
treafonable an invafion may be foon defeated, 
that all fach traitors with their faid abettors may 
be fpeedily brought to juftice, and the 1 public 
peace and tranquillity of this Province again re- 
ftored, which the ordinary courfe of the civil law 
is at preftnt unable to effVci, I have thought fit 
to iffue this Proclamation, hereby declaring that,

Ralph 
Burton, and Frederick Haldimand, Efqrs. hereto- 
fore his Majefty's Governors in this province, "or 
either of them, to obey the fame, andexecute the 
powers therein mentioned, until they fliall receive 
ciders from me to the contrary ; and I do accor- 
dingly in his Maiefty's name hereby require and 
command all his fubjefts in this province^ 
and others whom it may concern, on pain of dif- 
obedience, to be aiding and affifting to fuch com- 
miffioned officers, and others who are or may be 
commiffioned by me, in the execution of their 
faid commiflions for his Majefty's fervice.

cienupplioationofthe principal gentlemen of this 
(own> the Captain refufed toreleafpthem. 

*« This uncommon exertion of arbitrary power 
immediately alarmed the inhabitants, and the 
committee of fafety having met, a memorial was 
by their approbation prefented to the Governor 
and Council, who took every prudent method in 
their power to pacify the people, and to obtain a 
releafe of the capturet. His Excellency* repaired 
on board the Scarborough, and informed the Cap- 
Jain that the provifions were the property of fome 
of the inhabitants who had before con:rafted for 
the fame ; but -the only anfwer he could ob'ain 
was «« that Adm.

. On July 28, exprefs arrived from Lord Gran* 
tham, at Madrid, with an account of the opera- 
tions and return of the Spanifh fleet. On the 
8th,inftant the Spanifh fleet appeared before Al- 
giers, bur did not attempt to bombard the town ; 
they failed paft the town, and a little way above 
it landed eight thoufand of their troops, and 
ALL their provifions, expecting to have a long 
fiege. Next day appeared a prodigious large 
army of Moors, Blacks* &c. who, though almoft 
undifciplined, attacked them with fuch vigour and 
bravery, that they killed 800 Spaniards, an4 
wpunded 2000 ; this Slaughter obliged tht Spa- 
niaids to re-imbark, which they did in fuch pre- 
cipitation, they left their provifions behind them. 
The Admiral confulted what was beft to be done ; 
and as they had rio. provifions on board, it waa 
refolved to return to Carthagena.

•« On the evening of the 16th we were in- 
formed that the Provincials were erecting a bat- 

*tery on the Heights near Charles- Town, and 

1 that they intended from thence to bombard the 
town of Bolton; early on the 17 th we were alarm- 
ed with an account that they had been at work 
upon it all night, and had nearly compleated it; 
we were immediately ordered to land fome bat- 
talions, and in -the mean time our great guns 
were fired againft thofe who appeared to bebufily 
employed at the battery; whether our fhot did 

; not reach far enough to create anyconfufion among 
them, or it was owing to their refolution, I can- 
not fay ; but certain it is, that the moment they 
difcovered the landing of our troops, they formed 
in order of battle; and fo far from ^retreating as 
we expected, they marched towards us with the 
utmoit coolnefs and regularity. Nothing could 
exceed the panic and apparent diflike of moft of 
the King's troops to enter into this- engagement; 

' even at tbe landing feveral attempted torun away, 
and five actually took to their heels, in order to join 
the Americans, but. weie piefently brought back,. 

and 
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and two of them were immediately hung op in 
ttrrorem to the retf , Thev for the moft part openly 
txprefs a diflike to the fervice in which they are 
"gaged, aad nothing but the iear of military 
pumfhment prevents iheir daily deferring. The 
Gtnerals perceiving the ftrengrh and order of the 
Frovmcials, ordered a reinforcement to join the 
troops already landed, but before they came up the 
cannonading on both fides began. TheProvinciali 
poured down like a torrent, and fought like men 
wno had no care for their perfons ; theydifputed 
every inch of ground, and their numbers were 
lar fupenor to ours. - The King's troops gave 
way feveral times, and it required the utmoft ef- 
forts of the Generals to rally them; at the he- 
ginning of the engagement many of them abfo- 
lutely turned their backs, not expeaing fo hot a 
me from the Americans; the latter feigned a 
retreat, in order as we fuppofe to draw our troops 
after them, and by that means to cut them in 
pieces ; and we are informed that General Ward 
had areferve of upwards of 4000 men for that 
purpofe; the King's troops concluding that the 
Americans quitted the field through fear, purfued 
them under that apprehenfion, but did not pro- 
ceed far enough to be convinced, by that fatal 
experience, which was, as wc hear, defigned ior 
aem, of their miftake.

Five hun- 
dred rifle men. marched fome weeks before from 
Virginia, and have taken the back way (through 
Cumberland county) as a more expeditious rout 
to Bofton, 

The fifhermen of Salem, Cape Anne, &c.

ExtraS of a letter from Philadelphia* June 20-. . 

" We hear that the Congrefs intend to make 
two propofals to the following effect : 

" Firft, That they will fubmit to an abfolute 
reflridtion of their trade for the benefit of Great 
-Britain, upon condition that nothing further fball 
be required of them, it being in their opinion a 
more advantageous offer than any other they can 
make to the mother country. Or, 

" Second, That it fliall be agreed between 
Great Britain and the colonies, that : the latter 
{hall raife her full, equa^ and juft proportion of 
revenue for the fuoport of the whole empire, in 
a fimilar manner as the affeffmenc is upon Scot- 
land ; — That if England raifcs acr,oool, for every 



40,000!. levied on Scotland, fo America will bear 
her (hare. On this fyftem the colonies cannot be 
taxed one farthing without Great Britain paying 
alfo a like proportion. In confederation of this, 
all reftraints on the American trade to be takea 
off. 

" One of thefe propofals muft be accepted, or, 
arms will be the alternative. Col. Wafhington, 
on his appointment to be Commander in Chief, 
refufed any ftipulated falary, faying, he would 
not receive one farthing more than his expencer. 
One thoufand rifle men are raifed by order of th« 
Congrefs ; Penfylvania fends 400, Maryland

- to think the report is well founded, that they in- 
tend to make two propofals to the following effect.

" The Quakers, naturally fond of their inte- 
reft, could not bear the thought of having their 
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property taken from them without their confent, 
and have therefore taken arms, notwithstanding 
the public teftimony, which was really the work j 
of about thirty of their elders. There are whole 
companies of that fociety daily under arms; in 
particular^ the light infantry company of the firft 
battalion in this City is compofed of them, in an 
uniform of light blue and buff."

The ladies in Briftol town (hip have evidenced 
a laudable regard to the intereft of their country. 
At their own expence they have furnifhed the re- 
giment of that county with a fuit of colours and 
drums, and are now making a collection to fup- 
ply raufquets to fuch of the men as are not able 
to fupply themfelves. We hear the lady, who 
was appointed to prefent the colours to the regi- 
ment, gave in charge to the foldiers, never 10 
defert the colours of the ladies, if they ever wifhed 
that che ladies fhould lift undtf their banners. 

The fpirit of oppofition to the arbitrary and 
tyrannical ads of the Miniflry and Parliament of 
Britain, hath diffufed itfelf fo univerfally 
throughout this Province, that the people, even 
to its mod extended frontiers, are indefatigable 
in training themfelves to military difcipline.— 
The aged, as well as the young, daily march 
out under the banners of Liberty, and difcover a 
determined refolution to maintain her caufe even 
until death.— In the town of Reading, in Berks 
county, there had been fome time paft three 
companies formed, anJ very forward in their ex- 
ercife; fince, however, we are well informed, a 
fourth company have affociated under the name 
of the Old Man's company.

a/I ion bet-ween the Spaniards and Algerines, pub* 

lijhtd by authority at Madrid. 

Madrid, July 17. Our armament, which was 
aflerobled at Carthegeha, was to have failed June 
1, to attempt a coup de main againft Algiers, to 
put a period to the piracies of that regency iir 
our feas ; but was detained by contrary winds to 
the end of that month. 

The fleet being then arrived off Algiers, Don 
Pedro Caftejon, who had the command of it 
with Count O'Reilly, General of the land forces, 
agreed to remain in the Bay till fuch time as cir- 
cumftances fhould favour a debarkation. In the 
mean time they founa* that the Regency, taking 
advantage of the retardment of the fleet, and not 
kpowihg its detonation, had prepared for a vigo- 
rous defence. In order to divert the attention of 
the enemy from the place where the debarkation 
was propofed to be made, orders were given for 
the St. Jofeph and the L 'Orient to make a falfe 
attack on two forts, and fp me redoubts, which 
was executed with great exactnefs ; but the $r. 
Jofeph having her principal cable cut by a ball, was 
driven by the current near a battery of the enemy, 
in which ftie greatly (offered in her hull and malls. 

The place of debarkation being fixed, and the 
time favourable, the two Generals gave the necef- 
hry orders for landing, which was on the 8th, at 
four in the morning.' For this purpofe feven co- 
lumns of fmall veflels were formed, which were 
covered by the (hips of war $ ana) a body of 8qoq 
men was landed at a proper place, a league and ' 
half from the coaft of the Levant, which was exe- 
cu*d in the befl order, with profound f;Ience, 
and the greateft readinefs, f he remainder of the 
»"ny followed with the greateft celerity imagin- 
able, and were all landed in four hours time. 
Though the number of the enemy which op- 

pofed our trooops from aU pajts was immenfe^ they 



would certainly have poflefled themfelves of an 
advantageous poll upon an eminence, if our firft 
body, animated by an inconfiderate ardor and an 
impetuofity of courage, had not, contrary to the 
exprefs orders of the Generaf, engaged the ene- 
my too foon ; fo that the fecond body, fcarcely 
landed, had no other part to take than immedi* 
ately to march to fuftain them, and endeavour 
with them to feize the port, or retire together in 
the belt order poflible; the action, however, fodn 
became general, and continued for the remainder 
of the day. 

Our troops finding themfelves extremely fa- 
tigued from the heat of the weather, as well as 
from being in continual action for thirteen hours, 
without any hopes of rendering their profpect 
practicable, Coum O'Reilly, in concert with the 
other Generals, refolved to re-embark the whole 
army, which was happily executed the fame night, 
together with the artillery, ammunition, car- 
riages, &c. 

The two Commanded beftow the greateft eulo- 
giums on the union, intrepidity and refolutron, 
with which all the officers, both by fea and land, 
as wellasthefoldtersand failors, conducted them- 
felves in all the above complicated operations) 
and are convinced that they fhould have abfolute- 
ly had the mod happy and compleat fuccefs, had 
not the firft body of troops, by their ill-timed cou- 
rage, prematurely commenced the attack as be- 
fore mentioned. 

The lofs of the Moors oh this occafion was very 
considerable : ours amounts to 600 killed, among 
whom are the Marquis de Romana, Camp-Mar- 
fhal, and Don Jerome Capmant, Lieutenant Co- 
lonel. Our numocr wounded is 1800, the greater 
part flightly. Among thefe are Lieut. Don An- 
tonio Ricardos ; the Count d'Afalto and Don 
Louis Urbina, Camp-Marfhals ; Count Fernan 
Nunez, Count del Montijo, and the Marquis de 
Viltena, Brigadiers'; Colonel Don Auguftin Vil- 
lena ; Lieutenant Colonel Don Pedro de Gorofti- 
za ; and the four Aides de Camp of the General 
in Chief, viz. Don Felix Mufquiz, Don Joachim 
d'Oquando, Don Antonio Cornel, and Don Fran* 
cis Saavedra ; alfo twelve out of ihe fixteen Engi- 
neers that were landed. With refpect to the roa-r 
rine we have learnt that on board the St. Jofeph 
there were three men killed and nineteen {lightly 
wounded j among the latter are the Commandant 
Don Manuel Varena, the fecond Captain, D.ou 
Juan Moreno, and the Lieutenant of the ffaip, 
Donjoachin Luzan.

It is a doty I owe to the friendfhip I have long 
and fincerely profeflfcd for you ; a friendfhip to 
which you have the ftrongeft claims from the firft 
moments of our acquaintance. There is no man 
from whom I have received fo many teilimonies 
ofefteem and affedlonj there is no man whofe 
4fteemand affeclion could, in my opinion, have 
done me greater honour. I entreat and conjure 
you> therefore, my dear Sir, to impute thefe lines 
not to a petulant itch of fcribbljng, but to the 
molt unfeigned folicitude for dye fytme tranquil* 
lity of your mind* and for your reputation. I 
ftncereJy lament the infatuation of the times,

Dear Sir, 

WHEN we were Iaft together in fervice, I 
mould not have thought it within the vi- 
ciflitudes of human affairs that we mould meet at 
any time, or in any fenfe, as foes. The letter 
you have honoured me with, and my own feelings, 
continue to prove we are ftill far from being per- 
sonally fuch. 

I claim no merit from the attentions you fo 
kindly remember in the early period^ of our ac- 
quaintance, but as they maoifeft how much it 
was my pride to be known to be your friend ; nor 
have 1 departed from the duties of that character, 
when, I will not fcruple to fay, it has been al- 
moft general. offence jo maintain it : J mean fince 
the violent part you have taken in the commotions 
of the Colonies. 

It would exceed the limits and the propriety 
of our prefent correfpondence to argue at full the 
great caufe in which we are engaged. But an- 
xious to preferve a confident and ingenuous cha- 
racter, and jealous, I cenfefs, of having the part I 
fuftain imputed to fuch motives as you intimate, 
1 will ftate to you as concifely as I can the princi- 
ples upon which, not voluntarily, but mod con- 
fcicntioufly I undertook it. . 



I have, like you, entertained from infancjr** 
Veneration of public liberty. I have likewife re- 
garded the Britifh conftitution as the be ft fafe* 
guard of that bl efling to be found in the hiftory of 
mankind. ► 

The vital principle of the conftitution, in 
which it moves and has its beini>, is the fupre* 
nucy of the King and Parliament ; a compound, 
indefinite, indefeafible power, coeval with the 
origin of the empire, and co-extenfive overall its 
parts. 

I am no ftranger to the doctrines of Mr. Locke, 
and other of the bell advocates for the rights of 
mankind, upon the com pacta always implied be- 
tween the governing and governed, and the right 
of refiflance in the latter, when the compact (hall 
be fo violated as to leave np other means of re- 
drefs., I look with reverence almoft amounting 
to idolatry upon thofe immortal Whigs who 
adopted and applied fuch doctrine during part of 
the reign of Charles the Ift. and in that of James 
the Hd. 

Should corruption pervade the three eftates of 
the realm, fo as to pervert the great ends for which 
they were inftitated, and make the po*er veiled 
in them for the good of the whole people operate, 
like an abufeof the prerogative of the Crown, to 
general oppreffion, I am ready to acknowledge 
that the fame doctrine of re£ftancc applies as for- 
cibly againfl: the abofes of the collective body of 
power, asBgaintl thofe of the Crown, or either of 
the other component branches Separately : Still 
always under Hood that no other means of redrefs 
can be obtained : A cafe, I contend, much more 
difficult to fuppofe when it relates to the whole 
than when it relates to parts. 

But in, all cafes that have exifted or can be con- 
ceived, I hold that refiftance, to be justifiable* 
muft be directed againfl: the ufurpation or undue 
exercife of power ; and that it is moft criminal 
when directed again it any power itfelf inherent in 
the conftitution. 

And here you will immediately difcern why I 
drew a line in the allufion \ made above to the 
reign of Charles I. Towards the clofe 6f it, the 
true principle of refiftance was changed, and a 
new fyftem of government projected accordingly. 
The patriots, previous tonne Long Parliament, and 
during great part of it, as well as the glorious 
Revolutionifts of |68$, refifted to vindicate and 
reftore the conftitution ; the Republicans refifted 
to fubvert iu . . 

Now, Sir, lay your Jiand upon your heart, as 
you have enjoined me to do on mine, and tel\ mf

another; and for altering fundamentally the form 
of government, eftabliihed by charter, and fe- 
faired by acYs of its own legiflature folemnly con- 
Armed by the Crown ; for exempting the «' Mur- 
derers" of Colonics from legal trial, and, in 
effect, from pur.iftiment; for ereetingin a neigh* 
bouring province, acquired by the joint arms of 
Great-Britain and America, a defpotifm dange- 
rous to our very exigence ; and for quartering fol- 
dieis upontheColonifts*in time qf profound peace* 
It has alfo been refolved in Parliament, that Co- 
nifts charged with committing certain offences, 
ihall be tranfported to England to be tried, 

But why mould we enumerate our injuries in 
detail f By one ftatute it is declared, that Parlia- 
ment can '* of right make laws to bind us in all 
cafes whatfoever." What is to defend us again ft 
fo enormous, fo unlimited a power ? Not a tingle 
man of thole who aflame it, is chofen by us, or 
is fubjeel to our controul or influence; but on 
the contrary, ihey are all of them exempt from 
the operation of fuch laws j and an American 
Tevenue, if not diverted from the oftenfible pur- 
pofes for which it is raifed, would actually lighten 
their own burdens in proportion, as they increafe 
ours. We faw the mifery to which fuch defpo- 
tifm would rtduce us. We for ten years incef- 
fantly and infrVctuaily befieged the Throne as 
fupplicants; we reafoned, we remonftrated with 
Parliament in the moil mild and decent language. 
But admtniflration, fenfibie that we fhould re- 
gard jhefe oppreffive meafures as freemen ought 
to do, fent over fleets and armies to enforce them/ 
^The indignation of the Americans was roufed it 
is true; but it was the indignation of a virtuous, 
loyal, and affectionate people. A Congrefs of 
Delegates* from the United Colonies was affem* 
bled at Philadelphia, on the 5th day of lad Sep- 
tember. We reiolved again to offer an humble 
and dutiful Petition to rhe King, and alfo ad- 
drtiTed our fcllo#-fubje6s of Great-Britain. 
We have put fued every temperate, every refpect- 
ful meafure ; we have even proceeded to break off 
our commercial iptercourfe with our fellow-fub- 
jecls, as the lail peaceable admonition, that our 
atuchmftit to no nation upon ea/th ih&uld fup- 
plant our attachment to liberty.- This we flattered 
ourfelves was ihe ultimate ttep of thecontroveify,; 
but the fubfequent events have fhswn, how vain 
is this hope of finding moderation in our ene- 
mies,

Our petition, though we were told it was a de- 
cent one, that his Majefty had been p leafed to 
receive it gracioufly, and to pro mi fe laving it 
before his Parliament, was huddled into both 
Houfes amongft a bundle of American papers, 
and there neglected. The Lords and Commons 
in their add refs, in the month of February, faid, 
that *' a rebellion at 'that time actually exifted 
within the Province of Maffachufetts Bay ; and 
that thofe concerned in it, had been countenanced 
and encouraged by unlawful combination and en* 
gagements, entered into by his Majelty's fubjccls 
in fever al of tl;e other Colonies ; and therefore 
they befought his Majefty that he would take the 
moll effectual meafures to enforce due obedience 
to the laws and authority of the fupreme legifla- 
ture.** Soon after the commercial intercourse of 
whole Colonics, with foreign countries and with 
each other, was cut off by an act of Parliament; 
by another, feveral of them were entirely prohi- 
bited from the fisheries in the feas near their coafts, 
on which they always depended for their futU- 
nance; and* large reinforcements of fhips and 
troops were immediately fent over to General 
Gag*. 

Fruitless were all the entreaties, arguments and 
eloquence of an illuftrious band of the molt dif- 
tinguifbed Peers and Commoner?, who nobly and 
ilrenuoufly afler?ed the juftice ofour caufe, to ftay 
or even to migitate the heedlefs fury with which 
thefe accumulated and unexampled outrages were 
hurried on. Equally fruitlefs was the interference 
of the City of London, of Briilol, and many 
other refpectable towns, in our favour. Parlia- 
meat adopted an infidious manoeuvre, calculated 
to divide us, to eftablifh a perpetual auction of 
taxations, where colony mould bid againft co- 
lony, all of them uninformed what.ranfom fhould 
redeem their lives, and thus to extort, from us at 
the point of the* bayonet the unknown fums that 
ihoold be fufficient to gratify, if poffibfe to gra- 
tify, minifteriai rapacity, with the miferabie in- 
dulgence left to us of raiting in our own mode the 
preicribecl tribute* What terms more rigid and 
humiliating could have been dictated by remorfe- 
lefs victors to conquered-enemies ? In our circum- 
ftances, 10 accept ihem would be todeferve them« 

Soon after the intelligence of thefe procee'dingi 
arrived on this continent, General Gage, who in 
the courfeof the latt year had taken poflefBon of 
the town of Bofton, in the province of M attach u- 
fctU-Bay, and ftill occupied it a» a garrifon, on 
the 19th day of April fent out from ttut place a 
large detachment of his army, who made an un- 
provoked a (Fault on the inhabitants of the faid 
province, atthe town of Lexington, as appears by 
the affidavits of a great -number of perfon*, fome 
of whom' were officers and foldierso* thaj detach- 

men*, 
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ihent> murdered eight of tne inhabitants, and 
wounded many others. From thence the troops 
proceeded in warlike array to the townofConcord, 
Where they fet upon another party of the inhabi- 
tants of the fame province, killing feveral, and 
wounded more, until compelled to retreat by the 
country people fuddenly a (Tern bled to repel this 
cruel aggreffiofl, Hoililities thus commenced bjr 
the Britifh rroops, have been fince profecuted by 
them without regard to faith or reputation. The 
inhabitants of Bofton being confined wirhin that 
town by the General their Governor* and Having 
is order to procure their difmiffion entered into ft 
treaty with him, itwasftipulated that the faid in- 
habitants, having depofited their amis with their 
own Magiilrates, mould have liberty to depart,' 
taking with them their other effects.

Friends, Countrymen, and B rethrew t 

BY thefe, and by every other appellation that 
may defignate the ties which bind US tq 
each other, we pn treat your ferious attention to 
this our fecono* attempt to prevent their diffolu- 
tion« Remembrance of former friendfhips, pride 
in the glorious achievements of our common ao- 
ceftons, an4arFeftion for the heirs of their virtues, 
have hitherto preferved our mutual connexion, 
But when thatfriendmip is vLIated by thegroflfeft 
injuries, when the pride of anceftry becomes our 
reproach; and we are no otherwife allied than as 
tyrants and Haves, when reduced to the melan- 
choly alternative of renouncing your favour or 
£>ur freedom* can we hefitate about the choice i 
Let the fpir.it of Britons determine. 

In a former addrefs we afferted our rights, and 
ftated the injuries we had then .received. We 
hoped that the mention of our wrongs would have 
roufed that honeft indignation which has ikpt too 
long for your honour, or the welfare of the em- 
pire. But we have not been permitted to enter- 
tain this pleafing expectation ; every day brought 
an accumulation of injuries, and (he invention of 
the Miniitry has been cooftantly exercifed in 
. adding to the calamities of your American bre- 
thren. 

After the moft valuable right of legislation was 
infringed, when the powers affumed by your par- 
liament, in which we are not reprefented, and 
fronx our local and other circumitances cannot 
properly be reprefented, rendered our property 
precarious. After being denied that mode of trial 
to which ,we have long been indebted for the 
ia&ty of our perfons, and the preservation of our 
liberties, after being in many inftances diverted 
of thofc laws, which were tranfmitted to US by 
our common ancestors, and fubjc&ed to an arbi- 
trary code, compiled i|ncter the au/piccs of Ro- 



man tyrants, after annulling thofe charters wfcida 
encouraged our predeceflfors to .brave death and 
danger in every fliape on unknown feas, in de- 
farts unexplored, a mid ft barbarous and inhospi- 
table nations! when, without the form of trial, 
without a public acinjation, whole Colonies were 
Condemned, their trade deflroyed, their inha* 
bitants impoverimed. When foldiers were en- 
couraged to em bi tie their hands in the blood of 
Americans by offers of impunity j when new 
modes of trial were inftituted for the ruin of the 
accufed, where the charge carried with it the hor- 
rors of convicYion ; when a defpotic government 
was eftablithed in a neighbouring Province, and 
its limits extended toeveryonecf our frontiers, wp 
little imagined that any thing could be added to 
this black catalogue of unprovoked injuries; but 
we have unhappily been deceived; and the late 
rneafures of the Britifli Mini (Try fully convince us, 
that their object is the reduction of thefe Colo* 
nies to flavery and ruin. 

To confirm this agertion, let us recall your at? 
tention to the affairs of America fince our lait ad- 
drefs 1 let us combat the calumnies of our ene- 
mies, and let us warn you of the dangers that 
threaten you in our deltruc\ion. Many of your 
fellow-fubjefts, whofe fhuation deprived them of 
other fupport, drew their maintenance from the 
fca ; but the deprivation of our liberty being, in- 
efficient tofatisfy the refentmentof our enemies, 
the horrors of famine were fuperadded, and £ 
Britilh Parliament, who, in better times, were 
the protectors of innocence, and the patrons of 
humanity, have, without diftindtion of age or 
fex, robbed thoufands of the food which they 
were accuilomed to draw from that inexhauflible 
fource, placed in their neighbourhood by the be* 
nevolent Creator, * 

Another adl of your legiflature fhuts our porta, 
and prohibits our trade with any but thofe ftatra 
from whom the great law of felf-prefervatioa 
renders it abfolutely neceflary we fhould at pre* 
lent withhold our commerce. But this ail (what- 
ever-may have been its defign) we coniider rather 
as injurious 10 your opulence than our intereft. 
All our commerce terminates with you ; and- the 
wealth we procure from other nations is foon ex- 
changed for your fupeifluities. Our remittances 
mqft then ceafe with our trade, and our refine- 
ments with our affluence. We truft, however, 
that laws which deprive us of every Welling but 
a foil that teems with the necefiaries of life, antjl 
that liberty whjch renders the enjoyment of them 
fecure, will not relax our vigour in their defence.

As we wilh not to colour our actions, or dif- 
guife our thoughts, we fhall, in the fimple lan- 
guage of truth, avow the nfcafures we have pur- 
sued, the motives upon which we have acted, and 
our future derlgns. 

When our late petition to the Throne prodoced 
no other effect than irefh injuries, and votes of

The inhabitants of xhis country apply them* 
felves chiefly to agriculture and commerce* As 
their fafhions and manners are fimilar to yours, 
your markets maft afford them the conveniences 
and luxuries for which they exchange the produce 
of their labours, The wealth of this extended 
continent centers with you; and oar trade is fo 
regulated, as to be fubfervjent only to your 
interelL You are too reafonable to expect thai 
by taxes (in addition to this) weihould contribute 
to your expence; to believe, after diverting 
the fountain, that the ftreams can flow with un- 
abated force.

The 
lines on Winter Hill are carrying on with great 
Vigour, and it is propofei, we are informed, to 
extend them to thofe on Profpett Hill. Similar 
Works- are carrying on at Roxbury j bread works 
Within about half a mije of the enemies lines have 
been thrown up acrofs the main ftreet in that 
-town. 

On a very high hill, a little diftance from the 
Meeting-houfe, is ere&ed a ftrong fortification, 
within cannon (hot of Bofton. The above works 
have been conftrucled to prevent any excurfions 
the enemy might attempt to make into the coun- 
try, previous to nearer approaches that may be 
made for retelling that unfortunate capital out of 
the hands of its prefent unjuft, tyrannical in-

Watcrtonvft, July 5. Capt. Tilefton arrived at 
Newbury laft Wednefday, in 21 days from 'New- 
foundland, and informs us, that a greater num- 
ber of veffels had arrived from Europe for the 
f fhery than ufual, as the Colonies were not per- 
mitted to fifhon the Banks there; but finding they 
Could not procure flour, &c. feveral veffels re- 
turned home befoie Capt. Tilefton failed, and 
many more were foon to follow, their voyages 
being broken up.

A letter from an officer on board his Majefty's 
fleet at Bofton, after giving an account of the 
late engagement at BunkerVHill, concludes 
thus: " General Gage was going two or three 
days after to make another attempt on purpofe to 
<bpen a communication by the Neck to the South- 
ward, but in the time of the preparation, a cler- 
gyman (a deferter from the Provincials) delivered 
himfelf up, and gave an account that the Provin- 
cials had 1600 men ftrongly intrenched at Rox- 
burgh town, with feveral mines ready to fpring ; 
on which account the expedition was laid afide. 
Our army, in all attacks, have been great fuf- 
ferers; and it is the opipion of many, that the 
Provincials will make an attempt on Boilon be- 
fore the army can be reinforced from Great-Bri- 
tain." 

AUGUST 26. 

A letter received from Bofton, dated the 18th* 
July, by the Peace and Harmony, Captain Wilh- 
art, contains the following intelligence: 

" That the principal gart of tne officers and 
foldiers, who were wounded on the 17th June, 'are 
fince dead ; owing to the heat of the weather, and 
the want of frefti provifions, which is likely long 
to be the Cafe.

vince in their refpeclive parifh Churches in the 
time of divine fervice. But the fiifhop prudently 
declined.it, alledging that this was not a proper 
fubjeel for an epifcopal mandate according to 
the canons of the church of Rome. But he af 
the fame time offered the Governor to write to the 
ieveral priefts of the Province to exhort them to ufe 
their endeavours, in the way of private conversa- 
tion and advice, to perfuade the people to engage.

Mr. Stuart, the Superintendant of Indian 
affairs is accufed of being the perfon who has for- 
warded this wicked defign, and he is fled for 
fafety. .

The death of Dr. Warren, who was killed at 
Bunker's hill the 17th of June laft, was 4>cca- 
fioned in the following manner :-^-When the Pro* 
vincials were retreating in confequence of the

On Saturday evening John Dunning, Efq; our 
Recorder, arrived here, to hold the General Goul 
Delivery. On Monday the Juries were appointed, 
and the charge to the Grand Jury given* The 
charge having been the fubjett of mucn conver* 
fation, we have been favoured with the following 
as the Jubilance of it.— The Recorder, as ufual,

" In the late battle with ( the .Algerinea, the 
Spaniards had 4000 men killed,^ and 3700 
wounded ; 500 officers were killed and wounded, 
many of them of the firft families in Spain*

the greateft difficulty from their fury*" 

A gentleman who arrived in a (hip from Bofton 
on'Tutfday laft, brines word, that, within the 
town, both the inhabitants .and the foldiers of 
Gezenl Gage are in a moil wretched condition : 
they die very fall, and without any previous ill — 
nefs ; fo that nothing is more common than to 
fee a perfon in apparent health to day, and to- 
morrow in his coffin. The fame gentleman, de- 
clares, that he had dined but twice on frefti meat 
fince the month of April, and that not the fmalleft 
quantity of vegetables is to be procured at any 
price whatever. He likewife adds, that the Pro- 
vincials are ftrongly intrenehed in a fuuation 
which commands a part of Bofton Neck; that 
their operations are carried on with the utmoft 
alacrity ; and that they are well fupplied with 
frefh provisions from the country, while General 
G*ge's communication with it is entirely cut off,. 

A letter from Liverpool, dated Aug* 30, fays, 
" The whole town is in the greareft coafufiqn ! 
You know there are a great number of Guinea 
fhips that go from this port; but fince the pre- 
fent diflurbances in America, as foon as t^ey re- 
turn, they are laid up, there being no fale for 
(laves ; this, together with the arrival of feveral 
Greenlandmen, have thrown as many as three 
thoufand failors out of employ in this port. The, 
merchants on this account have lowered their 
wages, whicia occafioned the failors to rife in 
great bodies, and they immediately went to al| 
the fhips that were ready to fail, and unrigged 
them; this has been praftifed for fouj^nighta 
fuccefBvely. YeAerday they all met in a body 
in 'Change time, to offer terms to the merchants, 
but, on being refufed, they threatened to ppil 
down the'Changi that night. The Magistrates 
and merchants planted 120 perfons armed in the 
'Change, and at nine o'clock laft night, the 
failors furrounded it, and werefiredonfrom within. 
There were two failors killed and feveral wounded. 
I reckoned this morning fix teen holes in one of 
Mifs Williamfoo's (nutters, and many of the balls 
were found in the (hop ; many other (hops near 
the 'Change ihared the fame fate. The failors 
now grew defperate, on account of fome of their

While thefe- recent and 
honourable acknowledgments of their merits re- 
mained on record in the journals and acts of that 
augutt legislature, the Parliament, un defaced by 
thc imputation, or even the fufpicion, of any of- 
fence, they were alarmed by a new fyftem of 
llatuics and regulations, adopted for (he admini- 

flratioa 
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fl ration of the colonics,, that filled their minds 
with the moft painful fears and jealoufies ; and, 
to their inexpreffible aftonifliment, perceived the 
dangers of a foreign quarrel quickly fucceeded 
by domeitic dangers in their judgement of a more 
dreadful kind. 

Nor were their anxieties alleviated by any ten- 
dency in this fyftem to promote the welfare of the 
mother country : For though its effects were more 
immediately felt by them, yet its influence ap- 
peared to be injurious to the commerce and prof* 
pcrity of Great Britain. 

We mall decline the ungrateful taflc of de- 
fcribing the irkfome Variety of artifices practifed

Your Ma- 
jelly's Minifters perfevering in their meafures, 
and proceeding to open hoRilities for enforcing 
them, have compelled us to arm in our own de- 
fence, and have engaged us in a controverfy (m 
peculiarly abhorrent irom the affections of your 
ftill faithful coldnifls, that when we confider 
whom we mult t oppofe in fins conteft, and if it 
continues, what may be the confequence ; our 
own particular misfortunes are accounted by us 
only as parts of our diftrefs. 

Knowing to what violent refentment and in- 
curable animofities civil difcoids arc apt to exaf- 
perate and inflame the contending partie?, we 
think ourfelves required by indifpenfable obliga- 
tions to Almighty God, to your Majcrty, to our 
fellow- fuhji els, and ourfelves, immediately to 
ufe all the means in our power, not incompa- 
tible wiih our fafety, for flapping the further 
efFufion of blood, and for averting the impend- 
ing calamities that 'hreaten the Britifh empire. 
Thus called upon to addref** your M?j*ily on af. 
fairs of fuch moment to America, and probably 
to all your dominions, we arc earneftly defnous 
of performing this office with the utmoft defe- 
rence to your Majefty; and we therefore pray 
that your royal magnanimity and benevolence 
may make the molt favourable conductions of 
Our expreflions on fo uncommon an occafiun. 

Could we represent, in their full force, the* 
fentiments which agitate the minds of as, your 
dutiful fubjects, we are perfuaded your Majority 
woujcl afcribe any feeming deviation from reve- 
rence, in our language, and even in our conduct, 
not to any reprehenfiblc intention, but to the 
impoffibility ot reconciling the ufual appearances 
of refpect with a juii attention to oarprefenration' 



againfl thofe artful and cruel enemies, who abnfe 
your Royal confidence and authority for the pur- 
pofe of effecting our destruction. 

Attached to your Majefty's perfonj- family, 
and governmet t, with all the devotion that prin- 
ciple and affection can infpire, connected with 
Great Britain ly the ftrongeft ties that can unite 
focieties, and depLring every event that tends 
in any degree to weaken th m, we fokmnly aV- 
fure your Majefty, that we not only thoft ardently 
dtfire the former harmony hetiveen her and thefe 
colonies may be reftored, but that a concord may 
be eflablijhtd between them upon fo firm a bafis aa 
to perpetuate its bleflings uninterrupted by*any 
future difientions to fucceeding generators in 
both countries ; and to tranfmit your Majdly's

ments to their own fame. 

We beg leave further to aiTure your Mai k fly, 
that riotwithftanding the fufferings of your loyal 
colonilla, during the courfe of the prefent con- 
troversy, our breafts retain tot) tender a regard 
for the kingdom from which we derive our ori- 
gin, to requeft fuch a conciliation, as migh: iu 
any manner be inconfiflent with her dignity or 
her welfare. Thefe, related as we are to her, 
honour and duty, as well as 'inclination, induce 
us to fupport and advance; and the apprehen- 
fions that now opprefs our heart?, with unfpeak-

Letters from Virginia by the Mary, Capt.

Virginians have discovered their error in begin* 
ring to arm their (laves, to aflift in preventing 
the laws of their mother country being carried 
into execution; for ft flave who had a great re- 
gard for his matter, having been ufed very tenderly,, 
difcovered a plot which was laid to murder all the^ 
white people; and therefore, in the middle of the 
night, all tne arms that were difcovered were, 
feized and 1^ cured, which* according to the con* 
feffion of fomeof fhem, prevented a maflacre." 

\Camhriige* (Maffachufette Bay) July 13. On 
Tuefd^y night a party of men was fent from Rox- 
bury camp to Long-Ifland, in Boflon harbour, 
from whence^ihey brought off 1 5 of the enemy 
priloners, between 20 and 30 horned cattle, and 
about 100 ihe<*p. The prisoners were brought to 
the head quarters yefterday, and foon after fent

•< That one-fourth of the militia in every co- 
lony bt fe letted for minute-men, of fuch perfons 
as are willing to enter into this nec/flary fervice, 
formed iifto companies and battalions, and their 
officers chofen and commiffioned as aforefaid, to 
be ready on ihe fhortefl notice to march to any 
place where their afliftance may be required for 
the defence of their own or a neighbouring colo- 
ny ; and as thefe minute men may eventually be 
called to action before the whole body of the mi- 
litia are fufficiently trained, it is recommended 
that a more particular and diligent attention be 
paid to their inftruclion in military difcipline. 

*' That fuch of the minute men as defirc it, be 
relieved by new draughts, as aforefaid, from the 
whole body of the militia, once in four months; 

44 As there are fome people, who, from religi-' 
ous principles, cannot bear arms in any cafe, this 
pongrefs intend no violence to their confeiences, 
but earneftly recommend it to them to Contribute 
liberally, in this time of univ'erfal calamity, to 
the relief of their diftrefled brethren in the feveral 
colonies, and to do all other fervkes to their op- 
prefled country, which they can confident with 
their religious principles* 



<• That it be recommended to the aflemblies or 
Conventions in the refpeclive colonies to provide, 
as foon as poffible, fufficientftores of ammunition 
for their colonies ; alfo that they devife proper 
means for furnifhing with arms, fuch effective 
men as are poor and unable to furnim taemfelvea* 

" That it be recommended to each colony to 
appoint a committee of fafety, to fu fieri n tend and

make fuch proviflon, by armed veflels or other-

" Where, in any colony, a militia is already

The Addrefs of the Congrefs to the King was 
delivered to Lord Dartmonth laft Friday ; bot 
although Mr. Penn and Mr. Lee attended three 
different times, according to appointment, 
no reply was made to them till Monday, when 
they were told, " that no anfwer would be 
«• given." The prayer of the addrefs was, 
** that his Majefty would be pleafed to direct fome 
*« mode, by which the united applications of the 
" faithful Coloniils to the Throne, in purfuance 
'< of their Common Councils, may be improved 
" into a happy and permanent reconciliation*" 
Can the Miniftry after this pretend they wifh a 
reconciliation f And are they.net the only men in 
this kingdom, who danot ardently defire it, and 
to prevent the further effufion of the blood of our 
fellow fubjecls, by which the whole empire is 
weakened ? 

A gentleman who arrived in town this week 
from Bolton fays, that the Provincial army are in 

high 
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J»igh fpirfts, that their numbers daily encreafe, 
that they had plenty 0/ all forts of provifion, and 
that there greateft want was gunpowder, which, 
Jie is apprehensive is the reafon of their acting fo 
Aiuch on the defenfive ; he further adds, that a 
Jarge quantity of gunpowder, &c was expecled 
when be failed. 

By authentic accounts from Bofton of the latter 
*ftd of July, we learn, that the hofpitals there are 
full of fick, {0 that the furgeons are harrafled to 
fuch a degree, as to be unable to hold it out 
.■ftoch longer. The dead are generally from eight 
to fifteen a day, fo that flic* id not the Provinci- 
als deftroy the King'* troops, peftilence certainly' 
-will in a very rtiort tinrt ; that the men are en* 
tireiy fpiritlefs ; and that it would not be fafe to 
Ite&ard any operation with them in the field, as 
-they feem totally averfe to the fervice. 

A letter from Newport, Rhode Iflaad, dated 
July 10,'fays, " General Gage, we hear, has 
cotamitted to gaol a number of the inhabitants of 
Boiton, for refuting to work ou the fortifications, 
and on board the mips of war." 

Letters from Quebec, brought by the Bnti(h 
Queen, Capt. Judge, who is arrived at MiJford, 
give an account, chat the confufions there daily 
increafe, and that the Governor will find work 
enough at Quebec to keep order there, without 
marching an army to the aulftance of General 
Gage. The letters fay, that the inhabitants are 
quite averfe to that fervice; that they have no 
buiinefiotttoT Canada, and they will never fubmit 
to be employed to cut their fellow-fubjedts throats.

And whereas the faid petition of certain of the 
Commons was again lodged on the laft quarter 
aflembly, when a committee of fix Aldermen and 
as many of the Commons were appointed, with 
the affiftance of Mr. Recorder, to draw up a pe- 
titioa and addrefs to his Majefty, asabove Hated ;

Extracl of a Utter from Cambridge, in Nrw Eng* 
land, July\z. 
** The day before yefterday we went to Chel- 
fea, famous for the battle of Noddle Ifland near 
to it. While we were on Powder Horn Hill, 
back of Chelfea, we faw a ikirmifh between a 
party of our people (120 in number) who went 
in whale-boats to an ifland about 12 miles from 
Bofton, and burnt a large quantity pf hay, which 
was put up into bundles by the Regulars, and in- 
tended to be ferit to Bofton^ for their horfes, A 
great number of marines in fchooners, men of 
war's boats, and two mips of war, kept up a con- 
ilant fire on our men, while they remained on 
the ifland; but this did not prevent them from 
deftroying the hay. The fc ho oner and 60a ti en- 
deavoured to cut off their retreat, which brought 
on a very warm engagement, in which we had one 
killed and one wounded. The lofs of the Rcgu- 
Jars is not known, but fuppofed to be eonfider* 
able, as they were drove off feverai times, aud 



finally obliged to retire, which wout<J hot nav£ 
been the cafe if they had not loft fome men. 

" Yefterday we fpent in Roxbury :— while 
there, were amufed with a heavy fire of cannon 
and mortars, from the lines of the Regulars on 
the Neck, and from one of their floating batteries, 
again ft 200 of our men, who were throwing up 
a breaft work in front of the George Tavern on 
the fame Neck, and within a few rods of the Re- 
gulars advance guard ; our people kept on their 
work, and never returned a mot. Three bombs 
burft near our men without injuring them— molt 
of the cannon (hot were taken up and brought to 
the General.— It is diverting to fee our people 
contending for the balls as they roll along. 

" One circumftance much to their reputation 
I muft mention— During a fevere cannonade at 
Roxbury laft week, a bomb, 13 inches diameter, 
fell within our line, and burnt furioufly, four of 
our artillery men ran up, and one kicked out the 
fufe and faved the bomb, probably fome lives.— 
A ftroke of heroifm worthy of record.— 4 heard 
the man's name yefterday, but now forget it* 
The Regulars have fo hardened our people by 
their repeated firing, that a cannonading is juft 
as much minded there as a common thunder 
fhower.— All things look well ; we are now 
ftrongly polled, fa are the Regulars. I believe 
neither fide are willing to attack each other in 
their lines. 

" We have juft got over land from Cape Cod 
a large fleet of whale boats. In a day or two we 
{hall man them in Cambridge andMyftick rivers, 
and try to keep our enemies boats from intuit- 
ing us. 

«* The Regulars do not feem willing to come 
out, but our people are perpetually provoking 
them." 

A gentleman who got out of Bofton, Monday, 
July ie, fays, that the inhabitants were number* 
ed and amounted 6573.— The foldiers num- 
bered, women and children, to 13,600. — 300 
Tories are chofen to patrole the ftreets ; 49 of 4 
night.— Very fickly, from 10 to 30 funerals in 
a day, and no bells allowed to toll: — Matter 
Lovell taken up and put in goal, which is in 
confequence of fome letters found in Po&or • 
Warren's pockets, and Mailer Leach arTo. ■ - 
Releafed out of gaol 4.— Mr. Hunt faying, that 
be wiihed the Americans might kill them all, 
was confined in gaol,— 11 dead of the wounded, 
prifoners at Charles Town. — Col. Parker dead : 
he declared at his laft hour, if he got well, he 
would do the fame.— The officers fay, damn the 
rebels, that they would not flinch. — ?A great 
number of floating batteries are building, and Ave 
tranfports and three floops are failed for hay and 
wood to the eaftward,

I BEG the favour of your Lordflup to lay before 
his Majefty the peculiar embaraflment of my 
prefent lunation. 

Your Lord Hup is no ftranger to the conduct 
which I have obierved in the unhappy difpuies 
With our American colonies. 
The King it too jaft and too generous not \o 



believe, that the votes I have given in parliament 
have been given according to the dictates of my 
confeierice. Whether I have erred or nor, the 
courfe of future events, muft determine. In the 
mean time, if I were capable of fuch duplicity* 
as to be any way concerned in enforcing thofe 
meafures of which I have fo publicly and folemnly 
exprefLd my difapprobationi I mould ill deferve 
what I am moft ambitious of obtaining, the^fteem 
and favourable opinion of my Sovereign, 

My requeft therefore to your Lord (hip is this, 
that after having laid thofe circumftances before 
the King, you will afTure his. Majefty, that he has 
not a fubjefl who is more ready than I am with 
the utmoil chearfulne** to facrince his life and 
fortune in fupport of the fafety, honour, and dig* 
nity of his Majefty's crown and per Ton. But the 
very fame' principles which, have infpired me with 
thefe unalterable fentimenrs of duty and affection, 
to his Majefty, will not fuffer me to be instrumen- 
tal in depriving any part of his people of thofe • 
liberties which form the bed fecurity for their fi- 
delity and obedience to his government. As I 
cannot, without reproach from my own confci- 
cnce, confent to bear arms again (I my fellow fob* 
jecls in America in what, to my weak difcernment, 
is not a clear caufe ; and as it feems now to be 
finally refolved, that the 2zd regiment is to go 
upon American fervice, I defire your Lordfhip tp 
lay me in the mofl dutiful manner at his Majefty's' 
feer, and humbly beg that I may be permitted to 
retire. 

Your -Lordihip will alfo be fo obliging to en- 
treat, that as I wave what the cuftom of the fer- 
vice would entitle me to, the right of felling what 
I bought, I may be allowed to retain my rank in 
the army, that whenever the envy or ambition of 
foreign powers mould require it, I may be enabled 
to ferve his Majefty and my country imhat way, 
in which alone I can expect to ferve them with 
any degree of effect. 

Your, Lordfhip will eafily conceive the regreif 
and mortiheation I feel at being neceffitated to 
quit the military profeflion, which has been that 
of my anceftors for many generations, to which I 
have been bred almoft frcm my infancy, to which 
I have devoted the itudy of my life ; and to per- 
fect myfeif in which, I have fought inftruftiom 
and fervice in whatever part of the world ihvy 
were to be found.

I 
complain of nothing; I love my profefjion, and 
fhould think it highly blameabte to quit any 
courfe of life, in which I might "be ufeful to the 
public, fo long as my conttitutional principle*.

Laft night an exprefs 
arrived from Cambridge, which, it is faid, brings 
advice that General Pribble had brought an ac- 
count that fix tranfports employed at Cafco Bay 
to procure forage and provisions for General 
Gage's army, had been furprized by 300 of the 
Provincials in whale boats ; five out of fix of them 
were taken and fecured in fhoal water. . Moft of 
i)ie men belonging to the tranfports were fora- 
ging afhore when the attack was made. We are 
alfo told, that the rifle men bad in one day killed 
ten of a reconnoitering pVtv ; and it is added 
likewife, that they have killed three field officers. 
A centry was killed at 250 yards diftance, 

Laft Tuefday the firft divifion of Colonel 
M'Dougail's battalion of Provincial troops failed, 
qnder the command of Lieutenant Colonel Rit- 
zema, to join Major General Schuyler, at Ticon- 
deroga ; they will foon be followed by the fecond, 
Under Major Zedwitz; and their Colonel is pre- 

{ paring immediately to follow with the third and 
aft divifion. 

On Tuefday an exprefs arrived in town from 
Long-Ifland, and informs us that 13 men of war 
and tranfports were lying at anchor in Oyftcr- 
Pond-3ay f near Gardiner's Ifland, but had not 
landed any of their men on Monday afternoon, 
when the exprefs came away. 

His Excellency the Governor has been pleafed 
to prorogue the General Aflejnbly of this Province 
(o the fixth day of September next. 

By feveral gentlemen that left the Provincial 
Camp at Bpfton, about ten days ago, we learn, 
tUat they are 20,000 ftrong, extremely well en- 
trenched, are very healthy, have the greateft abun- 
dance of provifions, that a great harmony fubfifts 
amongft the officers and men, and that they are 
yery impatient to be broug ht toa&ion, 

Cam&ridge, A*g. 3. Some very late intelligence 
bath been received at bead-quarters, this week, 
from Canada, the fubftance of which is, that the 
Canadians and Indians cannot be perfuaded by 
Governor Carlton to join his forces, but are de« 



termined to remain neuter: That tfaefre are but 
500 Regulars in Canada, a ft and againft the Pro- 
vincials is expected down the Lake ; and that 
consequently Quebec and Montreal have been left 
quite oare of troops, except a fmall guard at each 
place* 

. Laft Monday morning, near Charleftown Neck, 
a warm fire began between our advanced parties 
and thofe of the enemy, attended with cannonad- 
ing from the enemy's works on Banker's Hill. We 
took two marines prifoners, and killed feveral of 
the Regulars, with the iofs of one man, belong- 
ing to Marblehead, who was killed with a cannon 
ball. 

Parties of rifle-men, together with fome In- 
dians, are conftantly harra fling the enemy's ad- 
vanced guard, and fay they have killed feveral of 
the Regulars within a day or two pa ft. One of 
the riflers is miffing, and is faid to be taken pri- 
foner, 

Laft Monday (morning about 800 men went 
from Roxbury to the fpot where the light-houfo 
lately flood, where they found 40 of the enemy, 
28 foidiers, and 12 Tory carpenters and labourers, 
who were fent from Bolton to ere& a building for 
fixing up lights. Our people, before they fur- 
rendered, killed four of them (among whom, it 
is faid, was a Lieutenant) and took the reft pri- 
foners. being 24. Regulars, and 12 workmen, 
with the lofs of one man of onr fide* The fame 
day the whole number were brought to tjie head- 
quarters in this town, and the day following fent 
off to Worcefter. 

Laft Tuefday morning a party of the enemy 
advanced into Bofton Neck towards Roxbury ; 
but was foon drove back ; they however fet firo 
to the George Tavern, which was confumed.

From the Delegates appointed by the

dence Plantations, Connecticut) New Tork 9 
Newjerfey, Pennsylvania, the Lower Coun- 
ties on Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina, in General 
Congrefs at Philadelphia, 
Friends and Fellow Subjefls, 

AS the important conteft into which we have 
been driven, is now become interefting to 
every European ftate, and particularly affe&s the 
members of the Britifti empire, we think it our 

duty 
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duty to addrefs you on the fubjeft. We arc de- 
fiious, as is natural to injured innocence, of ppf« 
feffing the good opinion of the virtuous and hu- 
mane. — We are peculiarly defirous of furniflung 
you with a true (rate of our motives and objects, 
the better to enable you to judge of our own con- 
dud with accuracy, and determine the merits of 
the controverfy with impartiality and prccifion. 

However incredible it may appear, that, at 
this enlightened period, the leaders of a nation, 
which in every age has facrificed hecatombs of her 
braveft patriots on the altar of Liberty, mould 
prefume gravely to afTert, and by force of arms 
attempt to eftablifh an arbitrary fway over the 
fives*, liberties, and property of their fellow-fub- 
jefts in America ; it is neverthelefs a rooft de 
plorable and indifputable truth. 

Thefe Colonies have, from the time of their 
firft fettlement, for neir two centuries, peacea- 
bly enjoyed thofe very rights of. which the Mi- 
litary have, for ten years paft, endeavoured by 
fraud and by violence to deprive them. At the 
conclufion of the laft war, the Genius of England, 
and the fpirit of wifdom, as if offended at the 
ungrateful treatment of their fons, withdrew from 
the Britifh counfels, and left that nation a prey to 
a race of Minifters, with whom ancient Englifh 
hontfty and benevolence difdained to dwell. 
Prom that period, jealoufy, difcontent, oppref- 
fion, and difcord, have raged among all his Ma- 
jesty's fubjeds, and filled every part of his domi- 
nions with diftrefs and complaint. 

Not content with our purchafmg of Britain at 
herd** price, doathing, and a thoufand other 
articles u fed fey near three million* of people on 
this vaft continent * cot fatis/ied with the amazing, 
proftts arifing from the monopoly of our trade, 
without giving us either time to breathe, after a 
Jong, though glorious war, or rteleaft credit for 
the blood and trcafure. we have expended in it ; 
sotwithfiaadiag the zeaj we had marufefted for 
the fervice of our Sovereign, and the warmeft at- 
tachment ua the. conJtirutiom of Britain, and the 
people of England, a black and horrid deiign 
was formed, to convert us from freemen into 
flavej.from fubjc&s into vaiTals, and from friends 
into emrmies. 

Taxes, for the firfttime fince we landed on the 
American mores, were* without our consent, i^- 
pofodufon us; an unconstitutional edid to com- 
pel ua to furniih nacefiarits for a ftandiag army, 
that we wifhed to fee dj&anded, wasitoed; and 
the legiflature of New York fufpended for re- 
futing to comply with it. — Our ancient and in- 
eftimabie right of trial by Jury, was, in many in- 
ftances, aboliibed ; and the com ion law of the 
land made to give place to Admiralty jurisdic- 
tions. Jqdges were rendered, by the teniae of 



their commiffions, entirely dependent on the will 
of a Minifter. New crimes were arbitrarily crea- 
ted; and new courts, unknown to the confuta- 
tion, inftituted. — Wicked and imldiom Gover- 
nors have been fet over us ; and dutiful petitions 
fyr their removal, were branded with the 
opprobrious appellation of ftandalous and defa- 
matory. Hardy attempts have been made under 
colour of parliamentary authority to feize Ame- 
ricans, and carry them to Grcat*Britain to be 
tried, for offences committed in the Colonies.—* 
Ancient charters have no longer remained facred 
—that of the MafTachufetts Bay was violated, and 
their form of goveanment eftentially mutilated 
and transformed.— On pretence of punifhing a 
violation of fome private property, committed By 
a few, difguifed individuals,, the populous and 
flourifhing town of Boflon was furrounded by ■ 
fleets and armies ; its trade deftroyed ; its port 
blocked up ; and thirty thoufaad citizens fub* 
jeered to all the miferies attending fo fudden * j 
convulfion in their commercial metropolis ; and 
to remove every obftacle to the rigorous execu- 
tion of this fyftem of oppreffion, an aft of ParK* 
amentwas pafTed, evidently calculated to indeqw 
nify thofe who might, in the profecution of it, 
even embrue their hands in the blood of the inha- 
bitants. 

Though pre/Ted by fuch an accumulation of- 
undeferved injuries, America fttll remembered 
hrr duty to her Sovereign.— A Congrefs, confift- 
ing ofpeputies from twelve United "Colonies, af- 
fcmbled. They in the mofl refpeclfut terms laid 
their grievances at the foot of the Throne, and 
implored his Majefty's interpofition rn their be- 
half. — They alfo agreed to fufpend all trade with 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the Weft-Indies,' 
hoping, by this peaceable mode of opposition, 
to obtain tbat juftice from the Britifli Miniftry, 
which had been fo long folic i ted in vain. — And 
here permit us to affuje you, that it was with the 
ntmt>& reluctance we could prevail upon our- 
felves, to ceafe our commercial connection witk 
your ifland.— -four Parliament had done us no 
wrong.— You had ever been friendly to the rights 
of mankind ; and we acknowledge with plea- 
fure, and with gratitude, that ytyr nation Has 
produced patriots, who have nobly diftjneuifhed 
themfelves in the caufe of humanity and Aztree 
rica. On the other hand, we were not ignorant, 
that the labour and manufactures of Ireland, like 
thofe of the filk-worm, were of little moment to 
hexfelf, but ferved only to give luxury to thofe 
who neither toil wr^w.— We perceived, that if 
we continued our commerce with you, our agree- 
ment not to import from Britain would be/r*/7- 
Ufi\ and were therefore compelled to adopt a 
meafure, %q which nothing- but abfblute rrecef-

fity cooJd bare recenciled «».— It gave us, how- 
ever. Come confolation to reflect, that fhoald it 
occasion much diftrefs, the fertile regions of Ame- 
rica would afford you a fafe afylum from poverty, 
and in time from oppreiiion alfo— an afylum, in 
which many thoufands of your countrymen have 
found hofpitality, peace, and affluence, and be* 
come united to us by all the ties of confanguinity, 
mutual in te reft and affection.-— Nor did the Con- 
grefs ilop here.— Flattered by a pleafing expec- 
tation, that the juftice and humanity which had 
fo long characterifed the Englim nation, would, 
on proper application afford us relief, they re* 

Srefented their grievances in an affectionate ad* 
refs to their brethren in Britain, and in treated 
their aid and interpofition in behalf of thefe Co* 
lonies. 

The more fully to evince their refpect for their 
Sovereign, the unhappy people of Boflon were 
requeued by the Congrefs to fubmit with patience 
to their fate.; and all America united in a refo- 
lotion to abfarn from every fpecics of violence.— 
During this period, that devoted town fuflfered 
itnfpeakabJy.-*-fts inhabitants wereinfulted, and 
their property vtokted.— Still relying on the cle- 
mency and juitfce of his Majefty and the nation, 
they permuted a few regiments to take poffcf- 
fion of their towp, to furround it with fortifica- 
tions, and to cut off all intercourft between them 
and their friends in the country. 

With anxious expectation did all America wait 
the event of their petition;— All America laments 
its fate. Their Prince was deaf to their com- 
plaints; and vain, were all attempts to imprefs 
him with a fenfe of the fufferings of his Ameri- 
can fubjects; of the cruelty of their Tafi Mafiers> 
and of the many Plagues which impended over his 
dominions* Initead of directions for a candid 
enquiry into our grievances, infuh was added to 
opprelEon, and our long forbearance rewarded 
with the imputation of cowardice. Our trade 
with foreign itates was prohibited, and an act 
of Parliament patted to prevent our even lim- 
ing on our own coafts, — Our peaceable affem- 
blies, for the purpofe of confulting the common 
fafefy, were declared feditious ; and our afTtrt- 
ing the very rights which placed the Grown of 
Great-Britain on the heads of the three fucceflive 
Princttofthe Houfe of Hanover, filled rebellion. 
Orders were given to reinforce the troops in 
America. — The wild and barbarous lavages of the 
wildemefs have been folicited by gifts to take 
up the hatchet againft us; and infligatcd to de- 
luge our fettlements with the blood of innocent 
and defencelefs women and children.— The whole 
country was moreover alarmed with the expected 
horrors of domeltic infurrections. — Refinements 
in-parental cruelty, at which (he Genius of Britain 



muft bluih ! Refinements which admit notsf being 
even recited without horror, or praclifed without 
infamy ] We mould be happy, were the.'e dark 
machinations the mere fuggeilions of fufpicfon* 
—We are forry to dedar*, that we are poffefTed 
of the mod authentic and indubitable evidence of 
their reality. 

The Miniftry, bent on pulling down the pttlara 
of the constitution, endeavoured to erect rha 
Aandard of defpottfm in America ; and if fuccefs- 
fulj Britain and Ireland may fh udder at the con* 
fequences ! 

Three of their moft experienced generals alt 
fent to wage war with their fellow Subjects, and 
America is amazed to find the name of Howe in 
the catalogue of her enemies— She loved his 
brother. 

Defpairing of driving the Colonies to refinance 
by any other means, than actual hoftility, A 
detachment of the army at Bofton nurched into 
the country in all the array of war ; and unpro- 
voked r fired upon, and killed feveralof the inha-* 
bitants. — The neighbouring farmers fuddenly 
aflTembled and repelled the attack.— *From 
this, all communication between the town 
and country was intercepted —The citizens pe* 
titioned the General for permifibn to leave the 
town, and he promifed on furrendeiing thei/ 
arms, to permit them to depart with their 
other effects.— They accordingly furrendfcrei 
their arms, and the General violated his fai.h. 
Under various pretences, paffports were delayed 
and denied ; and many thoufands of the inhabi- 
tants are at this <iay confined in the town in the 
utmoft wretchednefs and want.— The lame, the 
blind, and the Hclc, have indeed beeft turned out 
into the neighbouring fields ; and fome eluding 
the vigilance of the centriea have efcaped from 
the* town, by fwimming to the adjacent (hores. 

The war having thus began on the part of Ge- 
neral Gage's troops, the country armed and em- 
bodied. The reinforcements from Ireland foon 
after arrived ; a vigorous attack was then made 
upon the Provincials. In their march, the troops 
fur-rounded the town of Charlestown, confining 
of about four hundred hou-fes, then recently aban- 
doned to efcape the fyry of a relentlefs foidiery.— ► 
Having plundered the houfes they fet fire to the 
town, and reduced it to afties. To this wanton 
wafte of property, unknown to civilized nations, 
they were prompted, the better to- conceal their 
approach uuder cover of the fmoak. A ihocking 
mixture of cowardice and cruelty, which then 
firft tarnifhed the luftre of the Britimarms, when 
aimed at a brother's bread 1 But bleffed be God, 
they were feftr&inect from committing farther ra* 
vages, by the lofs of a very considerable part of 
their army, including many of th«ir molt expert- 

cace* 
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enced officers.— — Thelofs of the inhabitants was 
inconfiderable. y 

Compelled therefore to behold thoufands of our 
countrymen imprifooed, and men, women, and 
children involved in promifcaous and unmerited' 
mifery.— When we find all faith at an end, and 
facred treaties turned into tricks of ftate. — When 
we perceive our friends and kinfmen maflacred, 
pur habitations plundered, our houfes inflames, 
and their once happy inhabitants fed only by the 
band of charity — Who can blame us for endea- 
vouring to retrain the progrefs of defolation? 
Who can cenfure our repelling the attacks of fuch 
a barbarous band ?— Who, in fuch circumftanccs, 
would not obey the great, the univerfal, the di* 
vine law of felf preservation } 

Though vilified as wanting fpirit, we are de- 
termined to behave like man,— -Though infulted 
and abufed, we wifh for reconciliation.— Though 
defamed as ftditious, we are ready to obey the 
laws. — And though charged with rebellion, will 
cheerfully bleed in defence of our fovereign in a 
righteous caufe.— What more can wc fay, what 
more can we offer ! 

But we forbear to trouble you with a tedious 
detail of the various and fruitlefe offers and appli- 
cations we have repeatedly made, not for petitions, 
for wealth, or for honours, but for the humble 
boon of being permitted to poflefs the fruits of 
honeft induftry, and to enjoy that degree of Li- 
berty to which God and the Constitution have 
given us an undoubted right* 
, Blefled whhanindiflbluble union, with a variety 
of internal refources, and with a firm reliance on 
the juftice of the Supreme Difpofer of all human 
events, we have no doubt of rifinc fuperior to all 
the machinations of evil and abandoned Minifters. 
We already anticipate the golden period, when 
Liberty, with all the gentle arrt of peace and hu- 
manity, (hall eflablifh her mild dominion in this 
weftern world ; and erect eternal monuments to 
the memory of thofe virtuous patriots and martyrs, 
who (hall have fought, bled, and fuffered in he* 
caufe. 

Accept our moft grateful acknowledgments for- 
the friendly difpofmon you have always fliewn to- 
wards us— We know that you are not without 
your grievances— We fympathize with you in 
your diftrefs, and are pleafed to find that the 
defign of fubjugating us, has perfuaded adminiftra- 
tioh to difpenfe to Ireland iome vagrant rays of 
minifterial funmine— Even the tender mercies of 
government have long been cruel towards you 
—In the rich paflures of Ireland, many hungry 
parricides have fed and grown ftrong to labour in 
its deftruftion — We hope the patient abiding of 
the meek may not always be forgotten ; and God 
grant that the iniquitous fchemes of extirpating 
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liberty from the Britlfh empire may be foon de- 
feated.— But we mould be ; - muting" to our- 
felves, — we fliould be perfidious ; t<7 posterity 
— we fhould be unworthy tftat anceftry-Trom 
which we derive our defefnt, flVoUld w» fbtanit 
witR folded arms to military Ijtfttherystod depre- 
dation, to gratify the lordly tmWtibn, or fet* 
the avarice of a Britifh MittiftrvY "In defence of 
our perfons and properties, under actual violation, 
we have taken up arms— — When that Viblchct 
fliall be removed, and hoftilities eeafc -'brfi J tte 
part of the ag^reflbr*, they mill ceafiTftik 
our part alfo. — For the atchievment * -oF USta 
happy event, we confide in the good trfficefcoF 
our fellow fubjefts beyond the Atlantic. '"'OF 
their friendly difpofition we do not yet defpertjd J 
aware as they muft be, that they have notfctug 
more to expect from the fame common enemy > than

IN obedfenxe to the order of the Congrefs, this 
committee have enquired into the pre mi (Tes, 
and upon the bell information obtained find, 
that the Commanders of the New-England army 
had, about the 14th ult. received advice that Ge- 
neral Gage had iJTued orders for a party of the 
troops under his command to poft themfelves on 
Bunker's Hill, a promontory jufl: at the entrance 
of the Pen info la at Charleftown, which orders 
were foon to be executed ; upon which it was de- 
termined, with the advice of this committer, to 
fend a party, who might erect f me fortifications 
upon The faid Hill, and defeat this defign of our 
enemies. Accordingly on the i6ih ult. orders 
were iflcred, that a detachment of 1000 men 
Jbftuld that erening march to Charleftown, and 
entrerich upon that Hill. Jurt before nine o'clock 
frhey reft Cambridge, and proceeded to Breed's 
£iH, tf tuated en the fartherpart of the Peninfula 
f»ext to fiofton, (for by feme miftake this Hill 
was marked out for the entrenchment in (lead of 
the other) many things being neceffary to be done 
preparatory to the entrenchments being thrown 
up, which could do be ilone before, lift the 
*uemy &oald dlfeower and defeat the defign, it 
was nearly twelve o'clock before the works were 
£n*ered upon. They ware then carried on with 
(the utrooft diligence and alacrity ; fo that by the 
dawn of the day they had thrown op a fm all re- 
doubt, about eight rods fquare. At thte time a 
heavy fire began from the enemy's mips,- a num- 
ber of floating batteries, and from a fortification of 
the enemy's upon Cons Hill in jloftoiu dirt&ly 



oppofite to our little redoubt. An xnceJTaat fhowcr 
of (hot and bombs was rained by tbefe upon oar 
works. The Provincials continued to labour in- 
defatigably till they had thrown up a fmall breafi- 
work, extending from the Eaft fide of the redoubt 
to the bottom of the Hill, but were prevented 
compearing it by the intolerable fire of the 
enemy. 

Between twelve and one o'clock a n amber of 
boats and barges, frlled with the regular troops 
from Bofton, were obferved approaching towaHs 
Charleftown ; thefe troops landed at a place 
called MorctonV Point, fiteated a little to the 
Eaftward of our works* This brigade formed 
upon their landing, and flood thufs farmed 
till a fecond detachment arrived from Bofton to 
join them ; having fent out largfc flank guards, 
they began a very flow inarch towards our lines. 
At this inftant, fmoke and flames were- (e'en >to 
aripB from the town of Charleftown, which had 
bees feton fire by the enemy, that the imoke might 
caver their attack upon our lines, and perhSp* 
with a defign to rout or deftroy^one or two regi- 
ments of Provincials who had been ported in that 
town. If either of thefe was their defign, they 
were difappointcd, for the wind lifting on a 
fndden, carried the fmoke another way, and the 
regiments were already removed. The Provin- 
cials within their entrcchmeats impatiently 
waited the attack of the enemy, and reserved their 
fire till they came within 10 or 12 rod*, and then 
began a furious difcharge of fmall arms This 
fire arretted the enemy, which they for, fome time 
returned, without advancing a flep, and than re- 
treated in diforder and with great precipitation 03 
the place of landing, and fome of them fongjht re- 
fuge even within their boats. Here the e$Gem 
were obferved by the fpaclators on the pppoftta 
more, to run down to them, ufing the moft pa(^ 
fionate geftures, and puftucg the man forward 
with their fworda,. At length they were rallied, and 
marched up with apparent reluctance towards the 
entrenchment; the Americans again referved 
their fire until the enemy came within five or fix 
rods, and a fecond time put the Regulars to flight, 
who ran in great confufion towards their boats. 
Similar and fnperior exertions were now neceflarily 
made by the officers, which, notwith (landing the 
men difcovered an almoft infuperable reluctance 
to fighting in this cauft, were again fuccefsfcL 
They formed once more, and having brought 
fame cannon to hear in fuch a manner as to rake 
the infide of the bread- work from one end of it to 
the other, the Prpvineiah retreated within their 
little fort. The minifterial army now made a 
dec i five effort. The fire from the mips and bat- 
teries, as well as from the cannon in the- front 
o! their army, was redoubled, The Qffienrsin 
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the rtiu of their am?, wer* ooferved to goad for- 
ward the men with renewed exertions, and they 
attacked the redoubt on three &dt$ at once. The 
The bread-work on the outfide of the fort was 
abandoned; the ammunition of the Provincials was 
expended, and few of their arms were fixed with 
bayonets. Can it then be wondered that the word 
was given by the Commander of (he party to 
to retreat I But thi» he delayed till the redoubt 
was half filled with Regulars, and the Provincials 
had kept the enemy at bay jome time, confront 
ing them' with the butt ej*4s of their mufkets. 
Theretrsat of this little handful of brave men 
would have been effectually cut off, had it not hap- 
pened that the Hanking party of the enemy, 
which was to have come upon the back of the 
redoubt, was checked by a party of the Provin- 
cials, who fought with the utmoft bravery, and 
kept them from advancing farther than the Beach ; 
the engagement of thefe two parties was kept up 
with the at moil vigour ; and it mart be acknow- 
ledged that this party of the minifterial troops 
evidenced a courage worthy a better canfe; all 
(heir efforts however were infafficient to compel 
the Provincial* to retreat till their main body had 
left the Hill ; perceiving this was done, they then 
gave ground, but with more regularity than could 
be expected of troops who had nn longer been 
under .discipline, and many of whom- never before 
few an engagement, 

in tJw# retreat, the Americans bad to pafrover 
the Neck which joins the Peninfula of Charles- 
town te the main land. This Neck was com- 
manded >by the Glafgow men of war, and two 
floating batteries, placed in fiieh a manner, as 
that their fliot raked every part of it. The in* 
ceiTant fine kept up acrofs this Neck had, from 
the- beginning of the engagement, prevented any 
coniidexnble reinforcements from getting to the 
Provincial* on the Hill, and it was feared it would 
ant off their retreat, but they retired over it with 
little or no lofs. 

With a .ridiculous parade of triumph, the mi- 
nifteriai Generals again took pofleffion of the Hill 
which had fayed them as a retreat in flight from 
the batUe^of Concord. It was expected that they 
woukjkpr.o&cute the fuppofed advantage they had 
gained toy marching immediately to Cambridge, 
which was diflant bat two mile** and which was 
not then in a ftate of defence. Thifrthey failed to 
4o. The wonder excited by fuch conduct foon 
ceafcd, when by the be ft accounts from Bofton 
we are told, that of 3000 men who marched out 
upon this expedition, no ltd than 1500 (ninety 
two iOf which were commiiSorted officers) were 
killed or wounded ; and about 1200 or them 
either killed or mortally wounded* Such a 
daughter was perhaps , never before made upon 



Britifh troops in the fpaceA>f about an hour, during 
which the heat of theengagmentlafled, by about 
15QO men, which were rhc moft that were any 
time engaged on the American fide. 

The loft of the New-England army amounted, 
according to an exacl retura, to 145 killed and 
miffing, and 304 wounded; thirty of the .fir ft 
were wounded and taken prisoners by the enemy* 
Among the dead was Major General Jofeph War- 
ren, a man whofe memory will be endeared tohia 
countrymen, and to the worthy in every part and 
age of the world, fo long as virtue and valour 
/hall be e deemed among mankind. The heroic 
Colonel Gardner of Cambridge has fince died of 
his wounds; and the brave Lieutenant Colonelt 
Parker of Chelmsford, who was wounded and 
taken prifoner, perifhed in finfton goal. Thefe 
three, wifh Major Moore and Major M'Clary, 
who nobly ftrugglcd in the caufe of rheir country, 
were the only officers of diftinction which we loft. 
Some officers of great worth, though inferior in 
rank, were killed, whom we deeply lament. But 
the officers and foldiers in general,' who were 
wounded, are in a fair way of recovery. Tha 
town of Charleftown, the buildings of which were 
in general large and elegant, and which con* 
tained effecls belonging to the unhappy fuiFerers in 
Bolton, to ft very great amount, was intirely de- 
stroyed, and its chimnies and cellars now prefent 
avprofpeel to the Americans, exciting an indig- • 
nation in their bofonw, which nothing can ap* 
peafe but the facrifice of thofe miscreants who- 
have introduced horror, defolation t and havoc k 
into thefo once happy abodes of liberty, peace*, 
and plenty. 

We wifh for no further effufion of blood, if te* 
freedom and peace of America can be fee u red: 
without it ; but if it mull be otherwife, we are 
determined to t ftrugg!e. We difdain life without 
liberty. 

Oh Britons! be wife for yourfelves before ifc 
is too late; and fee u re a commercial intercourfje 
with the Americah Colonies before it is for eve¥ 
loft; difarm your minifterial afTaffines, put an 
end to this unrighteous and unnatural war, and 
Airier not any rapacious defpots toamufeyoU with 
the unprofirable ideas of your right to tax and 
officer the Cokni^t^ till the moft profitable and ad* 
vantageous trade you have is irrecoverably loft. 
IJe wife for yourfelves, and the Americans will 
contribute to and rejoice in your profperity>

WR wait upon you, Sir, to congratulate you 
on the better eflablifoment of your health, and to 
bid you welcome to a people, who, from the 
rectitude of your administration, could not part 
with you without the deeped regret, and who mull 
therefore receive yoa again with all cbe confidence 
of fafety and protection which the experience of 
your virtues and abilities can infpire, 
* Would to Heaven that an event fa honourable 
to you, at this freih mark of the King's approba- 
tion really is, and which is fo acceptable to us, 
had found us in a condition more propitious to 
ycur felicity; for even a mid it the complicated 
diflrcfles of this melancholy hour, we feel an ad* 
dition to our grief, from the afpect of the times, 
upon the happincfs we fincerely with you to 
enjoy.

I receive with fatisfattion your congratulations

lamented by every good man and well-winer af 
his King and Country. 

I confefs my disappointment at the change of 
circumflances in this Government, and feel the 
weightieit diftrefs at the prefent unfriendly afpeS 
of the times. Long residence in the Colonies, tad 
a happy experience of repeated friendships, nave, 
as it were, naturalized me to America, and bound 
me while I remained in England faithfully to rc- 
prefent the loyalty, fentiments, and fituation-of 
the inhabitants of this Province, and to fupport 
their intereft with my beft endeavours. At the 
fame time my bread glowing with an arde&t 
seal for the honour of my Sovereign* and af- 
fection for my native country, I was induced 
to embark again for this Government, cherilh- 
ing the pleating hope of being able to contri- 
bute, in fomefmall degree, the haftening*hegeneral 
with of the nation, for a fpeedy and happy recon- 
ciliation between Great Britain and her Colonies. 
If there can be a time when it would be wifdom , 
and humanity to liften to the calm and difpaffion- 
ate voice of reafon and moderation, it fureiy raaft 
be the prefent. I with to embrace the idea, that 
neither difloyalty in his Majefty's American fun- 
jects, or difaffeetion to the Mother country, co&* 
Hitute any part of the prefent unnatural contra* 
verfy ; but that the contention lows from a mere 
mifconception of conflitutional principles. The 1 
Parliament in their refolution of the 27th of , 
Pebruary, having made the firtl advance to a 
meafare 0/ accommodation, it would furtly be 
glorious in the Americans to avail themselves of 
fo important an opportunity, in fo noble a cauie. 
In the prefent moment, were America 10 liberate j 
the reft rainta Arc has laid on her coramtKC and 
conftitutiqnal authority, and thro' her Provincisl 
aflemblies grant, fuitable to the eafc of their cir- 
cuoiflances, fupplies to the Mother country, for 
the protection of the whole BritUb State, I am 
confident in my own mind the controverfy would 
fall to the ground; and that many acts of concilk 
ating grace would be extended to America by 
Great Britain, which national honour cannot fnf- 
fer to have torn from her by violence. 

I am acquainted in a difpatch from the Earl of 
Dartmouth, that the memorial and reprefenta- 
tion or the General Aflembly of this Province 
were unfortunately blended with expreffions con* 
tain ing claims, which made it impoffible for Par- 
liament, oenfiflent with its judice and dignity, 
to receive ; yet the petition to the King has been 
prefented to h s Majeily, who was pleafed tore* 
ceive it with the moft gracious expreiSons of re- 
gard and attention to the humble rtqucfts of his 
faithful fubjects in New York* and 1 am aMtbo- 
rifed to fay, that nothing can give greater fatif- 
faction to the Royal braH, than to fee us again a 
happy and united people.

converfation with l?r. Johnfon, of Connecticut, as 
well as with the Gentlemen of New-York, with 
whom I was upon a treaty at Hartford, I have 
all the reafon that can be to conclude, that the 
cpntroverfy between me and the afTembly has 
already been of fervlce to the caufe of Govern- 
ment in thofe two colonies, and that more has 
been done to prevent a Claim to independency 
upon ahy cnoftitutional principle, than has ever 
been done before/* On the 1 \ ft of the fame 
month he writes to another Gentleman in Lon- 
don, (his name not entered in the letter book, but 
From other parts of the letter, fuppofed to be to 
Mr. Jackfori, of the Board of Trade) as follows ; 
i( I mould not do myfelf juftice, if I did not tell 
you that I have all the rdafon that can be to fup- 
pofe the eontroverfy between me and the two 
Houfes will have a good effeft irt the other colo- 
nies. When I was at Hartford, Dr. Johnfoh 
allured me, he had never feeri the right of parlia- 
ment fo unanfwerably fupported before.'* Thefe 
paragraphs, when they flrft appeared, aftOnifhed 
every body with regard to Johnfon, Who had ever 
before Hood fair with us, both as a man of prin- 
ciple, and as a friend to the liberties of his coun- 
try ; but about a fortnight ago the Doctor Came 
here from" Connecticut,- when, as you may fup- 
pofe, he was warmly attacked about the contents 
bi thefe letters, and^ to cur entire fatisfaclion, he 
exculpated himfeif like a man of honour, as you 
and I have ever thought him.

A committee was appointed to inquire into th«r 
caufesofthe late difturbances and commotion* 
in the country, and made the following report. 

IT appears to your committee, by the tefti- 
mony of Dr. William Pafteur, that on Friday 
morning, the 23d of April lair, there was a com- 
motion in the city.of Williamfburg, occafienedby 
the Governor's removing fome powder from the 
public magazine; that a common-hall being a f- 
rembled, he attended. An addrefs was preferred 
to his Excellency the Governour, and an anfw r 
received, as publifhed in the Virginia Gazette ; 
that the people, at the requeft of the corporation, 
retired peaceably to their habitations; that,' da- 
ring the commotion, the Captains Foy,Montaour # 
and Collins, walked the main ftreet unmolefled % 
that> in the morning of the 23d of April, the faid 
Pafteur, attending a patient at the palace, acci- 
dentally met with his Excellency the Governour, 
who introduced a conversion relative to what \\:& 
pafled the preceeding day, and feemed greatly 
exafperated at the people's having been under 
arms ; when the faid Pafteur obferved, that it 
was done in a hurry and confufion, and that moil 
of the people were convinced they were wron^. 
His Lordfhip then proceeded to make ufe of

It appears, by the-reflimony of Thomas Mont- 
gomery, of the county of Prince William, that, 
previous to the powder's being feixed, committees 
of correfpondence and of obfervation, to carry 
into effect the refolutions of the Congrcfs, and, 
volunteer companies, were formed ; military dis- 
cipline was taught, arms and ammunition were 
induftriouily procured. 

That, upon the report of the GovernourV 
having feized the powder, many people marched 
to Frederickfburg ; where, upon a meeting of 
feveral counties, it was determined, in confu- 
tation, they fhould return to their refpeclive 
homes. 

That the court proceeds in crimimal cafes* -In 
civil cafea, the proceedings are flopped ; owing,, 
as he thinks, to the expiration of the fee bill, 
but not to the determination againft imports and 
exports, which he thinks did not nceceflarily pro- 
duce that effett. Having obferved the fame in- 
clination in the people to do juftice to their 
creditors as ufual, he thinks the above fteps do 
not proceed from any inclination to with-hold 
juftice. 

That no other commotions or disturbances have, 
happened in the county hut what were produced 
by the alarm of feizing the powder ; and thefe 
tubfided foon, and the people returned to their 
own habitations.

It appears, by the teftimony of Archibald 
Govan, Thomas Evans, John Johnfon, and 
.George Braikenridge, of the county of Hanover, 
that proceedings in criminal cafes went on as ufual. 
That all civil law proceedings (except motions 
againft ihetiffis, and other publick officers) were 
flopped in June 177^* In November, a com- 
mittee, in conformity of a regulation to the Con- 
grefs, was chofea, to carry into execution the 
American aflbciation, an independent company 
enliited, but not embodied. 

That, for the interruption of fwtt in civil cafes, 
they atfign the expiration of the fee bill as the 
principal caufe, and do not attribute that meafure 
to the adoption of the commercial oppofoion, as 
this political plan took place fome months after 
the courts had flopped their proceedings. 

That, as to commotions, they fay none have 
occurred, except in one inftance, which proceeded 
from the Governour's feizing the powder, which 
was heightened and in crea fed by his threatening 
to enfranchife the flaves. 

That thofe, caufes induced the independent 
company to chufe their officers, and march out 
about twenty miles towards Williamsburg ; but 
how they conducted themfelves on their march, 
jthey can give no information. That they think 
the independent companies were formed to put 
the country into a ftate of defence, yet they ftp- 
pofe they would have aided the commiiee. 

That this colony, fn their opinion, defires not 
an independence of Great Britain ; and that a re- 
drefs of the prefent grievances' would re-eftablim 
tranquility, and produce a reconciliation with 
jthe parent ftate. 

Jt appears to your committee, from the tefti- 
mony- of Andrew Sprowle, Archibald Campbell, 
and James Ingram, of the county of Norfolk, 
and Samuel Donaldfon, of the county of Nanfe- 
mond, that, in thefe counties, the courts, as 
iifuftl, proceed jn criminal cafes. For the caufes 
of flopping the proceedings in civil fuits, they 
aflign the expiration of the free bill as the primary 
one ; but, as a fecondary caufe, they trnrtk this 
meafure was adopted to carry the purpofes of the 
aflbciarion more effectually into execution, which, 
bv diilreffing the mercantile part of the Britiih 
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nation, wai intended to' Jntereft iherri In Favour* 
of the colony, and to produce, in the end, an 
accommodation.

Were thofe, and thofe only, to be confidered as 
perfecu.ted men, who, from principles and duty, 
are attached to their King and his government, 
we ourfelves, my Lord, mould fail under this pre r 
dicament ; and perhaps may, with j nil ice, think 
humanity di%raced by. fuch proceedings. Tha* 
fome few people may have been deluded, we ihall 
not quellion ; the utmoir. pains we know have been 
taken, in different colonies, to alarm them with 
the ** disfigured fide of the American" ftory, and to 
render them deaf and blind to their true intered 
and political falvation. So far as our example 
can. influence the people of this country, in pre- 
ferving their loyalty to his Majefty, a proper re- 
fpect to government, and the good order cf fociety, 
your Lordihip may be aflurcd that it ihall be 
made as diffufivc as poffible. 

We have, my Lord, the fincereft and mofj: 
active defire to fei&e every opportunity of ettablifh- 
ing the freedom of our country upon a fixed and 
"Known foundation," and ot uniting ourfelves 
withour fellow fuhjects of Great Britain in one 
common bond of ihtercft and natural affection. 
But we have no " doubts :, of what fuch fse*dom 
confifts in ; it is written, as with a fun-beam, on 
our hearts. We are equally feniible of thofe effen- 
tials, which alone can admit us to (he participation 
of a juft proportion of the comrr.on interett ; but, 
for the variety of cogent reafons afligned by our 
addrefs in anfwer to your Lordlnip's fpeech, we 
cannot view the propofal of the Houfe of Com- 
mons in the fame light your LordlTiip feems to do.

of fubfitfence, who, by the fweat of their brows, 
had long contributed to the protection and prof- 
perity of America ; though, we have the pjeafure 
to affure your Majefty, we as yet feel no fuch me* 
lancholy effects of American ingratitude and un- 
kindnefs, by any unufual failure of demand for 
our manafa&ures, *or of employment for our 
poor. v 

Ardently wifhing for the fpeedy reftoratioh of 
peace and harmony throughout the Britifh em- 
pire, upon an equitable and confthutional foun- 
dation, we at the fame time think it our duty to\ 
affure your Majefty of our determined readinels to 
ufe any lawful means in our power, to fupport the 
confthutional rights of your crown and of the Bri- 
tifh parliament in and over every part of the Britifh , 
dominions ; not doubting but tljat, from the pu.- 
rity of your Majefty's intentions, and the bene- 
volence of your heart, all deftrable mercy will be 
mixed with any feverity that \yill with deep regret 
be feen needful for accomplishing that important

The humble addrefs of thejuftices afligned to keep 
the peace^ and to hear and determine divers 
felonies, trefpafles, and mifdemeanors in the 
county of Middlefex, in general feffion aflem* 
bled, and alfo of the gentleriien, clergy, and 
freeholders of the fame county, whofe flames 
are hereunto fuhferibed. 

WEj your Majefty's loyal and dutiful fub- 
jects, refident in this opulent county, fen- 
fiWe of the bleffings which we derive from your 
Majefty's mild and gracious government, during 
which juftice has been admihiftred with an impar* 
tiality unknown to former ages, and under which 
every fubject has felt himfelf protected in the en* 
joyment of all tliofe benefits, which it is the ulti- 
mate end of civil inftitutiona to enfurej humbly 
prefurrte to addrefs your Majefty at a crifis, whicn 
we conceive to be a moft important one, and fuch 
as is not to be paralleled in the hiftory of this or 
any other country. 

We look back with awful reverence on that pe- 
riod towards the end of the laft century, when, by 
a revolution, from which it Were impiety to ex- 
clude the interpolation of Divine Providence, the 
bounds of regal authority, and the meafures of 
civil fubjecYion, were mutually adjufted and afcer- 
tained, upon principles coeval with and inter* 
woven in the very coriftitution of this country. 
To thofe genuine patriots and friends of religioui 
and civil liberty, the a£tors in that hoble caufe, 
We at this day owe it that pedecutkm i* baniihed 



to the realms of defpotifm ; that illegal rfcftraints 
of civil liberty are guarded againft ; that- the an- 
cient power of parliaments over every part of the 
Britifh dominions is recognized ; and the fupreme 
legiflative authority, by a wife and happy tempe- 
rature of various interefts, declared to refide in the 
three- eftates of king, lords, and commons. 

Reflecting on the above aufpicious event, and 
the numerous benefits that have followed from it, 
we feek in vain for the motives of that unnatural 
rebellion in North America, into which the inha r 
bitants of forhe of the provinces thereof, not left' 
by the artifices of a difappoioted and impotent 
faction than their own ayerUon to our religious and 
civil conftitution, have been precipitated* 
^ To attain the ends of a lawlefs aflbciation, which 
aims at nothing lefs than an independence on the 
mother country, that would draw down deftruc- 
tioti cm their own heads, the legal government of 
the colonies, now in rebellion, has by degrees been 
fubyerted, and the allegiance due to your Majefty 
from your loyal fubjefts there has been extorted 
by and transferred to a few ufurpers, whofe regard 
for the public is abforbed in the hope of private 
advantage: In the profecution of their traiterous 
purpofes, the hoftilities originally commenced by 
the Americans nave been continued in a manner 
praftifed onlv by favages ; and in the conduct of 
a War, on Which, with unhallowed lips, they im- 
plore the Divine Bleffing, we behold, with equal 
amazement and horror, the violation of thofe rules 
of war to Which humanity and the practice of all 
civilized nations have given a fanction. 

Miferies, greater if poflible than thofe of a war 
thus conducted on the part of our enemies, have 
been denounced againft the mother country by it's 
rebellious fons, who, by refolutions of non-im- 
portation, have endeavoured to cut off the fourcea 
of our wealth, and by the dread of famine to fti- 
tnulate the induftrious manufacturers of this king- 
dom to oppofe that power which has been their 
confhnt fupport. But, thanks be to God, the 
flouriftiing condition of our trade, the quick cir- 
culation of wealth, the ftate of public credit, and 
the amazing encreafe of buildings and mercantile 
improvements which prefents themfelves to our 
eyes in every part of this county, are evident 
proofs of the futility of all fuch attempts; as they 
are of the flouriftiing ftate of the kinedom in ce-

WHEREAS the Continental Congrcfi, by 
their refolve of the 27th of May laft, or- 
dered that 00 provifions of any kind be exported 
to the Ifland of Nantucket (except from the Co- 
lony of the Maffachufetts) from whence they were 
to be fuppltcd with provifions only for their in- 
ternal ufe ; and the faid Congrefs deeming it of 
great importance to North-America, that the 
Britifh fifhery Ihould not be furnimed with provi- 
sions from this continent through Nantucket, did 
by iheir faid refolve earneftly recommend a vigi- 
lant execution thereof by all committees : And 
whereas ic appears to this committee, by the con- 
fcffioA of Abraham H. Van Vleck, of this city, 
merchant, and the examination of George Cof- 
fin, that the faid Abraham H, Van Vleck, being 
owner of the floop Henry (whereof the faid George 
Coffin was mafter) did about the 23d of June laft 
fend from this port the faid floop, laden with 
provision, to Nantucket, on account and rifque 
of the faid Abraham H. Van Vleck ; and that 
the faid George Coffin fold the fame there for the 
ufe of the inhabitants: And whereas it alfo ap- 
pears on the faid examination and confeffion, that 
the faid Abraham H. Van Vleck hath again, 
during this prefent week, laden the faid floop at 
New-York with provisions, for a like voyage to 
Nantucket, and that the faid George Coffin was 
to proceed on the fame as mafter of the faid 
floop, but was detected in fuch defign, and the 
veflel and cargo detained by this committee*

George Coffin, and the confeffion of the kid 
Abraham H. Van Vleck, be publi/hed in the fe- 
deral news-papers of this Colony.

I Acknowledge to have bargained with George 
Coffin, about the latter end of May laft, for 
the floop Henry, of which I was owner; but as 
our agreement fell through, I then, by advice of 
the faid George Coffin, concluded to load her for 
Nantucket, with a cargo of provifions, and gave 



thecommahd of theveflel tdhiro* Soon afterthe : 
refolve pf the Hon. Continental Congrefs was 
made public, refpecling ;he non exportation of 
provifions to faid place j notwithstanding which, 
through ignorance of the conferences, and a 
ftrong imagination that it would not hurt the 
caufe of America, I very imprudently proceeded 
n load i^f faid floop for Nantucket, for which 
place the faid George Coffin immediately went, 
and on his arrival there was folicited by the inha* 
bitants to go to New- York, and return as foon as 
poffible with another load, as they were in great 
want of provifions; and fhe was nearly compieated 
loading with a like cargo, on the fame event as 
laft voyage at this period. The vefTel and both 
cargoes were owned entirely by me, and no per- 
fon whatever, either direttly or indirectly, had 
any fhare or part in the fame ; and I likewife do 
moil folemnly exculpate my father, Henry Van 
Vleck (who had been out of town a long time) 
and every other perfon, from having any know- 
ledge in the matter; and I will, if required, fa- 
tisfy the fame by an oath. Now, Gentlemen, 
after having made this open confeffion, I throw 
myfelfon the mercy of my country, hoping that 
every indulgence will be allowed me, confident 
with theintereft of the public. I can, and do 
appeal to my fellow-citizens, that I ne'er did in 
any one in (lance tranfgrefs again ft the liberties of 
America ; and -had £ thought the provifions 
Jhipped by the aforementioned veflel would have 
fell into the hands of the King's troops, n<* con- 
fid er at ion whatever could have induced me to 
have fent the fame. I again; beg leave to crave 
the lenity of the public ; and I am, Genrtemen,

way of any King's veflels tvhich might carry him 
into Bolton.

IN anfwer to your Excellency's meffage of this 
day, wherein you defire that this Houfe would 
refcind their vote of the 13th of laft naoath, ref. 
peding their difmifTion of the three members for 
the county of Grafton, who were called by the 
King's writ only, without an acl of Government 
for that purpofe \ we are- forry to find that your 
Excellency fhould intimate that our difmifling 
faid members was depriving the eleclots of their 
privilege, as we did not apprehend that any one 
perfon in the Englifh empire could have had Aich 
an idea j and trull that the good people of the 
county of GraUon will not think that we have de- 
prived them of any part of their rights or privi- 
leges by our difmifling the faid members, *as his 
very notorious that this and former tfoufes of Af- 
lembly have long wifhed that this Province might 
be more generally represented in a confthutional 
way ; ana have long endeavoured that an aft of 
Government might be patted, enabling the Go- 
vernors to iflue writs to fuch town, to fend mem* 
"T&etfrffct might be provided for in faid aft, (as is 
the cafe in the other government* on this conti- 
nent) but have not been able to have fuch an aft 
eltabliihed, for what reafons your Excellency 
may know better than' we do. As, the Council 
are appointed far this Province by the Crown, we 
think it not only a cruel, but an arbitrary ftretch 
of prerogative, for your Excellency to iflue writs 
to fuch towns as you think proper to fend Repre- 
sentatives, without the concurrence of the other 
branches of the legiflaturc therein ; for by that 
means the Reprefentatives, as well as the Coun- 
cil, would in. ejB&& be chofen by the Crown. We 
cannot think that fuch an attempt was ever made 
in any other government within the Englifh do- 
minions. 

Upon the whole, thrs Houfe have determined 
unanimoully (as they look upon it their un- 



doubted right and privilege to regulate them- 
selves) not to refcind their faid vote 

We would alfo inform your Excellency, thlt 
we have been expecting that you would order the 
Treafurer's accounts to be laid before the Hon ft, 
agreeable to your promife, that we might ba 
thereby enabled to proceed in the ordinary bofi- 
nefs of the government ; but we are forry to find 
that your Excellency has ordered the Treafuret 
not to lay them before the Houfe, arhe informs 
us. — We hope you will direct, that we may be 
furni toed therewith as foon as poffible, as you 
nuft be fenHble, that it is not only very eijien- 
five, but very difagreeable to us, to be from our 
refpeclive places of abode at this feafon of the

wretchedly ftrved, and what is more ftrange, that 
al! thefpaiecanridgeswhichthey broughtoutwere 
12 pounders, and they took out only nine pound 
cannon ; To that when our people were obliged to 
quit their line's, the enemy had not one round of 
artillery cartridge left. That young Richardfon 
was the firftperfon who mounted oar parapets ; you 
know him well, he is of the 1 3th or Royal Irilh, 
he is dangeroufly wounded ; i chat their number 
of effective men is 4.000 in Bofton, and 2200 on 
on Bunker's Hill ; that they defpair of forcing our 
lines, but talk of getting round us if they can;

ker's Hill ; and have among(t others two 18 inch 
mortars. That bur morning gun yelterday threw 
an i@ pound (hot into their encampment on the 
tcVpPdf Bunker's Hill; that the grenadiers of the 
Royal Welfh fufileers amounting to 40 at the at- 
tack laft rhori^bi are now reducedto eight men ; 
: that the czd regiment had 22^rena.ierSkilhd out 
of'59; 'that the' inhabitants of Bofton are ill ufed 
and mMeraftly fed ; that the army begin to cla- 
mour for their pay, there is no cafh, and bills 



will not fell tinder jo per cent, difcount The re' 
folution of the Congrefs againft Government bill 1 
was wife, and has diftreffed theenemy exceedingly. 
The Readmg company of rifle men came in on 
Tuefday, the seft are hourly expecled, and much 
wanted.

India tea, from any part of the world ; nor any 
molafles, fyrups, panelcs, coffee, or pimento ;

por foreign indigo* 

It j% the fixed refolution of the Cabinet to carry 
pn the war again ft America with the utmoft vi- 
gour ; and to begin the next campaign as early 
as poffible in the fpring. The outlines of the 
plan to be purfued, are, an army of eighteen 
thoufand men to be employed in New-Eng- 
land, and another army of twelve thoufand men 
are to act in Virginia and the middle Provinces. 
Two fleets are to CQ-operate, with thefe armies j 



one commanded by Admiral Shuldham {W<r# 
Graves) and the other by Admiral Byron. 

It is not neceflary to make many obfervationa 
on this refolution, and this plan. The Ameri- 
can towns will, of courfe, be deftnoyed ; car- 
nage, plunder, rapine,, and murder, will be the 
conftant fpefiacle every where; and when the 
coaft, a#dVthe country, are laid wafte bv fire and 
fword, what is to become of our trade ?

under aftrong guard ; and in the mean time his 
friend efcaped to the woods. That Capt. Jame* 
Moore commanding the ( Prefton's tender, was 
fent to protect two Uoops, 'which the above per- 
fons intended to have loaded with wood $ one of 
them was fecured, and the other efcaped to the 
woods ; upon-which the commander of the ten* 
der clapping a fpring on the cable, threatened 
to burp the place unlefs theprifoners were given 
up ; in confequence of this demand an engage- 
ment began between the people on more and the 
vefTel's crew ; but the latter were obliged to cut 
and put to fea. The inhabitants immediately 
manned the taken floops, came up with the ten- 
der, and began a fecond engagement. That an 
obfHnate refiftance was made, but the tender waa 
obliged to fubmit to fuperior force. The Cap- 
tain, Mr. James Moore, was mortally wounded, 
and died the next morning; five more were 
wounded, and one marine killed ; and two of 
the Provincials were killed, and five wounded."

THE mifchiefs which hare already arifen, and 
tht greater calamities which are threatened/from 



the unnatural war excited, in America,, hy the 
arbitrary and inexorable fptrit «>f hi* Majefty't 
siinilfceri, and advifcrs, have impreffed ear mi* da 
With alarm* and epprohtnfiona, which occafiod 
this addrefs to you. 

As Electors we are snore particularly called 
upon to ta^e into- confederation thefe dangerous 
proceedings againft oar. felhav f«bjcds in Ame* 
rica; becaufe the representatives of the people* 
are unhappily made the inftrumeats of thefcnm* 
furta. ::■'■-■ 

It is impoflrble we can fee, without the -etmoft 
alarm, preparations making for the profecutioa 
of an expemive and ruinous war .with onr owe 
colonies, from which (b. much of our commetce, 
ajid therefore the fources of our wealth arc do* 
lived. The inevitable confequence of this meft 
be, an increafe oLtaxes, already too h*avy r and 
an addition to the national debt which preffea u» 
with intolerable, weight. We beg you to? coo fider, 
what muA be the fituation of this kingdom* ha- 
dfcr an augmentation of taxes, and a diminuuoe 
of commerce- — an in creak of si at ion at debt, and 
an equal decreafe of national refo«u-ces. 

Thefe are the immediate and unavoidable con- 
Xequenceaof this war. The probable ones *te 
t ftill more fatal. . If our natural and inveterate 
enemies (hould fall upon us when we are exhauib- 
ed of men and money,— when our moil valua- 
ble commerce is ruined, and our braveft and ve- 
teran troops facrificed,— what is it that can 
(hield us from immediate ruin ? If we involve 
ourfeives, then, in this obilinate and expcnfwc 
civil war, we, mud owe our fafety to the for- 
bearance of our enemies^ Neither do y^e think 
it improbable, from the defpera^e valour 'With 
which the Americans defend their dearejt lihejv 
ties, that all our efforts will ,be un^cce&ful, 
and that we (hall at lafl be obliged to g&down, 
under a grievous addition of debt* the ihwne of 
defeated armaments, and the total Jofa o£ oux 
ufefnl and affectionate colonics. r '. 

The provifion. that is making for the infro- 
.duclion of. Hanoverian and Heiftan troops, in* 
Jtfcad of removing, confirms t our<apprehenfiGns; 
b. caufe we cannot have any. confidence in the 
protection of foreign mercenaries.} and (eel at 
once the (name and folly 'of that policy, which 
is to burthen us with taxes for the payment of 
foreign protectors, while our own brave troops 
are Slaughtered in an unnatural, unnecelLry, 
inglorious conteft. 

For the certain expencea of this war, we fee 
no reparation, even in conqueiL *£}efola<ed 
fields, and depopulated provinces, . are little 
likely to contribute to our aeceflittes, either by 
revenue or commerce, tfo complaint," from 
the merchant* and manu/acturtrs in Great gri- 
H h tain 
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tain, of ffifcit trade, and «<Eb of navigation in- 
fringed, hat called for thefe coercive meafurcs. 
Oft the contrary* they have repeatedly petitioned 
againft the principles apee which the war it 
founded. To (ecure our commerce therefore, 
can neither be the aim, nor iffiae of this war 

Neither can it be to ftttje a due fobordination 
of the colonies, upon the parent date, (ince they 
have repeatedly and foiemnly acknowledged 
their Subordination, and fubmrtted to our con* 
uonL 

We cannot, therefore, difcover any real object, 
or pofibie event of this difpute {mould we be fuc- 
cefiful) but that of eft a bli filing the arbitrary 
power of the crown aver oar fellow- fubjeds in 
America, which muft greatly endanger the con- 
stitution here* and increasing the number of plaei- 
0mb and partners, already fo enormoui, as to 
threaten the otter dcftru&ioa of freedom and in- 
dependence among us. 

The people of the Colonies have appealed to 
their fellow fubjefts in Great Britain, for tbeju/'- 
$*ft and umffity of their conduct* W* are con- 
vinced of their having been injuria* ; «nd ofprttfid* 
We fympathife in their griefs, and revere their 
fortitude j every motive of humanity, of juftice, 
and of intereft, calls upon as to <$mkmn the mea- 
fures of which they complain, and to declare, 
that we will never willingly contribute to urge 
their oppref&ons, or abridge their liberties. 

It has been our grief and our misfortune to fee, 
that the repeated petitions from his Majefty'a 
fubjecls in America, fupported by many in this 
country, have not availed to prevent the dread* 
ful extremities we now lament* The petitioners 
have been ftudioufly driven to the laft refources 
of defpair, by a denial of redrefs, and an accu- 
mulation of grievances, too fevere to be endured 
by ft free people. 

la the united petition lad year, from all the 
colonies, to the King* they afltcd for peace, 
liberty, and fafety. , Did it become us to refufe 
fuch a requeft ; or te pcrfift in violating the peace, 
liberty, and fafety oFany part of our fellow fu by eels ? 
They pledge themfehes, " that in time of war, 
they will be ready and willing to demonftrate 
their loyalty to his Majefty, by exerting their moft 
ilrenuous efforts, in granting fupplies and raiting 
force*. '*— What can we in jo ft ice require more 
from a par$ of the empire, retrained, in points 
of commercial advantages, for our benefit ; and 
lajsouring, in confluence of that reftraint, under 
a heavy and accumulating debt? Can we expect 
fuccefs fiom /a war, founded in fuch flagrant 
injufiiitt Appealing, fay, they, «« to that being, 
who fearches thoroughly the hearts of his crea- 
tures, we folemnly^orofefs, that ourcouncils, have 
been influenced bj no other motive, than a dread 
ot impending deftruflion.'' 



That dread has been realized. Famine, fire, 
and fword have anfwered their reafonable requefts, 
and earned applications. Utter deftruftion, or 
unconditional fubmiffion, is the only alternative 
left them,- by this, imperious and tin temperate 
adminiftration. 

Yet ftill they wean determined to try the force 
of frefti fupplicatio*. This they have done in 
their late petition to the Throne, more humble, 
but ftill fruttlefs as the former* They fay 
" knowing to what violent resentments and in- 
curable animofities, civil difcordsare apt to exaf- 
perate and inflame the contending parties, we 
think ourfelves required by indifpenfible obli- 
gations to Almighty God, to your Majeftv;, to 
our fellow fubjecti, and ourfelves, immediately 
to ufe all the means in our power, not incompati- 
ble with our fafety t for Hopping the further effu* 
fion of blood, and for averting the impending ca- 
lamities, which threaten the BritifhT empire. 

We feel thefe as the moft amiable fen ti meats of 
men, cordially interefted in our welfare, and ear- 
neftly aiming at peace and reconciliation. '" 

In purfuit of thefe laudable purpofes, they fo* 
lemnly declare their moft ardent defire that, 
" the former harmony between the two countries 
may be reftored, and a concord may be eftabliihed 
between them, upon fo firm ft bafis, as to .perpe- 
tuate its bleffingi, uninterrupted by any future 
di Mentions tofucceedinggenerations, in bothxoun- 
tries:" They declare that "they do ncrt re- 
queft fuch a reconciliation, as might, in any man- 
ner be in confident with the dignity or welfare of 
Great Britain;" that " they arc ready and wil- 
ling, at aU tiiitcs, as they have ever been, with 
their lives and fortunes, to afTcrt and maintain the 
rights and interefts of his Majefty,. and of their 
mother country.' 9 They therefore implore his 
Majefty, " to take meafures fot preventing the 
further deftrodion of the lives of his fabjefcts ; 
and that he will be pleafed todirecY fome mode 
by which the united applications of his faithful 
colonifts to the' throne, in purfuanct of their 
■ common councils, may be improved into a happy 
andpermanentreconciliation ; and that the wiued 
for opportunity may foon be reftored to them, of 
evincing the rlncerity of their profeffion* by every 
teftimbny of devotion, becoming the moft dutiful 
fubjecls, and the moft affectionate eohmifts/* 

To this petition an enfwerhas been refufed. 
The unhappy petitioners are left to deplore the 
profpe& of inexorable war, and defolation, -and 
to feek protection in thofe fatal refources^ which 
felf preservation fuggefts againft impending de* 
ftru&ion. 

This, Gentlemen, is the alarming ftate of Ame- 
rica, which, fills us with anxiety and apprehen- 
fioai/

we deplore Che fate of thofe brave men, wbo are 
devoted to hazard their lives, notagainft the ene- 
mies of the Britiih name, but again ft the friends 
of the profperity and glory of Great Britain. We 
feel for the honour of the Britiih arms, fullied, 
not by the mifbehaviour of thofe who bore them, 
but by themifconduft of the minifters, who em- 
ployed them, to the oppreffionof their fellowjfuh- 
jecls.

" Our ftreets have exhibited a fcene of diitrefs 
for this week paft; foldiers walking and crawling 
about, fome with the lofs of an arm, and~others 
of a leg, with wounds in different parts of their 
body; poor widows, with their helplefs children, 
begging from door to door* fome hundreds of 
miles from their friends and homes (being moftly 
•from Ireland). All thefe miferablc objects have 
been landed here out of the tranfport from Bo&on. 
The gentlemen of this town and neighbourhood 
have made a collection for 'the women and chil- 
dren ; the fame was divided among it them ycC* 
terday at Guildhall, which amounted to id mil* 
lings each.

The lofs of the American trade has not been felt, 
owing to the large orders from Spain, for the 
Flota ; from the Baltic and Germany, owing to 
the peace between Raffia and the Porte, and the 
troubles in Poland having ceafed* Thefe ordera 
came very opportunely ; together with large remit* 
tsnees from America, than ufual ; the very con* 
fiderable quantities of grain from America, the 
advanced prices of oil and tobacco, have enabled 
the Americans (except thofei«Bofton)todifcharge 
their debts, this year, better than formerly.

Six months from this dare, thia country 
will begin to awake, and not (boner* Difpwea 
of another complexion will happen next fummer » 
all of them originating in this rniuous American 
war. I am confident there will be no more peti- 
tions from America ; and 1 am alfo Confident, 
that as foon as the Delegates to the Continental 
CongreCs are informed of the treatment their Pe- 
tition has met with, a fyftcm W'civil government, 
for that great country, will make its appearance, 
that peopLeherehave.no idea of; and that Foreign 
H h a Affiitacca^ 
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Affiltarice, which intelligent men know very well 
was offered to them a few months ago, will be 
accepted, on con ition of granting to that foreign * 
power, certain exclu five, tommercial advantages. 
From that inftant Great Britain mufl date her de- 
cline, a* ad I fear her downfall, America has of* 
lered to eompromife this unhappy dxfFtrenc. 
She withe* moil ardently for a reconciliation with 
Great Britain. But fuch is the faife policy of 
this unhappy reign, no dillinction feemi to be 
naade. between the dury of fubjects, and the con* 
Aition of flavefi. America is ready and willing 
to fubmitto'the abfolute authority of Parliament, 
•o regulate and controul her trade, in whatever 
aiodcxiiannel, and restriction, Parliament {hall 
think proper ; if the idea of taxation is totally done 
away, and all the ads fince 1763, are repealed* 
But it a revenue is infilled upon, fix a furo, in 
proportion to what is raifed here, and fhe will pay 
it, provided fhe may have an open trade 1 becaufe 
lb* can buy the articles, fhe has hitherto bought 
of us, cheaper elfewhere ; which will enable her to 
pay the required fum. In a word, (he will give 
us, either Trade or Revenue,, but not both. She 
aft* only to be put upon the fame footing with our- 
feivej. But it muft not be. The refolution at 
St. James's is again ft her. Though the Court is 
not a little embarrafled, by the failure of the Ruf. 
£an aegociation. Application was made for 
twenty thoufand Ruffians, to be fen t to America 
in the fpring. It has met with a negative at Pe* 
terfburgh. The idea of the Bedford party ic, to 
pro (ecu te a littoral war in America next fum men 
The ttoet and army mull be fuppHed with pioVi* 
fioni from England. Reflect, for a moment, on 
theextitme folly, of making Smith field thefliam- 
fete* of America, The Lord Mayor might pre- 
Vent this. Every pound of mutton lent to America, 
tofts government two {hillings, at leaft. Howlong 
can thelandedintereftfnpportthisexpenee? Every 
tax k*$ been con tin urd (except a frnall temporary 
ammunition of the land tax) that fupported the late 
glorious war.

Guildhall, Brijlol, &/f. 27, 1 775, 
AT a numerous and refpectable meeting of 



the merchants, traders, and others, intended fa, 
and well-wifhers to Jmrtcan tommtrtt, held at 
the Guildhall, at eleven o'clock this morning, 
Mr. Hayes, an eminent American merchant in tho 
Chair, the following refolution* were agreed to» 

Re/blvtd, 1, That the tr^de with North Ame- 
rica is of very great advantage to Great Britain 
in general, and to this city in particular. 

2. That any meafures which contribute to the 
d;ftrucTion of that trade, are an euential injury 
to the internal commerce and manufactures of this 
kingdom. 

3. That the prefent unhappy eonteH between. 
Great Britain and her Colonies hath a manifeft 
tendency to deftroy the commercial connection, 
arid political union which have for many years 
fubfifted between the two countries. 

^. That the lofs of our rrade to America will 
deprive many thoufand induftrious poor of the 
means of procuring a dally fubfiftence, (a melan- 
choly fact i) of which we have already ample ex- 
perience in this city. 

5. That the late importation of American 
grain into this city, hath greatly contributed to 
lower the price of all the neceiTarias of life, and 
has been the means of preferving muhitudea 
from the calamitous confequehces of famine. 

6. That an approbation of meafures calculated 
to deftroy the commercial intercobrfe between 
the two countries, and fp read the horrors of a 
civil war over a very confidcrable part of the 
Britiih dominions, would be highly difgraceful 
to the in habitants of a city that depends solely 
epon trade forits-fupport; and toevery friend to 
humanity and the general happinefs of fociety. 

A motion was then made, that a petition b« 
prefonted to his Majefty* praying his intcrp6fitio£> 
to put a flop to a ruinous civil war* that our trade 
may thereby be re Ho red to its former flourifiung 
Hate. Out per Ton objecled to it, and very im- 
properly grounded his objection on a fuppo fed 
disinclination in his Majclty 10 receive petitions 
respecting the American difpute, A petition was 
then produced, read paragraph by paragraph, and 
paued without a diJTenting voice. 

O C TO B E R 4.

Mr. tiaktr then produced an Addrefs to his Ma* 
jefty, intituled, " The humble Addrefs and Pe- 
tion of the Gentlemen, Merchants, and Traders 
of London," which he requested he might have 
leave to read. A motion was then made, fe- 
conded, and carried, that the faid Petition Ihould 
be read^ and it was twice read accordingly ; fir ft 
J>y Mr. Baker, in his place, and afterwards by 
Mr. Wooldridge, merchant, at the lower end of 
the table. 

Mr. Wooldridge having read the petition, 
moved, that faid Petition Ihould be approved by 
the meeting, which waa carried unanimoully : 
he then made a further motion, that the Petition 
lb approved be figncd by the company prefent, 
which was alfo carried. The Chairman then in- 
formed the meeting, that he had in his pofl\ffion
